Brevities. 

As  a  result  of  the  recent  election  for  a  direct  representa- 
tive on  the  General  Medical  Council,  Sir  Victor  Horsley 
obtained  7,672  votes,  against  3,105  scored  by  Mr.  Joseph 
Smith. 

A  fire  broke  out  in  the  basement  of  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
T.  E.  Butler  &  Son,  chemists,  in  Hinckley  Road,  Leicester, 
on  September  23,  but  was  extinguished  before  any  great 
damage  was  done. 

Three  boys,  named  Hulme,  Evans  and  Bailey,  have  been 
committed  for  trial  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  on  a  charge 
of  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  chemist  and 
■druggist,  Piccadilly,  Hanley,  and  stealing  31.  6s.  2%d. 

We  mentioned  several  months  ago  that  petroleum  had  been 
tried  to  lay  the  dust  on  the  roads  at  Mandalay.  The  experi- 
ment has  now  been  tried  in  this  country,  on  part  of  the  London 
and  Southampton  road  between  Farnborough  and  Aldershot. 

The  charge  against  a  Wigan  grocer,  named  Southworth, 
for  selling  lard  alleged  to  contain  5  per  cent,  of  beef-stearine, 
has  been  withdrawn,  the  Somerset  House  analysis  proving 
the  lard  to  be  pure.  The  Magistrates  awarded  the  defendant 
51.  5s.  costs. 

Mr.  John  Henry  Todd,  science  master  at  Newcastle-under- 
Lyme  High  School,  died  from  heart-failure  on  September  26, 
as  the  result  of  a  shock  from  injuries  received  by  an  explo- 
sion that  had  occurred  while  experimenting  in  class  on  the 
previous  day. 

Co-operators  have  become  alarmed  at  the  vigorous  boycott 
instituted  at  St.  Helens  and  spreading  all  over  the  country. 
Last  week  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Co-operative 
Union,  at  a  meeting  at  Manchester,  decided  to  raise  a  fund 
of  100,000Z.  to  combat  the  boycott. 

The  shopkeepers  of  Cambridge  are  considering  the  sugges- 
tion of  a  weekly  half-holiday  all  the  year  round,  instead  of 
during  the  summer  months  only.  Mr.  A.  Sidney  Campkin,  J.P., 
President  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Association,  has  been 
interviewed  on  the  question,  and  is  in  favour  of  the  idea. 

Messrs.  Reeve  &  Co.,  of  Margate,  have  issued  handbills 
locally  regarding  the  proceedings  against  them  at  the  local 
•court  last  week,  when  they  were  fined  101.  in  each  of  two 
cases,  and  costs,  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
The  handbills  show  that  in  other  towns  Is.  and  10s.  and  costs 
were  inflicted  for  similar  offences. 

The  "  Cambridge  and  District  Photographic  Society  "  has 
been  formed,  mainly  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr. 
C.  S.  Addison,  chemist  and  druggist,  Cambridge,  who  has 
been  appointed  Hon.  Secretary  pro  tern.  Mr.  J.  H.  Leech, 
another  Cambridge  chemist,  has  been  appointed  Hon. 
Treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Addison  is  on  the  committee.  Mr.  E. 
Saville  Peck,  M.A.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  one  of  the  first 
fifty  members. 

A  meeting  of  the  chemists  of  North  London  will  be  held 
at  3  P.M.  on  October  23,  at  the  Cock  Hotel,  Highbury,  N., 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  local  committee  of  the  London 
Chemists' Association.

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

Writing  in  reference  to  the  Bristol  meeting,  a  corre- 
spondent says  already  preparations  are  in  progress  for  it. 
The  report  of  the  four  delegates  ta  the  meeting  at  Dundee 
has  been  duly  presented  to  the  Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, and  great  satisfaction  is  felt  at  the  heartiness  with 
which  Bristol's  invitation  has  been  accepted.  The  1903 
Conference  will  be  the  second  in  Bristol,  the  first  having 
taken  place  in  1875.  Between  250  and  300  delegates  are 
expected  at  the  Bristol  Conference,  which  is  to  be  held  the 
third  week  in  July,  1903.  Mr.  E.  F.  Young  is  this  year's 
President  of  the  local  Association,  Mr.  J.  W.  White  being 
President-elect  for  next  year,  Mr.  G.  T.  Turner  is  Vice- 
President,  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Matthews  the  Treasurer.  Mr.  H.  E. 
Boorne  has  been  appointed  Secretary  in  succession  to  Mr.  B. 
Keen,  who  has  for  a  lengthy  period  of  office  rendered 
invaluable  service  to  the  Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  in  advancing  the  interests  of  pharmacy  generally.  It  is 
interesting  to  recall  the  fact  that,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
Bristol  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1875,  the  late  Mr. 
T.  B.  Groves,  of  Weymouth,  was  its  President ;  and  the  late 
Mr.  Charles  Boorne  was  President  and  Mr.  J.  Pitman  was 
Secretary  of  the  Bristol  Association.  A  representative 
Executive  has  been  appointed  to  take  in  hand  the  prepara- 
tions for  next  year's  Conference,  and  no  effort  will  be  spared 
to  ensure  its  complete  success. 

Choeolappendicitis. 

The  chief  inspector  of  food  and  drugs  for  co.  Durham  has 
issued  a  public  warning  concerning  the  adulteration  in 
various  forms  of  chocolate  sweetmeats.  Many  of  the  cheap 
kinds  have,  he  says,  on  analysis  been  found  to  contain 
paraffin  wax.  which  is  very  injurious  when  eaten,  and  has  a 
tendency  to  bring  on  appendicitis.  Prosecutions  of  dealers 
are  threatened  as  soon  as  the  investigations  of  the  County 
Council  are  completed.

Alleged  False  Pretences. 

At  the  Mansion  House  Police  Court  on  September  26, 
Antoine  Joseph  Forest  (30),  chemical-manufacturer,  of 
208  Rue  de  Haerne,  Etterbeck,  Brussels,  was  charged  with 
having  by  false  pretences  obtained  660/.  from  Mr  Henry 
Hollingshurst,  chemical-merchant,  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C. 
Mr.  H.  Hollingshurst  deposed  to  entering  into  five  contracts 
with  the  defendant  for  the  purchase  of  basic  slag,  the  stipu- 
lation being  that  it  should  contain  a  proportion  of  38  to 
45  per  cent,  of  phosphate  of  lime.  In  respect  of  the  ship- 
ments he  had  paid,  he  said,  in  all  1,927/.  10s.  Eventually  he 
received  very  bitter  complaints  from  Ireland  respecting  the 
slag — from  the  Drogheda  Manure  Company,  Boyd  &  Co., 
Limerick,  Egan  (Limited),  Tullamore,  and  others.  He  went 
to  Ireland  and  took  a  sample  of  the  cargo,  which  he  sent  to 
Dr.  Bernard  Dyer,  and  it  was  found  to  be  20  per  cent, 
deficient  in  phosphate.  It  was  quite  unmerchantable,  and 
did  not  correspond  at  all  with  the  original  samples  sent  over. 
He  had  an  interview  with  the  defendant,  but  did  not  get 
any  explanation  from  him  with  respect  to  the  matter.  In 
round  figures  his  loss  over  these  transactions  was  about 
5,000/.  The  case  was  adjourned,  the  defendant  being 
admitted  to  bail  in  two  sureties  of  500.'.  each. 

The  Rogers  Failure. 

The  magisterial  inquiry  into  the  charges  against  Edward 
Beauchamp  Rogers  (48),  broker,  Henry  Norman  Everard 
Rogers  (37),  broker,  Algernon  Wallis  (46),  agent,  Ransome 
Wallis  (52),  of  no  occupation,  Sheppard  James  Ransome  (59), 
merchant,  Arthur  James  Ransome  (48),  merchant,  Joseph 
John  Rolls  Short  (64),  merchant,  and  Richard  Martland 
Newton  (63),  bristle-manufacturer,  was  completed  on 
Wednesday,  October  1.  Replying  to  the  usual  caution,  E.  B. 
Rogers  and  H.  N.  E.  Rogers  said  they  were  not  guilty,  and 


would  reserve  their  defence.  Ransome  Wallis  said  he  was 
not  guilty.  He  was  trading  with  his  father,  and  built  up  a 
very  extensive  provision-business  which  was  very  profitable. 
Their  maximum  profits  were  8,000/.  a  year.  He  considered 
himself  in  every  way  entitled  to  draw  bills  on  Messrs.  Rogers 
Brothers,  as  they  held  very  large  securities  of  a  face  value  of 
37,000/.,  on  which  he  had  a  direct  claim.  The  other 
defendants  said  they  were  not  guilty  and  would  reserve  their 
defence.  Sir  James  Ritchie  discharged  Short  and  Newton, 
and  committed  the  other  defendants  for  trial.  He  would 
accept  bail  for  the  Messrs.  Rogers  in  one  surety  in  1,000/. 
each,  and  for  the  others  one  surety  in  500/.  each.  Bail  was 
at  once  forthcoming. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  Household  Supply  Association  (Limited),  who  were 
the  first  in  Birmingham  to  start  cutting  "  patents  "  many  years 
ago,  have  declared  a  dividend  of  5  per  cent,  and  a  special 
bonus  to  shareholders  of  6d.  in  the  pound.  The  chairman 
complained  bitterly  of  the  cutting,  which  is  assuming  alarm- 
ing proportions  in  Birmingham. 

At  the  recent  Mayor's  ball  pharmacy  was  well  represented. 
Amongst  those  present  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  Barclay, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  F.  Southall,  several  members  of  Mr. 
A.  Southall's  family,  Mr.  J.  W.  Knapman  (Librarian  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society),  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  Adams  (Dudley 
Road),  Mr  Lowe  (P.  Harris  &  Co.),  and  others. 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  local  Association"  was 
held  at  Birmingham  last  week,  when  the  following  officers 
were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year :  President,  Mr.  G. 
E.  Perry ;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.  Alcock  and  Gerrard. 
Owing  to  ill-health,  Mr.  Brunt  has  resigned  his  secretarial 
post,  and  his  successor  has  not  yet  been  appointed. 

Mr.  Davis,  chemist,  Summer  Lane,  was  a  candidate  for  the 
post  of  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths  for  the  district  of 
St.  George.  He  has  been  doing  the  work  for  some  months, 
and  previously  acted  as  deputy  for  six  years.  His  testi- 
monials were  signed  by  Mr.  T.  Barclay  and  other  prominent 
citizens.  There  were  thirty-six  applicants.  Two  members 
of  the  Board  of  Guardians  resigned  their  seats  in  order  to 
become  candidates,  and  one,  who  had  been  chairman  of  the 
committee  charged  with  the  appointment,  secured  the  berth. 
It  is  worth  from  500/.  to  600/.  per  annum. 

A  complete  history  of  the  abortive  attempt  to  found  in 
Birmingham  a  "  Consultative  Medical  and  Surgical  Institu- 
tute "  has  been  issued  by  Mr.  Arthur  Chamberlain  and  Mr. 
W.  S.  Aston,  in  the  form  of  a  pamphlet  of  sixty  pages.  The 
booklet  contains  reports  of  all  the  meetings  and  other 
matters  appertaining  to  the  enterprise  from  its  inception  to 
its  abandonment.  The  title  of  the  pamphlet  is  "  Trades 
Unionism  in  the  Medical  Profession,"  and  the  concluding 
paragraph  states  that  "  patients  are  ready  and  waiting,  and 
as  soon  as  properly  qualified  men  can  be  found  to  undertake 
the  work  of  the  Institute  it  will  be  started  again  "  The  work 
is  published  at  45  Newhall  Street,  Birmingham. 

The  Wigan  Mortar. 

The  Wigan  Observer  and  District  Advertiser  reproduces 
the  particulars  regarding  Luke  Ashton's  mortar  which  were 
published  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  of  September  13. 
Our  contemporary  states  that  Mr.  A.  H.  Benson,  chemist,  of 
Wigan,  has  been  in  communication  with  the  owner  of  this 
Wigan  relic,  with  a  view  to  becoming  the  possessor  of  it,  but 
he  has  not  succeeded  in  gratifying  his  desire.  In  answer  to 
a  communication  from  Mr.  Benson,  the  present  owner.  Mi-. 
Andrew  Donald,  of  Chester,  states  that  he  is  not  at  all 
anxious  to  «ell  it.  He  refused  20/.  for  it  over  two  years  ago, 
and  since  then  has  asked  50/.  for  it.  How  it  got  to  Chester 
he  cannot  explain  :  it  was  part  of  the  stock  when  the  business 
was  transferred  to  Mr.  Donald  seventeen  years  ago.  It  has 
the  name  Thomas  Yonde  on  it  in  very  large  letters  on  one 
side,  and  Mr.  Donald  hopes  to  have  some  photos  taken  of  it 
shortly.  Mr.  Benson  is  anxious  to  know  what  part  of  Wigan 
it  was  actually  made  in,  and  particulars  of  its  original 
value. 

Hydrocyanic  Acid  in  a  Draught. 

At  Brighton  on  September  30,  the  inquiry  was  resumed 
into  the  death  of  Miss  Elizabeth  Booth  (62),  who,  it  was 
alleged,  had  been  accidentally  poisoned  by  a  draught  said 
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to  have  been  obtained  from  the  shop  of  Messrs.  Jeeves  & 
Son,  chemists,  of  88  and  89  St.  George's  Road,  Brighton  (see 
C.  %  D.,  September  6,  page  413).  Mrs.  Louisa  Walsh,  an 
attendant  upon  deceased,  who  stated  positively  that  she 
obtained  the  draught  from  Messrs.  Jeeves  &  Son,  was  re- 
called, and  adhered  most  strenuously  to  her  former  state- 
ment. Arthur  Thomas  Jeeves  (of  Messrs.  Jeeves  &  Son), 
further  examined,  said  he  did  not  remember  telling  the 
police  that  the  mixture  he  sold  contained  hydrocyanic  acid, 
although  he  believed  he  said  it  contained  bicarbonate  of 
potash  and  sal  volatile.  He  did  not  remember  exactly  what 
the  ingredients  were,  but  his  assistant  afterwards  told  him 
that  there  was  hydrocyanic  acid  in  the  mixture,  and  he 
therefore  supposed  that  he  put  in  the  usual  allowance — viz., 
2  drops.  He  made  no  entry  in  the  poisons-book,  although 
he  supposed  that,  technically,  he  ought  to  have  done  so. 
The  Coroner  (Mr.  J.  E.  Bush)  :  You  see  what  assistance  it 
would  have  been  to  us  if  you  had  put  it  down  in  the  book  ; 
we  should  have  known  what  quantity  you  had  put  in. 
Clearly  you  are  very  remiss  in  not  doing  it.  Dr.  W.  J. 
Rowland  said  that  all  the  symptoms  he  had  found 
in  his  post-mortem  examination  were  characteristic  of 
poisoning  by  hydrocyanic  acid.  It  was  difficult  to  say  what 
would  be  a  minimum  fatal  dose,  as  it  depended  on  the 
patient's  condition ;  but  generally  it  was  regarded  that  the 
minimum  fatal  dose  was  about  fifty  drops.  That  would 
prove  fatal  in  something  less  than  half  an  hour.  In  this 
case  it  was  difficult  to  say  what  would  be  a  fatal  dose, 
because  the  condition  of  the  heart  and  liver  would  lower  the 
vitality.  The  actual  cause  of  death  was  heart-failure, 
accelerated  by  hydrocyanic  acid,  and  the  patient  would 
probably  have  lived  if  the  acid  had  not  been  ad- 
ministered. He  had  never  known  an  ordinary  medicinal 
dose  of  the  acid  to  produce  the  symptoms  he  had  noted. 
The  Chief  Constable  (Mr.  W.  B.  Gentle)  :  Would  2  drops 
have  brought  about  the  symptoms  1 — No,  I  should  not  have 
expected  it.  Mr.  Henry  Watson,  house-surgeon  at  the 
Sussex  County  Hospital,  agreed  that  the  symptoms  were 
those  of  hydrocyanic-acid  poisoning,  and  having  considered 
the  case  further  was  of  opinion  that  they  could  not  have 
been  produced  by  an  ordinary  dose  of  from  2  to  6  drops  ; 
and  Mr.  William  Percival  Miles,  casualty-surgeon  at 
the  Sussex  County  Hospital,  agreed  with  him.  Mr. 
Meredith  Wynter  Blyth,  public  analyst  for  the 
borough  of  Brighton,  deposed  to  having  analysed  the  contents 
of  the  bottle,  the  washings  of  the  stomach,  and  the  contents 
of  the  stomach.  The  first  analysis  showed  that  the  bottle 
contained  i  gr.  of  potassium  cyanide,  not  quite  two-thirds 
of  which  would  have  been  hydrocyanic  acid.  When  the 
bottle  was  full  he  thought  it  would  have  contained  about 
2  drops  of  the  latter — an  ordinary  medicinal  dose.  His 
analysis  confirmed  Mr.  Jeeves's  evidence  that  he  put  in 
2  drops  of  the  [acid.  No  trace  of  the  acid  was  found 
either  in  the  stomach  or  the  washings  of  the  stomach.  Mr. 
Jeeves  then  called  Charles  Barraud  Baker,  his  assistant, 
who  deposed  that  he  was  in  the  shop  from  8  a.m.  to  11  p.m. 
on  the  day  on  which  Mrs.  Walsh  said  she  obtained  the 
draught,  and  he  was  certain  that  whilst  he  was  in  the  shop 
Mrs.  Walsh  did  not  come  to  it,  and  no  such  mixture  was 
dispensed.  He  was  dispenser,  and  if  anything  had  been 
made  up  he  would  have  done  it.  Another  employe  of  Messrs. 
Jeeves  gave  corroborative  evidence,  and  the  Coroner  re- 
marked upon  the  curious  conflict  in  the  evidence  as  to  the 
date  when  the  draught  was  dispensed.  The  jury  eventually 
returned  the  following  verdict : — 

Death  was  due  to  misadventure,  from  the  effects  of  hydro- 
cyanic acid  acting  on  a  weak  heart,  and  that  such  poison  was  self- 
administered,  and  formed  one  of  the  ingredients  of  a  mixture 
dispensed  by  Arthur  Thomas  Jeeves. 

The  Coroner  thought  the  verdict  a  very  proper  one,  and 
added  that  in  his  opinion  no  chemist  ought  to  take  upon 
himself  the  responsibility  of  dispensing  such  a  dangerous 
drug  as  hydrocyanic  acid  except  by  the  direction  of  a  duly 
qualified  medical  practitioner. 

Lysol  not  to  Blame. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Coedpenmaen,  Pontypridd,  on 
September  29  on  the  body  of  Elizabeth  Morgan  (34),  a 
collier's  wife,   who  died  during  childbirth.     From  the 
evidence  it  appeared  that  Dr.  Lewis,  who  attended  the  case, 


had  directed  his  dispenser  to  send  a  bottle  of  lysol  to  the 
house  in  case  it  might  be  required.  The  midwife,  named 
Harriett  Morgan,  was  then  in  attendance,  and  one  or  two 
witnesses  swore  that  she  gave  the  contents  of  the  lysol- 
i  bottle  to  the  deceased  under  the  impression  that  it  was  a 
I  draught.  Deceased  immediately  exclaimed,  "  It  is  burning  ; 
oh,  give  me  some  water,"  and  when  Dr.  Lewis  arrived  he 
found  her  pulseless  and  unconscious.  He  was  not  informed 
that  the  lysol  had  been  taken  until,  wishing  to  use  it,  he 
asked  for  it.  He  then  sent  for  Dr.  Jenkins  and  used  the 
stomach-pump,  but  deceased  did  not  rally,  and  died.  The 
Coroner  closely  questioned  the  doctor  as  to  the  character  of 
lysol.  Dr.  Lewis  said  it  was  a  disinfectant,  and  practically 
non-poisonous.  It  was  much  safer  than  other  disinfectants. 
He  did  not  think  it  contained  carbolic  acid,  although  the 
smell  was  similar.  Witness  said  he  afterwards  made  a 
post-mortem  examination  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Shaw 
Little.  He  found  no  trace  of  irritation  or  burning,  except  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  stomach,  and  his  opinion  was  that  the 
woman  was  dying  before  she  took  the  lysol,  and  that  death 
was  due  to  heart-failure  through  loss  of  blood.  Dr.  Shaw 
Little  confirmed  this  statement,  adding  that  by  no  stretch 
of  imagination  could  it  be  said  that  lysol  had  caused 
death.  The  Coroner  said  had  any  one  of  the  women  in  the 
house  taken  the  trouble  to  smell  the  bottle  they  would  not 
have  given  the  deceased  the  stuff ;  but  they  all  appeared  to 
be  ignorant,  and  the  midwife  the  worst  of  the  lot.  The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  that  deceased  died  through  loss  of  blood 
at  childbirth. 

A  Charge  of  Perjury. 

At  Willesden,  on  September  25,  Henry  John  Herring,  alias 
Edward  William  Hoffmeister  (27),  was  charged  with  commit- 
ting perjury  at  an  inquest.  Mr.  Williamson,  who  prosecuted 
for  the  Treasury,  said  he  should  not  be  able  to  complete  the 
case  at  that  hearing,  and  at  the  next  he  should  ask  for  a 
charge  of  manslaughter  to  be  added,  when  he  would  be 
prepared  to  call  Dr.  Hoffmeister,  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  in 
connection  with  the  charge  of  perjury.  Dr.  W.  B.  Gordon 
Hogg,  a  coroner  for  the  county  of  Middlesex,  said  on  July  8 
he  held  an  inquest  at  the  Vestry  Hall,  Church  End,  Willesden, 
touching  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Burden.  The  prisoner  was 
present  at  the  inquest,  and  in  his  evidence,  after  being 
sworn,  said  his  name  was  Edward  William  Hoffmeister.  He 
stated  that  he  was  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  doctor 
of  medicine,  member  of  the  College  of  Surgeons,  and  partner 
of  Dr.  Dobie.  He  was  called  to  see  Mrs.  Burden  on  July  2, 
and  found  her  suffering  from  inflammation  of  the  bowels. 
He  prescribed  for  her,  and  directed  the  application  of 
poultices.  He  thought  her  very  ill.  She  got  gradually 
worse,  a  relative  objected  to  his  attending  her,  and  Mr. 
Burden  went  to  Dr.  Bardsley,  who,  however,  refused  to  have 
a  consultation  with  Herring,  stating  he  was  not  a  registered 
medical  practitioner.  When  Herring  took  the  professional 
fee  of  a  guinea  he  stated  for  the  second  time  that  he  was 
registered.  Dr.  Percy  Crofts  Bardsley,  Willesden  Green, 
described  the  circumstances  in  which  he  refused  to  consult 
the  prisoner,  who  gave  up  the  case,  and  the  witness  saw 
Mrs.  Burden.  Her  condition  was  moribund,  and  she  was 
dead  in  less  than  half  an  hour.  His  evidence  agreed  with 
Dr.  Gordon  Hogg's  as  to  what  occurred  at  the  inquest.  The 
prisoner  asked  no  questions,  and  was  remanded  in  custody. 

College  Notes. 

The  museum  of  the  Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy  has 
been  considerably  augmented  this  week  by  the  donation  of 
a  large  box  of  East  Indian  drugs,  forwarded  by  Mr.  E.  T. 
Smith,  a  former  student  of  the  College,  who  is  now  resident 
in  Singapore.  The  specimens  are  intended  to  represent  the 
crude  drugs  as  exported  from  Singapore,  to  which  port  they 
are  shipped  from  Siam,  Sumatra,  Philippine  Islands,  Borneo, 
and  other  East  Indian  districts.  The  collection  includes 
genuine  and  adulterated  forms  of  gamboge,  nutmegs  (in  shell), 
mace,  long  pepper,  safflower,  white,  black,  and  dead  copal, 
cassia-bark,  benzoin,  and  dragon's-blood  in  various  forms. 

On  September  23  the  students  of  the  West  of  Scotland 
College  of  Pharmacy,  along  with  their  Principal  (Mr.  T.  S. 
Barrie,  F.C.S.),  visited  the  local  works  of  the  United  Alkali 
Company  (Messrs.  Tennant's),  and  were  shown  over  the 
establishment  by  one  of  the  laboratory  staff.  The  manu- 
facture of  sulphuric  acid  and  substances  made  therewith — 
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viz.,  sodium  sulphate,  hydrochloric  acid,  and  bleaching- 
powder — was  explained,  and  as  certain  repairs  were  being 
done,  the  party  had  the  unique  opportunity  of  viewing  the 
interior  of  a  leaden  chamber.  After  inspecting  the  tanks  in 
which  immense  quantities  of  commercial  sodium  carbonate 
are  crystallised,  and  seeing  how  these  crystals  are  crushed 
and  afterwards  dried  in  a  centrifugal  machine,  a  tour  of  the 
workshops  was  made. 

A  very  successful  smoking-concert  was  held  by  the 
"  Square  "  Students  at  the  Freemason's  Tavern  on  Wednesday 
evening,  October  1,  some  fifty  students,  old  and  new,  being 
present.  The  chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  H.  S.  Phillips,  who 
explained  that  the  object  of  the  gathering  was  to  bring  the 
new  students  in  contact  with  those  at  present  studying. 
Mr.  Collitt  (the  Secretary)  urged  on  the  students  not  to 
neglect  the  social  side  of  life,  as  this  was  in  great  measure 
essential  to  success  in  their  studies.  He  also  explained  the 
objects  of  the  Association  for  the  benefit  of  the  new  students 
present.  Football  found  an  advocate  in  Mr.  Mitchell  who 
pleaded  the  advantage  of  physical  recreation.  Numerous 
songs  and  recitations  were  contributed  by  the  students,  and 
altogether  a  most  enjoyable  evening  was  spent.

The  "Wellcome"  C.C.  have  thus  again  won  the  champion- 
ship, and  retain  the  silver  cup  for  another  year.  Employes 
of  wholesale  chemists  or  druggists  who  contemplate  forming 
a  cricket  club  are  asked  to  communicate  with  the  Secretary 
of  the  W.C.  and  D.C.C.,  Mr.  E.  Sibley,  64  Park  Street,  South 
wark,  S.E.,  as  more  competitors  for  the  championship  are 
urgently  needed. 

Club  Dispensing. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Lincoln,  on  September  24,  on  the 
body  of  a  club  patient,  named  John  William  Pollard,  who 
died  through  taking  liniment  in  mistake  for  medicine.  The 
evidence  showed  that  the  deceased's  wife  had  been  supplied 
with  a  liniment,  containing  aconite,  belladonna,  and  methyl- 
ated chloroform,  for  her  rheumatism.  Both  the  husband 
and  wife  were  members  of  a  friendly  society  club,  and  to 
obtain  medicine  they  had  to  take  their  own  bottles.  The 
deceased  was  under  treatment  for  a  slight  paralytic  seizure, 
and  the  bottles  for  himself  and  his  wife  were  exactly  similar 
in  shape  and  size,  the  liniment-bottle  bearing,  however,  a  red 
poison-label.  The  bottles  were  placed  side  by  side  in  the 
cupboard,  and  deceased  was  given  a  dose  of  the  liniment  in 
mistake  for  his  own  medicine,  with  fatal  results.  The 
Coroner  (Mr.  Trotter)  said  the  club  doctor  was  not  responsible 
for  the  poison  having  been  supplied  in  an  ordinary  bottle,  but 
perhaps  after  that  warning  it  might  become  the  practice  of 
clubs  and  other  dispensers  of  medicine  to  insist  on  patients 
bringing  bottles  of  a  distinctive  character  for  poisonous  lini- 
ments. The  foreman  of  the  jury,  as  a  member  of  a  friendly 
society,  asked  if  the  Coroner  would  advise  the  medical  insti- 
tutions to  themselves  provide  special  bottles  for  dispensing 
poisonous  liniments,  to  be  sold  to  patients  at  a  nominal 
charge.  The  Coroner  replied  that  it  would  be  advisable  for 
the  clubs  to  provide  suitable  bottles  for  prescriptions  con- 
taining poisons  which  could  easily  be  taken  in  fatal  doses. 

The  Grocer  and  the  "  Preservative." 

An  inquest  was  held  on  September  25,  at  Great  Houghton, 
on  the  body  of  an  infant  named  Hanson,  who  died  suddenly 
after  being  given  doses  of  an  "  infants'  preservative,"  obtained 
at  a  grocer's  shop  kept  by  a  Mr.  Clarkson.    Mr.  A.  H.  Allen, 


public  analyst  for  the  city  of  Sheffield,  stated  that  he  found 
traces  of  morphine  in  the  mixture,  but  in  such  small  quan- 
tities that  he  did  not  consider  the  child  had  died  from  the 
effects  of  poisoning.  Both  Mr.  Allen  and  the  Coroner  advised 
Mr.  Clarkson,  however,  to  discontinue  selling  the  "  preserva- 
tive," in  order  to  avoid  prosecution  for  selling  a  poison. 

The  Living-in  System. 

On  Sunday  afternoon.  September  28,  there  was  a  meeting 
in  Trafalgar  Square,  London,  to  protest  against  the  living-in 
system,  the  long  hours,  and  low  pay  obtaining  in  retail 
shops.  The  meeting  was  promoted  by  the  Amalgamated 
Union  of  Shop-assistants,  Warehousemen  and  Clerks,  and  it 
was  resolved  to  aim  at  getting  a  maximum  working-week  of 
sixty  hours,  compulsory  closing  of  shops,  and  abolition  of 
the  living-in  system.  Chemists'  assistants  were  conspicuous 
by  their  absence  from  the  meeting. 

The  Week's  Poisonings. 

Seventeen  deaths  from  poisoning  have  resulted  since  our 
last  report.  These  included  the  scheduled  poisons  carbolic 
acid  (five),  laudanum  (three),  hydrocyanic  acid  (two),  oxalic 
acid  (two),  strychnine  (in  rat-poison)  and  aconite  liniment 
one  each.  The  others  were  the  unscheduled  poisons  sul- 
phonal  (taken  in  over-dose  by  a  nurse  at  Paddington), 
ammonia  (taken  in  mistake  for  medicine  by  the  Hon.  James 
Chisholme  St.  Clair  at  Bournemouth),  and  phosphorus-paste, 
which  a  man  in  East  London  took  because  he  was 
tired  of  life.  At  the  inquest  on  this  man  Dr.  Cyril 
Turnbull  deposed  that  death  occurred  from  phosphorus- 
poisoning,  the  body  being  quite  luminous  after  dark.  Three 
of  the  carbolic  suicides  occurred  in  London,  one  at  Blundell- 
sands,  and  one  at  Winchester.  The  laudanum  cases  were  at 
Manchester,  Hale,  and  Stockport.  In  the  last-named  town 
the  victim  was  a  man  named  Carr,  and  the  Coroner's  jury 
found  that  "  death  was  caused  by  an  overdose  of  laudanum 
taken  to  produce  a  sensation."  Before  death  Carr  said  he 
had  taken  the  stuff  to  frighten  his  wife.  At  Brighton  and 
at  Didsbury  prussic  acid  caused  death.  The  Brighton  case 
is  reported  elsewhere,  while  the  Didsbury  suicide  was  a 
Manchester  manufacturer's  agent  named  Aspinall.  Oxalic 
acid  was  taken  by  an  East  London  woman,  who  suffered 
from  melancholia,  and  by  an  elderly  man  at  Bristol.  A 
stonemason  at  Birmingham  took  a  fatal  dose  of  rat-poison,  and 
the  aconite  liniment  was  swallowed  by  an  innkeeper  at  East 
Stockwith.

Business  Change. 
Mr.  Thomas  White  having  retired  from  the  representation 
in  Ireland  of  Messrs.  Ayrton  &  Saunders,  Liverpool  (owing 
to  his  appointment  as  a  director  of  his  principal  firm,  Messrs. 
C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan),  Mr.  H.  Hams,  formerly  with 
Messrs.  Thacker  &  Hoff,  has  taken  his  place. 

The  Begister  of  Shops. 
Mr.  Arthur  T.  Ferrall,  Registrar  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  has  issued  the  form  for  compiling  a  list 
of  persons  keeping  open  shops  as  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
apothecaries,  chemists  and  druggists,  or  registered  druggists 
in  Ireland.  The  lower  half  of  the  circular  has  columns  with 
the  following  headings  :  "  Name,"  "  Address,"  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist,"  "  Apothecary,"  "  Chemist  and  Druggist," 
"  Limited  Company,"  and  "  Remarks."  Correspondents  are 
requested  to  give  the  names  of  partners  in  the  case  of  part- 
nerships, and  the  name  of  the  qualified  manager  in  the  case 
of  limited  companies. 

Poisoned  by  Sheep-dip. 

On  September  18,  at  Ballyeagle,  near  Ballyroan,  Queen's 
Co.,  a  two-year-old  child,  named  Delaney,  was  poisoned 
through  being  given  sheep-dip  instead  of  lime-water,  the  two 
bottles  (which  were  alike)  being  on  a  shelf. 
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Good  Drugs. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Carlow  Guardians  reports  were 
read,  from  Sir  Chas.  Cameron,  of  analyses  of  drugs  from 
Bonis  dispensary  and  Carlow  workhouse,  all  of  which  were 
found  correct. — A  report  was  received  by  the  Wexford 
Guardians  from  Professor  Tichborne,  to  the  effect  that  the 
samples  of  medicine  from  the  Wexford  dispensary  were  found 
to  be  correct.  The  contractors  wrote  to  the  Board  that 
they  had  forwarded  a  quantity  of  concentrated  solution  of 
sarsaparilla  (to  replace  that  which  had  been  condemned  by 
the  analyst)  tojjthe  Taghmore  dispensary. 

The  L.G.B.^Standards, 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Carlow  Board  of  Guardians  on  Sep- 
tember 25,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board, 
enclosing  a  schedule  of  suggested  standards  for  pharma- 
copoeial  preparations,  which  they  had  laid  down  in  accord- 
ance with  the  intimation  conveyed  in  their  prescribed  lists 
of  medicines  for  the  current  year.  The  standards  are  binding 
upon  the  medicine-contractors  for  the  several  Unions  in  Ire- 
land, but  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  minimum 
figures  given  in  the  schedule  do  not  represent  the  actual 
results  obtainable  from  normal  drugs  and  preparations,  but 
are  intended  to  indicate  the  lowest  points  which  an  individual 
drug  may  be  allowed  to  touch.  A  contractor  who  habitually 
supplies  drugs  of  the  lowest  standard  would  not,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  fulfil  the  obliga- 
tions of  his  contract,  and  they  requested  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  such  cases.  They  also  directed  attention  to  the 
importance  of  having  analyses  made  regularly,  and  asked  to 
be  informed  of  any  case  of  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
officers  to  carry  out  the  instructions  on  the  subject.  It  was 
of  vital  importance  that  the  analysts'  reports  should  be  made 
promptly,  and  the  Board  thought  that,  as  a  rule,  not  more 
than  fourteen  days  should  elapse  between  the  date  of  the 
receipt  of  the  samples  and  the  issue  of  reports  thereon. 

Censuring  a  Doctor. 

At  the  last  meering  of  the  Enniskillen  Board  of  Guardians 
a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
Ireland,  enclosing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Dr.  Tate  relative 
to  the  cost  of  the  medicines  and  the  medical  and  surgical 
appliances  obtained  by  the  Hollywell  dispensary  district 
during  the  half-year  ended  March  31  last.  In  his  letter 
Dr.  Tate  stated  : — 

I  beg  to  say  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  medicines  was  kept  up 
in  the  various  dispensaries  of  this  district  during  the  half-year 
ending  March  31  lust,  and  samples  were  always  sent  for  analysis. 

The  Local  Government  Board  stated  that  they  considered 
this  letter  unsatisfactory,  and  they  asked  the  Guardians  to 
inform  Dr.  Tate  that  the  facts  have  been  noted  against  him 
in  the  records  of  the  Department.  The  letter  concluded : 
"  In  the  event  of  any  recurrence  of  extravagance  in  the  use 
of  medicines  in  this  district  the  Board  will  direct  an  inquiry 
to  be  held,  with  a  view  to  disallowing  recoupment  upon  the 
amount  in  excess."  It  appeared  that  the  cost  of  the  medi- 
cines for  the  half-year  for  Hollywell  Nos.  land  2  Dispensary 
Districts  was  49i?.  2s.  3d.,  that  the  entire  supply  was  obtained 
at  one  time,  and  that  the  requisitions  for  the  Doura  and  the 
Glan  depots  of  December  31,  1901,  were  identical.  The 
Board  of  Guardians  referred  the  whole  matter  to  the  doctor. 

Belfast  Notes. 

The  committee  of  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society 
(Ireland)  met  on  October  3  to  arrange  matters  connected 
with  the  Winter  Session. 

_  There  is  not  much  excitement  locally  about  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  elections,  but  the  result  of  the  struggle  in 
Dublin  is  awaited  with  some  interest. 

The  classes  at  the  Municipal  Technical  Institute,  of  which 
particulars  were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  Educational  Number, 
began  on  September  22.  In  addition  to  the  classes  men- 
tioned there  is  a  druggists'  class,  for  which  the  fee  is  5s. 

Irish  Council  Election. 

A  Dublin  correspondent  telegraphs  to  us  on  Thursday  that 
Mr.  Wells  has  issued  a  second  circular  replying  to  those  of 
Mr.  Bernard  and  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  which  are  printed  on 


page  609.  In  this  he  explains  that  the  signal  service 
rendered  to  him  by  Mr.  Bernard  occurred  in  this  wise  :  "  An 
assistant  of  mine,  an  experienced  pharmaceutical  chemist,  in 
giving  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from  my  book,  wrote :  quin. 
valer.,  ext.  hyoscyami,  of  each  3  drams,  instead  of  3  gr. ; 
these,  with  other  ingredients,  were  to  be  made  into  six  pills. 
The  copy  was  taken  to  Mr.  Bernard's  to  be  dispensed.  He, 
with  the  courtesy  which  is  usual  amongst  pharmacists, 
called  my  attention  to  the  mistake.  Though  fully  admitting 
the  mistake  I  fail  to  see  where  the  '  possible  serious  conse- 
quences '  could  arise,  the  mistake  being  so  palpable  that 
even  a  junior  apprentice  would  not  fail  to  see  it.''

Prices  for  Aerated  "Waters. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Edinburgh  Aerated 
Workers'  Union  was  held  in  Abbeymount  Hall,  Edinburgh, 
on  September  25,  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to 
assist  the  masters  in  fixing  a  standard  price  for  the  sale  of 
aerated  waters.  There  was  an  attendance  of  about  twenty, 
presided  over  by  Mr.  John  Fleming.  It  was  stated  that  some 
firms  were  selling  their  aerated  waters  at  a  lower  price  than 
others,  and  thereby  prejudicing  the  interests  of  the  workers 
and  salesmen.  It  was  agreed  to  ask  a  committee  of  the 
masters  to  meet  a  committee  of  the  men  to  consider  what 
steps  should  be  taken  with  the  view  of  having  a  standard 
price  fixed. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Odol  is  being  boomed  by  whole-page  advertisements  in  the 
local  dailies. 

The  electric  light  is  becoming  popular  with  chemists  all 
over  the  city.  Even  small  single  shops  are  now  getting  an 
installation.  The  cost,  candle-power  for  candle-power,  is  a 
good  deal  more  than  for  gas. 

The  autumn  holiday  on  Monday,  September  28,  was 
generally  observed  by  retail  chemists,  who  closed  as  on 
Sundays.  The  proposal  for  a  joint  excursion  of  employers 
and  employes,  which  was  once  mooted  by  the  Assistants' 
Association,  is  still  in  nnbibus. 

Constable  Henry  Bell,  who  has  been  appointed  sergeant 
and  instructor  of  the  Trinidad  Police  out  of  a  large  number 
of  applicants,  is  a  native  of  Forres,  and  was  a  druggist 
previous  to  joining  the  police.  Constable  Bell,  who  is 
only  27  years  of  age,  has  a  reputation  for  athletic  as  well  as 
official  efficiency,  having  won  the  Glasgow  Police  Cycling 
Shield  at  the  Glasgow  Police  Sports  last  year. 

Chemists  have  often  queer  demands  on  a  holiday  when  the 
other  shops  are  closed.  The  proprietor  of  a  South  Side  shop, 
who  himself  ministered  behind  the  open  door  on  Monday, 
had  requests,  more  or  less  hopeful,  for  curling-pins,  a  rat- 
trap,  dog-biscuits,  tea,  wick  for  a  bicycle-lamp,  tobacco, 
snuff,  paraffin  oil,  a  tin-opener,  blacking,  stay-laces,  and, 
finally,  an  excited  foreigner,  who  had  evidently  lost  his 
bearings,  presented  a  written  order  for  "  Fullearf  (fullers' 
earth),  \  stone  potatoes,  and  1  lb.  chops." 

At  Glasgow  Central  Police  Court  on  September  25,  a  well- 
dressed  young  man,  named  William  John  Campbell,  describ- 
ing himself  as  a  wholesale  druggist  in  Dundee,  was  charged 
with  failing  to  pay  a  cab-fare  amounting  to  16s.  Evidence 
showed  that  the  driver,  in  accordance  with  the  accused's 
instructions,  had  driven  for  eight  hours,  from  one  end  of  the 
town  to  the  other.  Accused  seemed  to  have  only  a  hazy 
recollection  of  the  day's  proceedings,  and  said  that  he  had  no 
intention  of  employing  the  cabman.  He  had  lost  his  money. 
He  had  telegraphed  for  money,  and  would  pay  the  cabman 
when  it  came.  The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of  11.  Is.,  of 
which  16s.,  if  the  fine  was  paid,  would  go  to  the  cabman. 
The  alternative  was  fourteen  days'  imprisonment.

Baudelaire  as  a  Pharmacist. — Baudelaire  is  best 
known  as  a  French  modern  and  "  decadent  "  poet,  but  one  of  I 
his  autographs  sold  at  the  Hotel  Drouot  (the  famous  Parisian 
auction  mart),  some  time  ago,  contains  a  prescription  for 
hemorrhoids.  This  consists  simply  of  the  leaves  of  the 
house-leek  applied  as  a  poultice  to  the  part  affected.  The 
quaint  document  was  signed  "  Charles  Baudelaire,  Doctor 
Medicus  Parisiensis." 

The  Martinique  Eruption. — M.  Lacroix,  chief  of  the 
commission  sent  by  the  Academy  of  Sciences  to  St.  Pierre, 
has  published  his  report.  He  states  that  the  torrents  of  lava 
only  exist  in  the  imagination.  No  lava  was  emitted  by  the 
mountain,  but  simply  torrents  of  hot  muddy  water,  mingled 
with  huge  stones.  The  gas  and  steam  seem  to  have  been  of 
the  usual  character.  The  only  positive  data  as  to  the  exact 
nature  of  the  gases  is  that  they  contained  sulphurous  acid  in 
abundance,  as  is  proved  by  the  suffocating  odour.  The 
fumerolles,  which  were-  often  intensely  hot  (400°  C. 
4  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground),  gave  abundant 
crystallisations  of  sal  ammoniac  at  the  point  of  emergence. 

Tea  is  still  considered  as  a  medicament  in  France.  The 
affable  hostess  will  usually  offer  the  choice  of  a  cup  of 
tea  or  a  cup  of  chamomile-inf  usion  to  a  guest  who  complains 
of  having  dined  not  wisely  but  too  well.  In  1900  Ceylon  tea 
was  popularised  at  the  Exhibition,  and  many  new  and  fashion- 
able tea-rooms  have  since  sprung  up  in  Paris.  But  the  passing 
whims  of  the  Upper  Ten  Thousand  do  not  seriously  affect 
the  national  beverage  bill.  In  1900  France  consumed  more 
than  a  thousand  tons  of  tea  ;  =  28  grammes  (or  nearly  1  oz.) 
per  head  was  the  average  that  year.  But  this  has  now 
dropped  to  22  grammes.  In  1837,  the  total  consumption  was 
about  a  hundred  tons,  and  the  fact  that  this  figure  is  now 
multiplied  by  nine  or  ten  is  a  proof  that  the  consumption  of 
tea  in  France  steadily  increases.  Yet  the  progress  is  so  slow 
as  to  be  scarcely  perceptible,  and  the  average  compares 
oddly  with  England's  5  lbs.  per  head  per  annum,  or  even 
with  the  1J  lbs.  which  each  of  our  Swiss  neighbours  consumes 
yearly. 

The  Death  of  Emile  Zola. — The  passing  away  of  Emile 
Zola  will  leave  a  great  void  amongst  the  masters  of  French 
literature,  for  however  much  opinions  may  differ  regarding 
the  subject-matter  of  some  of  his  writings,  his  powerful  style 
will  carry  his  name  to  posterity  as  one  of  the  leading  authors 
of  the  last  decade  of  the  nineteenth  century.  He  wrote  on 
many  subjects,  and  not  the  least  remarkable  was  his  book 
"  Paris,"published  some  two  anda  half  years  ago,  in  which  some 
of  the  scenes  were  suggested  by  the  Anarchist  explosions  of  a 
few  years  ago  and  M.  Berthelot's  pet  theme  of  the  marvellous 
result  chemistry  may  produce  in  the  future.  Zola  describes 
in  this  book  a  chemist  with  Anarchist  tendencies  who  has 
discovered  a  new  explosive,  and  forms  the  project  of  blowing 
up  a  church  in  Paris  when  10,000  pilgrims  are  assembled  in 
it,  on  the  plea  that  such  a  catastrophe  would  prove  the 
futility  of  war  in  the  future,  but  is  convinced  before  carrying 
out  his  villainous  idea  that  "  human  happiness  can  only  come 
from  the  furnace  of  the  chemist."  This  book,  in  spite  of 
the  apparent  exaggerations  it  contains,  is  a  good  example  of 
Zola's  style,  and  his  description  in  it  of  Berthelot,  under  the 
thinly  disguised  name  of  Bertheroy,  is  an  interesting  part  of 
it.  But  that  Zola  should  have  been  asphyxiated  in  his  own 
house  by  a  stove  relighted  for  the  first  time  at  the  approach 
of  autumn  cold,  is  a  sad  reflection  on  what  science  has  been 
able  to  do  for  us  in  the  matter  of  heating  our  homes. 

From  Lille  to  Bulawayo. — In  .-regard  to  Dr.  Loir's 
trip  to  Bulawayo  to  found  a  Pasteur  Institute,  I  thought 
while  at  Lille  few  days  ago  I  might  hear  at  the  Pasteur 
Institute  there,  what  the  chief  had  to  say  about  the  matter. 
These  facts  may  interest  you.  Dr.  Loir  is  Pasteur's  nephew, 
and  was  preparator  to  his  uncle  at  Paris  from  1882  to  1888. 
He  was  born  at  Lyons,  and  is  now  just  forty  years  of 
age.  From  1888  to  1892  he  was  preparator  to  M.  Duclaux 
(the  present  head  of  the  Paris  Pasteur  Institute),  and  then 
went  to  Tunis,  where  he  passed  some  three  years,  and 


founded  a  Pasteur  Institute  which  includes  a  hydrophobia 
section  and  a  section  for  contagious  diseases  of  animals.  He 
has,  of  course,  a  knowledge  of  English,  and  is  not  unknown  in 
the  English  colonies,  having  already  been  sent  to  Sydney 
(N.S.W.)  on  a  scientific  mission.  The  study  of  cattle-diseases 
in  South  Africa  has  previously  been  undertaken  by  French 
savants.  It  may  be  remembered  that  some  five  years  ago  a 
couple  of  Frenchmen  were  invited  by  the  Government  of  the 
Transvaal  to  investigate  this  important  question.  I  had  just 
been  furnished  with  these  details  by  the  obliging  Secretary 
of  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  Lille,  when  a  youngish  looking 
savant  entered  and  interrupted  the  conversation.  The  red 
ribbon  of  the  Legion  of  Honour  at  his  buttonhole  and 
the  portrait  of  Pasteur  on  his  scarf-pin  marked  him  as 
Dr.  Calmette,  the  director  of  the  Institute.  He  seems 
always  to  wear  this  pin — in  fact,  I  saw  him  some  eight  years 
ago  wearing  the  same  one.  "  Yes,"  said  he,  "  Dr.  Loir  will 
evidently  occupy  himself  with  the  grave  question  of  cattle- 
diseases,  but  it  seems  that  hydrophobia  is  terribly  prevalent 
in  South  Africa  just  now,  and  his  first  care  will  be  to 
organise  a  '  service  de  rage.'  His  Tunis  experience  will 
render  him  singularly  fit  for  both  duties."  I  told  Dr. 
Calmette  that  the  people  of  Rhodesia  would  certainly  greatly 
appreciate  the  services  of  Dr.  Loir. 

Alpine  Climbing. — Amongst  the  other  results  of  the 
somewhat  inclement  weather  during  the  past  summer  may 
be  noted  an  unusual  increase  in  the  mortality  resulting  from 
accidents  in  the  Alps.  All  the  more  interest,  therefore,  is 
attached  to  a  difficult  climb  to  the  summit  of  Mont  Blanc 
(the  "  King,"  as  the  local  guides  affectionately  call  it) 
recently  made  by  an  English  pharmacist  resident  in  Paris, 
Mr.  Harry  Clement.  He  nade  the  ascent  from  Courmayeur, 
on  the  Italian  side  of  the  mountain,  and  descended  by 
Chamounix  on  the  Swiss  side.  The  start  was  made  at 
8  o'clock  on  a  fine  but  cloudy  morning,  from  Courmayeur,  and 
the  Glacier  de  Miage  was  reached  about  midday.  Here  the 
guides  prepared  a  meal  in  a  mountain  chalet,  and  the  real 
ascent  then  commenced,  the  cabin  of  the  Dome  du  Gouter 
being  reached  at  7  p.m.  There  the  pharmacist  remained  for 
the  night,  his  two  guides  occupying  themselves  during  the 
remaining  daylight  in  cutting  steps  up  the  glacier.  The 
evening  was  pleasantly  passed  by  relating  stories  of  Alpine 
accidents.  Next  morning  a  start  was  made  at  3  o'clock,  the 
first  guide  leading  with  a  lantern,  the  three  alpinists  being 
attached  together  by  the  traditional  rope,  and  the  ascent  of 
the  Glacier  du  Dome  was  commenced.  Great  difficulty  was 
experienced  on  the  Arret  du  Bionnassay,  where,  owing  to  the 
bad  weather,  the  surface  which  is  usually  soft  snow  at  this 
time  of  the  year  was  found  to  be  frozen,  and  every  step  had 
to  be  cut  with  the  ice-axes.  This  proved  to  be  the  most 
dangerous  part  of  the  ascent,  and  all  the  Chamounix  guides 
have  refused  to  go  up  Mont  Blanc  from  the  Italian  side  this 
year  on  that  account.  The  summit  was  reached  at  10  A.M. 
(of  the  second  day),  and  the  guides  prepared  a  welcome 
beverage  with  some  Ceylon  tea  which  Mr.  Clement  had 
brought  with  him.  The  descent  was  next  negotiated,  and 
Mr.  Clement,  with  his  two  guides,  finally  reached  Chamounix, 
via  the  plateau  and  the  Grands  Mulets,  at  7  p.m.,  just  as 
dusk  was  coming  on,  being  watched  through  telescopes  by  a 
score  of  guides  and  tourists.  Mr.  Clement  attributes  the 
success  of  the  ascent  to  the  intelligence  and  resourcefulness 
of  the  leading  guide,  Napoleon  Berthod,  who  displayed  the 
greatest  prudence  during  the  long  climb,  which  was  achieved 
with  a  minimum  of  fatigue,  and  Mr.  Clement  will  long  retain 
a  feeling  of  affection  both  for  his  guides  and  Mont  Blanc. — 
Another  English  pharmacist  (who  shall  be  nameless),  also 
residing  in  Paris,  has  had  an  Alpine  experience  of  a  different 
and  rather  less  dignified  character.  He  is  young,  and  it 
was  his  first  experience.  He  went  out  with  a  party, 
accompanied  by  a  guide,  and,  being  enterprising,  he  pushed 
on  ahead  of  the  others.  A  storm  came  on,  which  resulted 
in  the  young  pharmacist  losing  his  way  so  completely  that 
he  had  to  stay  out  on  the  mountain  all  night,  though  search- 
parties  went  out  to  try  and  find  him.  He  was  discovered 
the  next  morning  a  colder  and  sadder  man,  but  otherwise 
none  the  worse  for  his  experience.

Natal  Notes. — Our  Durban  correspondent  under  date  of 
September  6  writes  that  retail  business  during  the  past 
month  lias  been  quieter,  probably  owing  to  the  absence  of 
the  usual  number  of  military  officers  in  town. — We  have  had 
a  visit  from  the  genial  representative  of  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.,  Mr.  Geo.  E.  Pearson,  who  is  on  his  way 
from  Sydney  to  London  vi&  Capetown,  after  a  sojourn  in 
Australia  of  over  twelve  months. 

Business  Change. — Mr.  J.  E.  Jones,  chemist  and  druggist, 
manager  of  Mr.  W.  N.  Cooper's  pharmacy  at  Mafeking,  has 
been  admitted  into  partnership  as  from  September  1,  and 
the  business  will  in  future  be  carried  on  under  the  style  of 
W.  N.  Cooper  &  Co.  Mr.  Jones,  it  may  be  remembered,  was 
present  during  the  whole  of  the  siege  of  Mafeking,  and  went 
through  some  thrilling  experiences,  which  were  related  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  July  7,  1900. 

Selling  off. — The  military  authorities  are  "  Selling  Off." 
They  advertise  3,000  lbs.  extract  carnis  for  sale  at  Bloem- 
fontein,  and  28/.  16s.  9d.  is  the  minimum  price  per  100  lbs. 
they  will  accept,  whereas  at  Pretoria  they  offer  7,000  lbs.  at 
26s.  0s.  6d.  per  100  lbs.,  and  at  Kroonstad,  O.R.C.  they  hold 
5,000  lbs.,  but  want  the  same  figure  for  it  as  the  Bloemfontein 
lot.  The  3,000  lbs.,  at  Vryburg  is  worth  more,  since 
28/.  18s.  6d.  per  100  lbs.  is  asked.  For  9,000  lbs.  of  bovril 
at  Heilbron  31/.  8s.  is  the  minimum  for  each  100  lbs.,  and 
the  same  applies  to  a  little  lot  of  2,000  lbs.  at  Kroonstad. 
Of  Benger's  food,  too,  they  have  a  lot  at  Pretoria,  the  price 
asked  being  8/.  7s.  9d.  rjer  100  lbs.,  and  the  same  figures  are 
asked  for  1,000  lbs.  at  Johannesburg.  Among  other  lines 
appearing  in  the  "  selling-off "  list  are  lemon  powders, 
extract  of  beef,  arrowroot,  lime-juice,  &c.  It  is  very 
questionable  whether  the  larger  portion  of  the  goods 
advertised  will  ever  find  a  market  in  South  Africa. 

Cape  Town  Prices  Adjustment. — A  special  meeting  of 
the  Cape  Town  Retail  Prices  Adjustment  Committee  was 
held  on  September  3,  Mr.  D.  K.  Petersen  (of  Messrs.  P.  J. 
Petersen  &  Co.)  being  in  the  chair.  There  were  present, 
among  others,  Mr.  A.  J.  Rivett  (director  of  Messrs.  Lennon, 
Limited),  Mr.  F.  C.  Mathew  (of  Messrs.  Heynes,  Mathew  & 
Co.),  Mr.  Geo.  Darroll  (of  Cleghorn's  Pharmacy),  Messrs. 
Hopkins,  Sloane,  and  Young.  It  was  decided  to  appoint 
Mr.  Richard  Sainsbury  to  obtain  signatures  to  a  document 
undertaking  not  to  sell  below  the  figures  given  in  the  com- 
mittee's list.  A  "Revision  Committee"  was  elected,  and 
consists  of  Messrs.  E.  L.  Railing,  J.  H.  Cooper,  F.  Varley 
(R.  G.  Darroll  &  Co.),  Geo.  Darroll  (Cleghorn's),  and  Hopkins. 
A  committee  under  this  name  is  to  be  appointed  annually. 
Seltzogenes  were  promptly  placed  on  the  "  slate  "  for  atten- 
tion at  the  hands  of  the  committee.  The  position  of  the 
contractor  to  the  Civil  Service  Stores  came  in  for  a  great  deal 
of  discussion.  Members  of  the  Civil  Service  receive  special 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  contractor  as  a  matter  of 
course,  since  the  successful  tenderer  for  their  needs  in  the 
pharmaceutical  line  has  to  sign  a  contract  covering  such 
wants  as  are  therein  indicated — presumably  most  articles 
that  go  to  make  a  drug-store.  However,  no  definite  decision 
was  arrived  at,  and  the  matter  of  signing  the  "  undertaking  " 
remains  in  abeyance,  pending  an  appeal  to  the  trade  of  the 
Peninsula. 


CAPE   PHARMACY  BOARD. 

A  general  meeting  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board  was 
held  at  Hofmeyr  Chambers,  Cape  Town,  on  August  14,  when 
the  following  members  were  present :  Messrs.  Mathew,  Walsh, 
Darroll,  Mayer,  Thomas  Helmore,  and  the  Secretary. 


Joint  Pharmacy  Board. 

In  connection  with  the  idea  already  mooted  of  a  joint 
Pharmacy  Board  for  the  whole  of  British  South  Africa,  it  was 
resolved  that  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board  be  written  to, 
thanking  them  for  their  recent  letter  on  the  subject,  and 
informing  them  that  the  matter  had  received  the  notice  of 
this  Board  as  early  as  August,  1900.  Also  that  copies  of 
resolutions,  &c,  bearing  on  the  subject  should  be  sent  them 
(subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Colonial  Office),  with  a  request 
for  similar  information  as  to  any  action  taken  by  their  Board. 
It  was  agreed  to  answer  letters  from  the  O.R.C.  and  Trans- 
vaal thanking  them  for  information,  and  expressing  the  hope 
that  reciprocal  relations  may  be  established  between  the 
Boards. 

Licences  and  Certificates. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  ascertain  the  number  of 
licences  granted  in  the  Cape  Colony  to  keep  open  shops  as 
chemists  and  druggists,  to  whom  granted,  &c.  Further,  the 
number  of  certificates  granted  to  traders  by  resident  magis- 
trates under  Clause  46.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  CAPE 
COLONY. 

A  GENERAL  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Cape 
colony  was  held  in  Hofmeyr  Chambers,  Cape  Town,  on 
September  4.  The  attendance  was  small,  and  among  those 
present  were  Mr.  J.  A.  Mathew,  Vice-President  of  the  Society 
and  President  of  the  Colonial  Pharmacy  Board ;  Mr.  A.  J. 
Rivett,  resident  director  of  Messrs.  Lennon  (Limited)  ;  Mr. 
D.  K.  Petersen,  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Petersen  &  Co. ;  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Cooper,  S.  Johnson  (Lennon's),  H.  Cope,  and  the  Secretary. 
The  President  (Mr.  Geo.  Darroll)  occupied  the  chair. 

Various  Matters. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  business  of  the  evening  the 
Chairman  referred  to  the  death  of  one  of  their  members, 
Mr.  M.  Vogelgezang,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Society 
for  a  long  time,  and  was  one  of  the  oldest  chemists  in  the 
Colony,  he  having  been  registered  as  far  back  as  1858.  A 
vote  of  sympathy  was  recorded,  all  present  standing. 

Hitherto  ten  members  formed  a  quorum  at  a  general  meet- 
ing, but  in  future  it  is  to  be  five.  Mr.  Rivett  was  responsible 
for  this  very  desirable  change — desirable  since  it  is  often  so 
very  difficult  to  form  a  quorum  of  ten.  The  question  of 
British  manufacturers  exporting  stamped  proprietary  medi- 
cines was  again  under  notice,  but  shelved  pending  decisions 
from  the  Natal  and  Transvaal  Societies.  Rhodesia  supports 
the  Cape  in  her  action,  and  will  continue  to  do  so.  A  layman 
wrote  saying  that  he  had  had  a  prescription  made  up,  but 
the  druggist  who  dispensed  it  refused  to  give  it  him  back. 
He  wanted  the  Society  to  help  him,  which,  it  was  decided, 
they  could  not  do,  and  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  reply 
accoi  dingly. 

Company-trading. 
The  Society  then  went  into  committee  on  "  company- 
trading."  The  question  of  stopping  grocers  selling  poisons 
or  any  article  containing  a  scheduled  poison  was  raised.  As 
is  usual  in  such  cases,  most  emphatic  opinions  were  expressed. 
As  Natal  chemists  look  forward  to  an  amendment  in  their 
Act  in  this  connection,  it  was  decided  to  communicate  with 
the  Society  there  for  information  on  the  subject  in  so  far  as 
their  experience  went. 

Martindale  Memorial. 

A  lengthy  discussion  arose  over  a  communication  received 
in  reference  to  the  Martindale  memorial.  It  was  eventually 
decided  to  communicate  with  the  other  trade  organisations 
in  South  Africa,  and  obtain  an  expression  of  opinion  in  con- 
nection with  a  joint  contribution  from  the  entire  trade  of  the 
country. 
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A  Laboratory-accident. — Mr.  H.  E.  Stapleton,  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  at  the  Presidency  College,  Calcutta,  has 
been  injured,  while  watching  an  experiment,  by  the  explosion 
of  a  glass  vessel  containing  sulphuric  acid. 

The  Commercial  Bureau  for  India. — The  reply  of  the 
Bengal  Chamber  of  Commerce  to  the  Government  of  India 
regarding  the  establishment  of  a  Commercial  Bureau  of 
Intelligence  states  that  the  scheme  generally  commends 
itself  to  the  Chamber.  It  is  suggested  that  the  bureau 
should  be  on  the  lines  of  the  Philadelphia  Commercial 
Museum,  which  should  be  visited  by  an  official  from  India  to 
study  its  organisation.  With  regard  to  the  various  kinds  of 
information  required,  the  committee  of  the  Chamber  consider 
that  the  utmost  importance  attaches  to  the  exploitation  of 
new  markets.  Simple  trade  statistics  are  of  no  importance. 
It  is  also  recommended  that  discrimination  be  exercised  in 
the  publication  of  information  supplied  to  the  bureau,  the 
Government  reserving  the  right  of  not  publishing  information 
in  connection  with  specific  inquiries.  Regarding  the  selection 
of  the  person  to  fill  the  director-generalship,  the  choice 
should  not  be  confined  to  members  of  the  Government 
service,  and  one  assistant  should  possess  a  commercial 
training,  with  a  wide  knowledge  and  experience  of  Indian 
commerce.

Astley. — We  briefly  reported  last  week  the  sudden  death 
of  Mr.  Frederick  Aspinall  Astley,  pharmaceutical  chemist 
(of  Messrs.  Blyton,  Astley  &  Co.,  Manchester),  which  occurred 
on  September  24.  Of  late  years  Mr.  Astley  had  not  been  in 
good  health,  and  suffered  from  insomnia  and  gastric  pain. 
On  the  evening  of  his  death  he  returned  to  his  chambers  at 
Mobberly  feeling  very  tired,  and  either  during  or  after  dinner 
took  a  dose  of  laudanum.  He  fell  asleep,  and  never 
awoke.  An  inquest  was  held,  and,  after  hearing  the 
evidence,  the  jury  unanimously  decided  that  death  was  due 


to  an  overdose  of  laudanum  taken  by  misadventure.  Mr 
Astley's  untimely  end  will  be  regretted  by  chemists  and 
druggists  in  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  he  having  been 
well  known  to  and  respected  by  them.  He  was  born  at 
Accrington  in  1862,  and  served  his  apprenticeship  with 

I  Messrs.  Mottershead  &  Co.,  Manchester,  at  the  end  of  it 

|  continuing  in  their  service  as  an  assistant.  During  this 
period  he  studied  at  the  Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy 
and  passed    the  .Minor 

!  examination  in  June,  1884. 
Thereafter  he  came  to 
London,    and  studied  at 

[  Messrs.  Luff  &  Woodland's 
school  for  the  Major 
examination,  which  he 
passed  in  June,  1885.  He 
then  returned  to  Man- 
chester, and  started  a 
retail  business  at  Dids- 
bury.  In  this  he  was 
remarkably  successful, 
and,  by  putting  his  scien- 
tific knowledge  to  account, 
built  up  an  excellent  con- 
nection with  brewers  in 
chemical  specialities 
which  he  devised.  The 
Didsbury  business  did 
not,  however,  give  him 
that  scope  for  his  energies 
which  he  desired,  and 
about  fourteen  years  ago 

joined  Mr.  T.  Bage  Blyton,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  in  the 
medicated-lozenge  business  which  he  had  established  at 
Lower  Broughton.  Under  the  trade-name  Blyton,  Astley  & 
Co.  this  business  has  since  greatly  extended,  the  manu- 
facture of  pills,  plasters,  and  effervescent  preparations  being 
added  to  it.  In  this  development  Mr.  Astley  took  an  active 
part,  as  well  as  a  keen  interest  in  the  business  generally,  up 
to  the  day  of  his  death. 

Potts. — At  Ilkeston,  on  September  23,  Mr.  Charles  Potts, 
chemist  and  druggist.  Aged  61.  Mr.  Potts  was  a  Notting- 
ham man,  and  in  early  life  was  a  sailor.  He  started  business 
in  Granby  Street,  Ilkeston,  as  a  chemist  and  grocer  in  1872, 
and  became  postmaster  on  the  death  of  his  father  (who 
carried  on  a  grocery  business  in  the  Market  Place),  holding 
the  official  position  until  his  death.

Opening-  of  the  Session. 

WEDNESDAY  afternoon,  October  1,  was  the  time  ap- 
pointed for  the  re-opening  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
and  the  introduction  to  the  members  of  the  Society  and 
students  of  Dr.  Palmer  Wynne,  the  new  Professor  of 
Chemistry.  The  President  came  in  with  Dr.  Wynne 
punctually,  and  there  was  a  cheer  for  them.  They  were 
accompanied  by  Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong,  F.R.S.,  Professor 
W.  A.  Tilden,  F.R.S.  (to  whom  Dr.  Wynne  had  acted  as 
assistant),  Professor  Green,  F.R.S. ,  Professor  H.  G.  Greenish, 
Professor  Collie,  F.R.S.,  Professor  Smithells,  F.R.S.,  Dr.  John 
Attfield,  F.R.S.,  Messrs.  Carteighe,  Hills,  Allen,  Atkins,  and 
Holmes.  In  the  audience  we  noticed  Messrs.  G.  S.  Taylor, 
T.  Tickle,  P.  H.  Marsden,  Alex.  Bottle,  E.  H.  Farr,  W.  A.  H- 
Naylor,  E.  N.  Butt,  F.  B.  Power,  Ph.D.,  E.  White,  J.  C. 
Umney,  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  I.  Bourdas,  and  A.  E.  Tanner. 
Mr.  George  J.  Seabury,  of  New  York,  looked  in  for  a  few 
minutes  to  shake  hands  with  Dr.  Attfield  and  other  old 
friends.  Ladies  were  there  to  a  goodly  extent,  but  few  on 
the  front  benches,  as  far  as  we  could  see,  except  Mrs.  Carteighe 
and  Mrs.  Glyn-Jones.  The  proceedings  were  briefer  than 
usual,  and  there  were  bare  spots  on  the  benches. 


The  President  (Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme)  entered  the 
lecture-theatre  at  3  o'clock,  his  entry  being  the  signal  for 
an  outburst  of  applause.  When  this  had  subsided,  Professor 
Greenish  (Dean  of  the  school)  was  called  on  to  read  his 
report  on  the  work  of  the  school  during  the  past  session.

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  school  staff,  and  it 
was  with  great  regret  that  the  students  parted  with  Dr. 
Norman  Collie,  professor  of  chemistiy,  who  has  been 
appointed  professor  of  organic  chemistry  to  the  London 
University,  his  position  being  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  W.  Palmer  Wynne.  Mr.  Lawrie,  the  demonstrator  of 
chemistry,  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  A.  Bennett,  who 
j  has,  however,  since  been  selected  as  demonstrator  of 
pharmacy  in  place  of  Mr.  Heslop,  who  has  accepted  a 
position  with  a  firm  where,  it  is  hoped,  his  talents  will  have 
full  scope.  Mr.  T.  Stenhouse  has  been  appointed  demon- 
strator in  the  chemical  laboratory,  and  Mr.  Eric  Drabble 
succeeds  Mr.  Horrell  as  demonstrator  of  botany.  Several 
past  students  have  done  excellent  work  in  pharmaceutical 
and  chemical  research,  the  results  obtained  by  Messrs. 
Garsed,  Lenton,  Perredes,  Tickle,  and  Wallis  being  particu- 
larly noticeable.  The  two  first-named  have  been  appointed 
Salter  and  E.  Northway  Butt  scholars  respectively.  The 
generosity  of  Mr.  Butt  in  providing  another  scholarship  had 
led  to  the  election  of  Mr.  Paterson,  so  that  now 
there  were  three  scholars  working  in  the  research 
laboratories.  Two  past  students  (Mr.  E.  C.  Spurge  and  Mr. 
Harold  Wilson)  had  passed  examinations  of  the  University 
of  London,  the  former  securing  honours.  (Applause.) 

The  President  said  the  results  obtained  must  be  very 
gratifying  to  the  professors  of  the  school,  as  they  were  to 
the  Society,  and  he  proceeded  to  distribute  the  medals  and 
certificates  mentioned  in  the  Dean's  report.  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  received  the  certificates  due  to  his  son,  J.  Stuart  Hills, 
who  had  not  arrived ;  but  the  other  prize-winners  were  all 
present.  To  the  silver-medallists  the  present  of  books  by 
Sir  Thomas  Hanbury  in  memory  of  his  brother  was  made  in 
addition. 

The  Herbarium  Competition. 

Professor  Green  was  then  called  upon  to  read  his  report 
on  the  herbarium  competition.  He  remarked  there  was 
little  to  be  said,  as  the  herbaria  submitted  were  fewer  than 
usual — in  fact,  only  two  were  sent  in — and  the  difference 
was  so  marked  that  the  onus  of  choice  was  not  very  great. 
The  bronze  medal  had,  on  his  suggestion,  been  awarded  to 
Mr.  Evratt  G.  Dickinson.  The  plants  were  selected  with 
some  care,  and  were  skilfully  mounted,  but  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  natural  orders  were  hardly  shown  sufficiently, 
and  for  this  he  was  unable  to  recommend  the  awarding  of 
the  silver  medal. 

Mr.  Dickinson  was  then  called  up,  and  received  the  bronze 
medal. 

Council  Prizes. 

Professor  Smithells  next  read  the  report  of  the  Council- 
prizes  competition,  which  he  conducted.  There  were,  he 
said,  thirteen  candidates — a  larger  number  than  usual,  and 
six  more  than  last  year.  Four  of  the  competitors  obtained 
the  requisite  number  of  marks.  The  work  done  in  chemistry 
was  very  good,  and  excellent  in  the  case  of  the  winner  of  the 
Pereira  medal.  (Applause.)  All  the  candidates  seemed  to 
have  learnt  their  science  in  the  right  way. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Patterson  was  then  called  up  to  receive  the 
Pereira  medal  with  the  present  of  51.  worth  of  books  pro- 
vided from  the  Thomas  Hyde  Hills  fund,  the  President 
remarking  that  the  medal  was  the  "  blue  ribbon  of  phar- 
macy." 

Mr.  W.  T.  Young  received  the  silver  medal,  and  Mr.  R.  R. 
Bennett  the  bronze  medal,  the  recipients  each  coming  in  for 
prolonged  rounds  of  applause  from  the  students. 

The  Bell  and  Manchester  Scholarships. 

Mr.  T.  Tickle  now  read  his  report  on  the  Jacob  Bell  and 
Manchester  scholarships,  the  examination  for  which  he 
conducted  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Pinches.  The  number  of 
candidates  for  the  Jacob  Bell  scholarship  was  in  excess  of 
previous  years,  and  of  the  eighteen  candidates  twelve 
obtained  the  qualifying  number  of  marks.  Mr.  Tickle  then 
explained  the  system  of  mottoes  used  in  the  examina- 
tion, and  said  that  on  opening  the  two  envelopes  of  the 
candidates  who  obtained  the  most  marks  it  was 
found  that  Mr.  F.  G.  C.  Walker  and  Mr.  J.  T.  Cart 
were  the  winners  of  the  scholarship.  In  the  case  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association's  scholarships  there 
were  only  two  candidates,  and  only  one — Mr.  F.  Dallimore — 
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obtained  the  standard  of  marks  entitling  him  to  the  award 
of  the  scholarship. 

The  President  then  called  up  the  Jacob  Bell  scholars 
and  congratulated  them,  presenting  at  the  same  time  the 
Thomas  Hyde  Hill  books  which  go  with  the  scholarship. 
Mr.  Dallimore,  the  Manchester  scholar,  was  not  present,  and 
it  was  mentioned  that  he  had  elected  to  take  the  course  of 
study  at  the  Liverpool  University  College. 

Other  Scholarships. 

The  E.  Northway  Butt  scholars — Messrs.  W.  H.  Lenton 
and  A.  G.  C.  Paterson— were  next  congratulated  on  their 
appointments,  and  also  the  Salter  scholar — Mr.  W.  Garsed — 
the  President  remarking  that  the  Salters'  Company,  who 
give  the  scholarship,  were  much  gratified  by  the  amount  of 
work  which  had  been  accomplished  by  their  scholar.  In 
regard  to  the  Redwood  scholarship,  which  was  vacant  owing 
to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Paterson  to  a  Butt  scholarship,  it 
was  announced  that,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Council, 
Miss  E.  S.  Hooper  would  receive 
the  appointment.  (Applause.) 
For  the  Burroughs  scholarship 
there  had  been  no  applicants. 

The  President  now  called 
upon  Dr.  W.  Palmer  Wynne  to 
deliver  his  inaugural  address 
prefacing  it  with  a  few  words 
of  welcome  to  the  new  profes- 
sor, which  were  greeted  with 
much  applause.  The  President 
said  he  was  not  quite  sure 
whether  Dr.  Wynne  would  have 
himself  chosen  to  give  the 
address  at  his  entry  into  the 
professorship,  but  it  was  an 
excellent  way  of  putting  the 
professor  on  good  terms  with 
the  students  and  the  Society. 
(Cheers.)  He  (the  President) 
was  sorry  the  school  had  lost 
Professor  Norman  Collie,  but 
he  was  glad  that  the  professor 
was  to  occupy  such  a  prominent 
position  as  the  one  he  had  been 
chosen  to  fill.  It  was  a  post 
where  he  would  perhaps  have 
more  opportunity  of  doing  good 
public  work. 

Dr.  Wynne  then  delivered 
the 

INAUGURAL  ADDKESS. 
When  the  invitation  was  given 
to  me,  he  said,  to  deliver  the 
address  this  afternoon.  I  felt 
it  was  impossible  to  decline  it, 
although  the  only  reasons  for 
the  choice  which  I  could  dis- 
cover were  my  recent  appoint- 
ment to  the  chemistry  chair, 
and  possibly  my  early  connec- 
tion with  pharmacy.  While 
appreciating  the  compliment 
most  fully,  I  am  deeply  sensible, 
not  only  of  the  honour  but  the 
difficulty  of  following  the  many 
eminent  men  who  have  lent  the 
lustre  of  their  names  to  this 


Professor  William  Palmer  Wynne,  D.Sc,  F.B.S. 
After  his  education  at  KiDg  Edward's  School,  Birmingham,  Dr. 
Wynne  was  apprenticed  to  Messrs.  Southall  Brothers  & 
Barclay,  of  that  city,  in  1876,  as  a  pupil  in  their  analytical 
laboratory,  then  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones,  now  of 
Coventry.  He  remained  with  the  firm  until  1881,  studying 
meanwhile  at  Mason  College.  This  he  followed  up  with  the 
course  at  the  Boyal  College  of  Science,  South  Kensington, 
of  which  he  is  an  Associate,  and  graduated  m  science  at  the 
London  University.  From  1888  to  1890  he  was  assistant  to 
Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong  at  the  Central  Technical  Listi- 
tute ;  and  since  1890  until  his  appointment  to  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  chair  held  the  assistant-professorship  of  chemistry 
at  the  Boval  College  of  Science. 


ceremony  in  previous  years. 

On  an  occasion  like  this,  when  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
I  take  up  the  duties  of  professor  in  this  school,  it  is  only 
fitting  that  I  should  recall  the  names  of  my  distinguished 
predecessors  in  the  chair— Fownes,  Redwood,  Attfield, 
Dunstan,  Collie.  In  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  continue  their 
work  and  to  maintain  the  high  standard  which  they  created, 
I  shall  owe  it  less  to  any  efforts  of  mine  than  to  the  co- 
operation of  the  Council,  colleagues,  and  students,  without 
which  success  would  be  impossible. 

It  is  twenty-six  years  ago,  almost  to  the  day,  since  I  made 
my  first  acquaintance  with  pharmacy,  as  an  apprentice  in 


the  analytical  and  manufacturing  department  of  a  well- 
known  firm  of  chemists  and  druggists.  Apprenticeship  in 
analytical  chemistry  is  not  of  common  occurrence,  and  mine 
arose  from  the  fact  that  there  was  no  vacancy  in  the  phar- 
macy, to  which  I  should  naturally  have  gone.  Later  on, 
when  a  transference  was  possible,  other  things  intervened, 
and  thus  the  object  of  my  ambition— a  Jacob  Bell  scholar- 
ship— was  never  attained.  Although  many  years  have 
elapsed  since  that  apprenticeship  came  to  an  end,  I  have 
never  ceased  to  be  grateful  for  the  training  and  experience 
gained  during  that  time  under  the  stimulating  influence  of 
my  friend  Mr.  H.  W.  Jones. 

In  choosing  a  subject  for  this  afternoon's  address,  it  is, 
perhaps,  natural  to  turn  to  the  changes  which  have  taken 
place  on  what  may  be  called  the  scientific  side  of  pharmacy 
during  recent  years,  and  in  particular  to  those  in  which  pro- 
gress in  chemistry  has  played  a  part.  The  survey  necessarily 
can  only  be  a  partial  one,  and  deals  with  points  in  which 
one's  interest  has  never  waned. 

The  Pharmacopeia 
itself  enables  such  a  compari- 
son to  be  made,  and  leaving 
out  of  account  improvement.1-, 
in  the  manufacture  of  galeni- 
cals, which  I  am  not  competent 
to  discuss,  two  points  seem  to 
me  to  be  of  especial  interest. 
The  first  is  the  introduction  of 
methods  for  standardising  cer- 
tain extracts  and  tinctures,  and 
the  second  is  the  recognition 
extended  to  various  synthetic 
remedies.  How  marked  is  the 
change  may  be  seen  from  the 
fact  that  in  the  1867  Pharma- 
copoeia, under  which  I  worked, 
standards  were  prescribed  for 
very  few  drugs — I  can  only 
recall  those  for  opium,  cin- 
chona, and  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre — and  in  this  edition 
chloral  hydrate  does  not  find  a 
place,  its  inclusion  being  de- 
ferred until  the  issue  of  the 
"Additions,"  in  1874.  Stan- 
dardisation of  extracts  makes 
its  first  appearance  in  1885,  and 
salicylic  acid  is  admitted  in 
the  same  year ;  but  well-esta- 
blished synthetic  products,  like 
antifebrin,  antipyrine,  and 
phenacetin,  are  excluded  until 
the  "Additions"  of  1890,  salol 
being  added  in  1898. 

The  necessity  for  standardi- 
sation— probably  recognised 
from  very  early  times — was 
making  itself  felt  in  the  later 
seventies,  and  many  were  the 
analyses,  not  only  of  samples 
of  orjium  and  bark,  but  also  of 
ipecacuanha  and  of  prepara- 
tions from  them,  which  came 
to  the  laboratory  for  analysis. 
Moreover,  attempts  were  con- 
stantly being  made — with 
ergot,  for  example — to  secure 
a  greater  degree  of  uniformity, 
and  I  well  remember  one  inte- 
resting case  which  seemed  to  mark  a  distinct  advance  in 
phaimacy.  Preparations  of  ipecacuanha  being  at  that  time 
quite  untrustworthy,  we  isolated  the  active  principles  from 
the  root,  and  a  soluticn  of  these  of  known  alkaloidal 
strength  was  introduced  as  a  substitute  for  the  wine 
under  the  name  liquor  emetiras.  In  the  light  of  later 
knowledge  the  name  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  alto- 
gether happy,  for  doubtless  the  solution  contained  a  mix- 
ture of  the  various  alkaloids  of  ipecacuanha,  varying  in 
relative  proportion  with  diffeient  samples  of  the  rcot. 
Looking  back,  with  the  knowledge  gained  from  Pau  ar.d 
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Cownley's  systematic  investigation  of  the  ipecacuanha  alka- 
loids, it  seems  as  if  an  opportunity  was  lost  of  carrying  out 
much  interesting  work  on  these  puzzling  and,  at  that  time, 
little-known  substances.  Such  work,  however,  would  have 
been  possible  only  in  a  department  devoted  entirely  to 
research,  and  the  time  was  not  ripe  for  experimental  work, 
of  which  the  advantage  was  not  immediately  apparent. 
Enough  has  been  said,  however,  to  show  that  it  was  my  good 
fortune  to  be  trained  in  a  laboratory  imbued  with  the  spirit 
of  investigation,  even  though  the  time  for  research  was 
necessarily  limited. 

It  was  with  some  gratification  that,  in  the  last  edition  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia,  I  found  a  standard  laid  down  for  ipeca- 
cuanha products,  although  the  strength  is  fixed  by  percentage 
of  total  alkaloids,  and  in  this  respect  is  no  advance  on  the 
liquor  emetinse  of  twenty  years  ago.  If  with  ipecacuanha, 
like  cinchona  and  opium,  standardisation  does  not  go  beyond 
the  total  alkaloidal  content,  it  is  difficult  to  resist  the  con- 
clusion that  greater  certainty  would  be  obtained  by  the  use 
of  the  pure  alkaloids,  either  singly  or  in  mixtures  of  known 
and  constant  proportion. 

Eeference  has  been  made  to  the  1867  B.P.,  and  to  my  mind 
much  interest  attaches  to  it,  for  it  dates  back  almost  to 
the  time  when  the  modern  development  of  organic  chemistry 
began.  This  development,  carried  on  with  ceaseless  activity 
ever  since,  both  on  the  theoretical  and  industrial  side,  had  its 
origin  primarily  in  the  fact  that  means  had  been  devised  for 
unravelling  the  internal  structure  of  the  molecules  of  organic 
substances,  and  in  particular  those  of  benzene,  pyridine,  and 
other  cyclic  compounds.  Given  a  substance  of  known  struc- 
ture, it  became  possible  to  study  the  modification  in  its  pro- 
perties effected  by  the  introduction  into,  or  removal  from,  its 
molecule  of  atoms  or  groups  of  atoms — radicals,  in  other 
words — and,  conversely,  knowing  the  radicals  present  in  its 
molecule,  to  predict,  oftentimes  with  considerable  accuracy, 
the  properties  of  the  substance.  This  insight  into  the 
structure  of  molecules  has  received  its  highest  industrial 
development  in  the  manufacture  of  the  so-called  aniline 
dyes,  but  it  is  equally  the  cause  of  the  rapid  rise  of  another 
industry — namely,  the 

Manufacture  of  Synthetic  Remedies. 
Comparatively  early  in  last  century  it  was  ascertained  that 
the  therapeutic  effects  of  many  drugs  were  largely  due  to 
definite  organic  substances — the  alkaloids — contained  in 
them,  and  the  isolation  of  these  in  a  pure  state  made  an  exact 
study  of  their  physiological  reaction  possible.  Very  soon  it 
became  evident  that  out  of  the  many  alkaloids  separated 
from  plants  of  all  kinds  comparatively  few  had  any  thera- 
peutic value.  The  well-known  cases  of  the  alkaloids  of 
opium  and  cinchona  serve  to  illustrate  the  point,  one,  or  at 
most  two,  of  the  many  present  in  each  being  of  any  value  as 
remedial  agents,  and  recognised  as  such  in  the  Pharma- 
copoeia. 

How  many  attempts  were  made  to  prepare  these  costly 
alkaloids  by  synthetical  means,  prior  to  the  discovery 
of  the  constitution  of  benzene  and  pyridine,  cannot,  be 
known.  The  success  achieved  in  the  case  of  other  products 
of  animal  or  plant  activity  must  have  supplied  a  strong 
incentive  to  work  of  this  kind,  and  there  is  on  record  at  least 
one  attempt  to  synthesise  quinine — namely,  by  oxidising 
aniline— an  attempt  which  failed  for  reasons  that  could  not 
be  assigned  at  the  time,  but  were  rendered  clear  beyond 
dispute  from  the  moment  the  constitution  of  the  parent 
substances  was  understood.  The  synthesis  of  alkaloids  still 
attracts  attention,  but  although  the  synthesis  of  one  at  least 
has  been  achieved,  and  that  of  several  others  is  on  the  verge 
of  completion,  other  problems  have  proved  to  be  of  more 
immediate  interest. 

The  insight  gained  into  the  structure  of  organic  substances 
led  to  the  attention  of  chemists  and  pharmacologists  being 
directed  to  the  question  of  the  connection  between  the 
structure  or  constitution  of  a  substance  and  its  physiological 
effect.  The  problem  has  proved  to  be  by  no  means  easy  of 
solution,  for  the  living  organism  is  not  under  the  same  degree 
of  control,  and  the  conditions  of  experiment  camiot  be  varied 
with  the  ease  and  certainty  possible  with  non-living  sub- 
stances in  a  chemical  laboratory.  The  physiological  "effect 
of  a  definite  chemical  substance  may  be,  and  often  is.  very 
complex — differing,  too,  not  infrequently  in  health  and 


disease  —  and  until  these  effects  are  differentiated  and 
localised  it  is  hopeless  to  attempt  to  correlate  them  with  the 
structure  of  the  substance  under  investigation.  These 
represent  some  of  the  difficulties  from  the  physiological  side, 
whilst  on  the  chemical  there  is  the  uncertainty  attaching  to 
the  structure  of  many  of  the  alkaloids  themselves.  Formulae 
have  been  devised  for  a  few — such  as  papaverine,  narcotine, 
hydrastine,  coniine,  and  nicotine ;  others  have  had  their 
constitution  partly  made  out — such  as  atropine,  aconitine, 
morphine,  quinine,  cinchonine,  and  pilocarpine  ;  but  com- 
paratively little  is  known  about  many  others,  such  as  brucine 
and  strychnine. 

In  spite  of  all  these  difficulties,  some  points  of  great  im- 
portance have  been  established.  In  the  first  place,  alkaloids 
are,  almost  without  exception, 

Derivatives  of  Pyridine,  Quixolixe,  or  Isoquixolixe, 

and  the  nitrogen  atom  in  each  of  these  parent  substances 
has  an  important  influence  on  the  properties  of  the  alka- 
loid. Not  the  most  important  part,  it  may  be.  for  otherwise 
alkaloids  so  different  in  their  effects  as  strychnine,  brucine, 
thebaine,  codeine,  morphine,  nicotine,  and  atropine,  would 
exhibit  a  greater  resemblance  than  is  actually  the  case,  for 
in  them  this  particular  nitrogen  atom  is  present  in  one  and 
the  same  condition.  Other  radicals  in  these  alkaloids  evi- 
dently exert  their  specific  effects,  and  hence  the  differences 
in  physiological  action ;  yet,  as  Crum  Brown  and  Fraser 
showed  more  than  thirty  years  ago.  these  effects  are  to  a 
large  extent  lost,  and  the  seven  alkaloids  are  transformed 
into  derivatives,  which,  however  different  in  chemical  com- 
position, are  practically  indistinguishable  in  their  main 
physiological  action — one  resembling  that  of  curare — by  an 
operation  which  affects  this  particular  nitrogen  atom  alone, 
and  is  equivalent  to  the  transformation  of  ammonia  into 
ammonium  chloride — the  conversion  of  triad  into  pentad 
nitrogen,  in  other  words.  Crum  Brown  and  Fraser's  papers 
mark  an  epoch  in  investigations  of  this  kind,  for.  as  these 
authors  say,  the  results  just  mentioned  -'show  that  com- 
position alone  is  quite  insufficient  to  explain  physiological 
action,  and  that  constitution  must  be  taken  into  account  in 
every  attempt  to  connect  the  chemistry  of  substances  with 
their  physiological  action." 

How  true  this  is  has  been  amply  proved  by  later  investiga- 
tion. McKendrick  and  Dewar  showed,  five  years  later,  that 
similar  changes  in  structure  produced  similar  physiological 
effects  in  the  case  of  the  parent  substances  pyridine  and 
quinoline  and  their  derivatives :  and,  if  we  confine  our 
attention  merely  to  the  alkaloids  included  in  the  Pharma- 
copceia,  the  same  point  can  be  demonstrated  beyond  a 
doubt.  Thus,  morphine  and  codeine  differ  in  structure  only 
to  this  extent — that  the  former  contains  a  particular  oxygen 
atom  associated  with  hydrogen,  codeine  contains  it  in 
association  with  methyl.  In  some  respects  codeine  and 
morphine  have  a  similar  physiological  effect,  but  the 
narcotic  properties  which  differentiate  the  two  are  bound  up 
with  that  particular  hydrogen  atom,  and  disappear  when  it 
is  replaced  by  methyl  or  other  radicals.  Quinine  and 
cinchonine,  strychnine  and  brucine  are  related  in  much  the 
same  way.  Quinine  differs  from  cinchonine  only  by  con- 
taining a  methoxyl  group  substituted  for  a  particular  atom 
of  hydrogen,  and  strychnine  from  brucine  by  containing  two 
hydrogen  atoms  in  place  of  two  methoxyl  groups;  small 
differences  in  structure,  it  may  be,  but  of  enormous  im- 
portance from  the  physiological  side.  Recent  research  tells 
the  same  story,  but  time  will  only  allow  me  to  mention  the 
interesting  case  of  aconitine.  and  its  non-poisonous  deriva- 
tives benzaconine  and  aconine,  worked  out  by  Dunstan  and 
Cash,  mainly  as  the  result  of  investigations  made  in  this 
building,  in  which  the  differences  in  physiological  effect 
have  been  correlated  with  the  successive  introduction 
of  hydrogen  for  an  acetyl  and  a  benzoyl  group,  associated 
with  particular  oxygen  atoms  in  the  molecule. 

The  Synthesis  of  Alkaloids  being  Impracticable-. 
the  attention  of  chemists  and  pharmacologists  has  been 
concentrated  on  the  study  of  pure  synthetical  products  with 
the  view  to  applying  what  was  known  about  the  alkaloids  to 
the  preparation  of  substitutes.  In  this  way  a  large  mass  of 
material  has  been  accumulated  dealing  with  the  specific 
physiological  effect  of  various  radicals.    If  we  except  chloral

hydrate,  introduced  into  medicine  as  the  result  of  Liebreich's 
investigations,  perhaps  the  earliest  of  these  synthetic 
remedies,  dating  back  to  1882  or  1883,  were  the  antipyretics, 
kairine,  thalline,  and  others,  derived  from  hydroxyquinoline — 
in  the  production  of  which  may  be  traced  the  influence  of 
McKendrick  and  Dewar's  work — and  among  the  latest  are  to 
be  found  anthraquinone  derivatives,  of  which  purgatin  may 
be  taken  as  typical.  There  is  a  fascination  about  this  work 
which  is  not  lessened  by  the  puzzling  nature  of  some  of  the 
results.  The  substance  administered  cannot  in  many  cases 
be  the  substance  which  enters  into  reaction  in  the  system, 
otherwise  to  take  a  case,  sulphonal  and  "  reversed " 
sulphonal — in  which  the  all-important  ethyl  groups  and  non- 
essential methyl  groups  have  changed  places — would  not 
have  the  same  hypnotic  effect.  Nevertheless,  it  is  now 
possible  to  speak  with  some  degree  of  certainty  of  the 
physiological  action  of  radicals  like  hydroxyl,  amidogen, 
carboxyl,  or  ethyl,  and  in  some  instances  to  build  up  sub- 
stances such  as  sulphonal  and  trional,  on  the  one  hand,  or  to 
introduce  radicals  into  alkaloids — as,  for  example,  the  con- 
version of  morphine  into  codeine  or  heroine — on  the  other,  in 
order  that  a  given  effect  may  be  produced,  enhanced,  or 
weakened. 

Thus  it  comes  about  that  side  by  side  with  alkaloids  we 
find  pure  chemical  substances,  capable  of  being  administered 
in  exact  doses  and  in  a  pleasant  form,  are  being  more  ex- 
tensively used  every  day,  and  it  seems  only  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  this  practice  will  grow  at  the  expense  of  the 
older,  and  that  each  succeeding  Pharmacopoeia  will  witness 
the  elimination  of  more  and  more  galenical  preparations  of 
uncertain  strength  and  their  replacement  by  substances  of 
exact  chemical  composition  and  well-established  therapeutic 
action. 

What,  it  may  be  asked  is  the  bearing  of  this  on  the  work 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy — on  the 

Training  of  the  Pharmacist, 
in  other  words  ?  It  seems  to  me  that  the  connection  is,  or 
should  be,  a  very  close  one.  The  medical  practitioner  and 
the  pharmacist  are  the  men  to  whom  is  committed  the  duty 
of  providing  the  remedies  required  in  combating  illness, 
and  it  was  surely  of  the  first  importance  that  both  should 
have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  chemistry  and  pharmacology 
to  follow  the  trend  of  modern  research  in  the  directions  I 
have  indicated.  Indeed,  the  necessity  for  this  is  recognised 
in  the  Journal  of  the  Society  by  the  publication  at  frequent 
intervals  of  notes  on  new  remedies  in  the  weekly  "  Review 
of  Current  Work  "  in  pharmacy  and  the  allied  sciences. 

It  is  difficult  to  predict  the  place  which  chemistry  will 
occupy  in  the  medical  curriculum  a  few  years  hence,  as  a 
result  of  the  competition  with  the  other  subjects  of  which  a 
knowledge  is  required  before  a  student  is  qualified  to  prac- 
tise. In  the  University  of  London  a  strong  effort  has  been 
made  of  late — with  what  success  I  do  not  know — to  relegate 
it  to  the  period  of  preliminary  medical  studies,  and  to  assign 
to  it  an  altogether  subordinate  place  in  the  training  of  a 
doctor.  The  study  of  materia  medica,  too,  does  not  seem  to 
be  viewed  with  much  greater  favour.  Such  a  policy  is  surely 
distinctly  retrograde,  for  the  proposal  to  substitute  physio- 
logical chemistry  for  organic  chemistry  in  the  Intermediate 
examination  does  not  meet  the  case  :  physiological  chemistry 
— that  is,  the  application  of  chemistry  to  the  problems  of 
physiology — can  only  be  taught  adequately  on  the  basis  of  a 
sound  knowledge  of  chemistry  itself.  If  chemistry  is  to  be 
crowded  out  of  intermediate  medical  studies  in  this  way,  the 
pharmacist — supposing  he  takes  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
— may  eventually  not  only  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  pro- 
viding drugs  of  known  purity,  but  also  be  consulted  as  to 
their  properties. 

The  question  of 

The  Status  of  the  Pharmacist 

is  a  perennial  subject  of  controversy — it  was  being  discussed 
during  my  apprenticeship,  and  it  is  clearly  a  burning  question 
now.  Pharmacy,  of  course,  is  in  the  singular  position  of 
being  at  once  both  a  profession  and  a  trade,  and  whatever 
may  be  the  case  with  regard  to  the  latter  aspect,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  that  the  estimation  in  which  it  is  held  as  a 
profession  depends  on  the  training  its  members  receive.  I 
have  always  thought  it  a  misfortune  that  if  two  examina- 
tions are  necessary,  the  lower  should  be  the  qualifying 


one ;  but,  putting  that  aside,  pharmacy  can  hardly  expect_to 
receive  adequate  recognition  until  a  compulsory  curriculum  is 
enjoined  for  the  qualifying  examination.  I  gather  from  a 
recent  number  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal  that  some  of 
the  newer  Universities  are  giving  facilities  for  training  in 
pharmacy,  and  this  is  a  hopeful  sign,  for  no  surer  way  of 
raising  the  status  of  the  pharmacist  could  be  found  than  for 
his  scientific  training  to  be  gained  in  this  way. 

The  association  of  this  school  with  the  reconstituted 
University  of  London  cannot,  however,  be  said  to  be  very 
close — the  three  professors  are  recognised  teachers  of  the 
University,  but  that  is  all.  Pharmacy  is  not  yet  recognised 
as  a  branch  of  applied  chemistry  by  the  authorities  at  South 
Kensington  to  the  extent  of  including  this  school  among  the 
schools  of  the  University,  although  a  strong  case  could  be 
made  out  for  pharmacy  being  placed  on  the  same  footing  as 
it  occupies  in  this  respect  in  German  universities. 

In  this  connection  it  cannot  be  too  widely  known  that  the 
Council  has  made  provision  for  research  both  in  chemistry 
and  pharmacy  by  equipping  special  laboratories  for  the 
purpose,  and  that  by  the  munificence  of  the  Salters'  Company 
and  of  the  donors  of  the  Redwood,  Burroughs,  and  Northway 
Butt  scholarships,  means  have  been  provided  to  enable 
students  to  carry  on  research  after  they  have  completed  the 
school  curriculum.  Thus  it  is  that,  although  preparation  for 
the  Minor  and  Major  examinations  must  be  the  main  work 
carried  on  here,  no  student  of  the  school  can  be  ignorant  of 
the  fact  that  creation  of  new  knowledge  is  regarded  by  the 
Council  as  one  of  the  aims  which  a  pharmacist  should  ever 
keep  in  mind.  It  must  be  with  much  satisfaction  that  those 
who  have  fostered  the  prosecution  of  research  in  this  school 
have  seen  their  far-sighted  policy  justified  by  the  steady 
volume  of  original  work — much  of  it  of  first-rate  importance 
— which  has  issued  from  these  laboratories  since  their 
establishment  in  1888. 

I  now  come  to  the  most  pleasant  part  of  the  duty  assigned 
to  me  by  the  Council — that  of 

Congratulating  the  Prize-winners 
and  those  who  were  successful  students  in  the  past  session. 
Some  of  you  are  leaving  the  school ;  but  although  this 
is  the  case  I  hope  you  will  try  to  find  some  opportunity 
of  carrying  on  your  scientific  studies.  In  every  pharma- 
cist's experience  difficulties  must  arise  and  unexpected 
results  be  obtained,  and  the  successful  solution  or  explana- 
tion of  these  will  bring  in  its  train  a  sense  of  satis- 
faction which  will  more  than  compensate  for  the  time 
and  trouble  involved,  even  if  the  results  do  not  achieve 
the  dignity  of  publication  in  the  Journal.  You  cannot, 
perhaps,  expect  to  have  Scheele's  good  fortune  and  make 
discoveries  such  as  those  of  oxygen  or  prussic  acid,  but  I 
hope  you  will  at  least  try  to  follow  this  great  pharmacist's 
example  of  finding  some  time  for  science  amid  cares  of 
business,  and  of  adding  your  contributions  to  the  stock  of 
knowledge. 

It  only  remains  for  me  to  welcome  those  who  have  entered 
the  school  to-day  for  the  first  time.  In  doing  so,  let  me  say 
this — the  school  to  which  you  now  belong  is  one  that  has 
been  the  nursery  of  many  men  who  have  become  famous  in 
pharmacy,  chemistry,  and  medicine.  I  urge  you  to  do  all 
that  lies  in  your  power  to  maintain  its  traditions  and  to  add 
to  its  fame.  You  come  to  it  with  the  varied  practical 
experience  gained  as  pupils  or  apprentices,  and  it  should 
need  no  words  of  mine  to  impress  on  you  the  importance  of 
using  the  next  year  or  two  years  wisely  and  well.  The 
opportunity  of  a  year's  study  may  never  recur,  and  if  you  are 
to  make  the  most  of  your  time  serious  work  must  begin  from 
to-day.  Everyone  knows  how  great  the  temptation  some- 
times is  to  take  things  easily  at  first,  in  the  expectation  of 
being  able  to  make  up  arrears  later  on  ;  but,  believe  me,  no 
greater  mistake  can  be  made.  Steady,  persistent  work  is 
the  only  sure  road  to  success,  and  if  it  be  made  the  rule  of 
your  student-life  you  will  at  least  have  deserved  that  full 
measure  of  success  which  I  hope  awaits  you  here  and  in  the 
larger  world  outside. 

The  address  occupied  half  an  hour  in  delivery,  and  was 
frequently  interrupted  by  applause.  The  President  called 
upon  Mr.  Carteighe  to  propose  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Wynne 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  it  was  customary  for  one  of  the 
working  members  of  the  Society  or  one  of  the  honorary 
members,  of  whom  he  saw  several  present,  to  move  a  vote  of 
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thanks,  and  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  do  so  on  that 
occasion.  Those  who  had  listened  to  the  address  carefully 
would  see  that  it  was  written  by  a  man  with  a  master  mind 
— (applause) — and  by  a  man  who  was  full  of  enthusiasm  for 
the  work  to  be  done — which  was  a  good  sign  in  a  professor. 
The  position  was  once  held  by  the  distinguished  chemist 
Fownes,  and  he  would  again  remind  the  audience  that  the 
chemical  laboratory  in  that  house  was  the  first  to  be  opened 
for  practical  instruction  in  chemistry  in  London.  He  (the 
speaker)  was  just  old  enough,  and  not  too  old — -(laughter) — 
to  feel  some  enthusiasm  for  Fownes,  and  could  appreciate 
the  regret  the  Society  felt  at  his  early  death.  Fownes  died 
young,  but  not  before  he  had  been  promoted,  as  all  their  pro- 
fessors were,  to  a  more  lucrative  chair.  The  Society  was 
fortunate  in  securing  such  a  professor  as  Dr.  Palmer  Wynne. 
Those  who  had  followed  the  course  of  chemical  science  of 
late  years  had  observed  the  many  contributions  he  had 
made.  Professor  Wynne  also  possessed  the  business  power 
of  keeping  both  his  own  and  his  neighbours'  things  in  order — 
a  faculty  to  which  the  scientific  mind  does  not  always  lend 
itself. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Tilden,  in  seconding  the  vote  of  thanks, 
said  earlier  in  the  day  he  was  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  another  body,  and  the  proposition 
was  put  forward  that  the  professors  who  undertook  to  give 
addresses  were  not  entitled  to  votes  of  thanks  because 
they  were  only  discharging  their  duties.  (Laughter.)  He 
entirely  demurred  from  that  view.  Dr.  Tilden  went  on  to 
say  that  he  was  so  full  of  the  loss  the  chemical  division 
of  the  Royal  College  of  Science  was  sustaining  in  the  loss  of 
Dr.  Wynne  that  he  could  think  of  nothing  else.  He  would 
like  to  tender  to  his  late  colleague  his  cordial  thanks  for  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  he  (the  speaker)  had  received 
from  Dr.  Wynne  for  the  last  eight  years.  On  behalf  of  the 
students  of  the  College,  he  would  like  to  say  that  there  will 
be  universal  regret  that  their  association  with  Dr.  Wynne 
would  be  severed.  For  some  ten  years  successive  generations 
of  students  had  passed  through  Dr.  Wynne's  hands,  and  all 
were  thankful  not  only  for  the  direct  teaching  they  received, 
but  for  the  successful  efforts  to  which  his  example,  advice,  and 
stimulating  influence  had  led  them.  The  measure  of  his  (the 
speaker's)  regret  was  the  measure  of  congratulation  which  he 
could  offer  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  for  obtaining  the 
services  of  such  a  distinguished  man.  (Hear,  hear.)  He 
cordially  wished  Dr.  Wynne  success  in  his  teaching  and 
happiness  with  his  new  students,  who  would  learn  to  respect 
their  new  professor  as  he  had  been  respected  in  the  past. 
(Applause.) 

The  vote  was  carried  by  acclamation,  after  which, 
Dr.  Wynne,  in  reply,  said  :  I  am  grateful  to  you  for  your 
vote  of  thanks  and  cordial  welcome.    I  should  like  to 
express  to  Dr.  Tilden  my  thanks  for  his  good  wishes,  which 
I  appreciate  more  than  I  can  say.  (Applause.) 

The  proceedings  then  terminated,  the  President  announ- 
cing that  refreshments  were  provided  in  the  examination-hall, 
and  that  those  who  desired  to  go  over  the  school  were 
heartily  welcome. 


Ipereonalittes. 


King  Edward  VII.  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  confer 
the  Coronation  medal  upon  Mr.  P.  W.  Squire,  F.C.S.,  F.L.S., 
chemist  on  the  establishment  of  his  Majesty. 

Mr.  W.  T.  Grice,  F.C.S.,  of  Messrs.  Smith,  Stanistreet  & 
Co.,  Calcutta,  who,  with  Mrs.  Grice,  has  been  having  a 
good  holiday  at  home,  returns  to  Calcutta  by  the  Japan  on 
October  24. 

Sir  Marcus  Samuel,  who  has  this  week  been  elected 
Lord  Mayor  of  the  City  of  London,  to  take  office  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  is  a  partner  in  the  firm  of  Messrs.  Samuel,  Samuel  & 
Co.,  the  owners  of  the  Formosan  camphor-monopoly. 

It  is  rumoured  that  Mr.  A.  E.  Ekins,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  will  again  be  offered  the  mayoralty  of  St.  Albans. 
Mr.  Ekins  has  discharged  his  mayoral  duties  so  acceptably 
during  the  past  year  that  his  re-election  is  universally 
desired. 

Councillor  T.  C.  Lamb,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  has 
accepted  the  mayoralty  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham  for  the 


coming  municipal  year,  has  been  connected  with  the  govern- 
ment of  the  town  since  1888.  In  that  year  he  was  elected  a 
member  of  the  old  Local  Board,  and  he  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Town  Council  since  its  formation.  Both  he  and  Mrs. 
Lamb  have  served  on  the  Medway  Board  of  Guardians. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Pale  Thorpe,  Bingham,  Notts,  has  obtained 
provisional  protection  for  improvements  in  his  machinery 
for  the  manufacture  of  gelatin-capsules,  which  is  already 
well-known  to  the  trade.  Mr.  Palethorpe's  object  in  this 
machinery  is,  in  the  first  place,  to  ensure  that  the  capacity  of 
each  capsule-envelope  is  invariable,  while  there  is  as  little 
variation  as  possible  in  the  thickness  of  the  envelope.  The 
mechanical  arrangements  for  the  discharge  of  the  medica- 
ment from  the  reservoir  into  the  capsules  has  also  received 
careful  study  by  the  patentee,  with  the  result  that  exacti- 
tude in  this  respect  is  also  attained  more  fully  than  in  any 
capsule-filling  machinery  that  we  know  of. 

Mr.  Geo.  J.  Seabury,  of  New  York,  has  returned  from 
his  Carlsbad  cure,  and  will  sail  for  home  by  the  Oiieanio  on 
October  8.  It  is  doubtful  whether  he  will  be  able  to  visit 
Glasgow,  as  he  is  not  yet  quite  well,  but  if  we  may  believe  a 
Canadian  journal  all  that  has  been  propsrly  arrange!.  Says 
our  contemporary : — 

George  Seabury,  while  on  his  visit  to  the  Kingdom,  organised 
Glasgow  somewhat  on  the  line  of  N.A.R.D.,  and  now  the  agents 
of  the  organisation  are  extending  its  influence  as  far  south  as  the 
border.

The 
handkerchiefs  may  be  burnt  after  use,  and  they  are  easily 
detachable  from  the  wallet,  without  tearing,  by  means  of  a 
simple  method  of  folding  the  wrapper.  The  price  for  this 
size  is  Is. 

A  Pocket  Electric  Light  that  costs  36s.  a  dozen  is 
something  of  a  novelty,  and  a  good  indication  of  what 
mechanical  ingenuity  does  nowadays 
in  the  direction  of  cheapening 
luxuries  and  making  them  necessi- 
ties. Messrs.  F.  Darton  &  Co.,  St. 
John  Street,  Clerkenwell,  E.C.,  bring 
this  little  article  under  our  notice. 
It  is  the  size  of  a  cigarette-case — 
3J  by  2\ by  1  inch.  It  is  covered  with 
leatherette,  and  all  that  one  has  to 
do  to  get  a  light  sufficient  to  illu- 
minate the  page  of  a  book  is  to  press 
the  button.  The  storage-cell  can  be 
renewed.  Chemists  and  druggists 
should  be  able  to  do  a  good  business 
in  these  at  5s.  each.

The  conversion  enables  the  former 
partners,  Mr.  Rowland  Stagg  and  Mr.  Sydney  Morgan,  to 
associate  with  them  as  directors  Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  and  Mr. 
Thomas  White,  who  for  many  years  have  been  in  their 
employment — Mr.  Bird  as  manager  of  the  analytical  and 
manufacturing  laboratories,  and  Mr.  White  as  representative 
in  Ireland  and  Glasgow.  Mr.  White  has  been  associated 
with  the  firm  for  many  years,  and  is  one  of  the  best-known 
men  on  the  road.  He  is  extremely  popular  with  his  many 
friends  in  the  trade,  as  those  who  attended  the  Dublin 
meeting  of  the  B.P.C.  could  understand,  and  is  now  to  give 
his  entire  time  and  services  to  the  new  company  "  on  the 
road  "  as  well  as  on  the  board  of  directors.  Mr.  Bird  is  well 
known  to  pharmacists  in  the  three  Kingdoms  on  account  of 
his  skill  and  knowledge  in  regard  to  the  manufacture  and 
standardisation  of  galenical  preparations,  and  his  frequent 
contributions  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  and 
the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  as  well  as  to  this  and  other 
journals,  sufficiently  testify  to  his  industry  in  research  and 
his  mechanical  ingenuity. 

Aerated  Milk. — We  have  this  week  been  present  at  a 
demonstration  of  the  process  used  for  preserving  milk  by 
the  Aerated  Milk  Company,  52  Bedford  Row,  W.C.,  and  as 
far  as  we  can  judge  the  method  is  one  which  possesses 
advantages  over  other  processes.  In  outline,  the  process — a 
patented  one — consists  in  aerating  milk  with  a  mixture  of 
oxygen  and  carbonic  acid  at  a  pressure  of  45  to  50  lbs.,  in 
bottles  or  churns,  and  the  aerated  milk  is  then  pasteurised 
at  140°  F.  The  product  keeps  almost  indefinitely.  Samples 
which  had  been  prepared  a  wiek  and  a  fortnight  ago  were, 
on  tasting,  found  to  be  indistinguishable  from  fresh  milk, 
and  Mr.  A.  W.  Stokes,  the  Paddington  analyst,  who  has 
interested  himself  in  the  process,  is  unable  to  rind  any 
chemical  alteration  or  diminution  in  the  amount  of  fat.  The 
bottling  is  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  the  process  used 
for  aerated  water,  the  usual  precautions  as  to  clean  bottles  and 
surroundings  being  observed.  It  is  claimed  that  the  oxygen 
and  carbonic  acid  exert  an  inhibitory  effect  on  bacilli,  and 
that,  in  consequence,  after  the  milk  is  opened  it  will  keep 
good  for  a  longer  time  than  fresh  milk.  It  is  proposed  to 
prepare  humanised  milk  for  infant-feeding  and  preserve  it 
by  the  same  process,  with  the  advantage  that  such  milk  can 
be  stored  for  months,  if  necessary,  before  use.  We  may  add 
that  a  bottle  of  milk  when  opened  does  not  give  off  an 
abundance  of  gas  like  a  bottle  of  aerated  water — in  fact,  the 
evolution  of  gas  was  scarcely  perceptible  in  the  samples  we 
examined.  In  the  case  of  one  20-gal.  cvlinder  it  was  found 
that  the  pressure  had  gone  down  to  32  lbs.  (the  aeration 
having  been  done  at  45  lbs.),  which  shows  that  some  of  the 
gas  enters  into  solution  on  keeping.  If  the  pressure  had 
increased  it  would  show  that  fermentation  had  set  in. 

Practical  Methods  of  Urine-axalysis  for  Chemists  and 
Druggists. — Second  and  enlarged  edition  ;  2s.  6(1.  Office  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  42  Cannon  Street,  E.C. — It  is  as  short 
and  practical  a  consideration  of  the  subject  as  can  be  found,  and  is 
especially  prepared  for  the  needs  of  pharmacists.  We  can  recom- 
mend it  with  a  clear  conscience.  .  .  .  Thirty  pages  of  material 
have  been  added  to  the  second  edition,  and  the  book  has  been  im- 
proved in  a  number  of  ways. — Bulletin  of  Pharmacy. 
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Tobacco  -  camphor. — The  Tso-called  tobacco-camphor  or 
nicotianin  is  shown  by  Gawalowski  (Zeit.  Apotheker  Verein,  1902, 
1,002)  to  be  a  mixture  of  valerianate,  camphorate,  oxy-eamphorate, 
and  pyridyl-earbonate  of  nicotine.  On  the  first  three  salts  the 
aroma  of  the  tobacco  depends,  the  last  being  the  chief  toxic 
principle  of  the  leaf. 

The  Colouring-matter  of  Alkanet. — Accordingto  Gawa- 
lowski (Zeit.  Apotheker  Verein,  1902, 1,001),  the  two  chief  colouring- 
matters  of  alkanet-root  are  anchuvic  acid  (C30H3,,07),  which  can  be 
extracted  with  petroleum  ether,  and  yields  green  salts  with 
alkalies,  and  alkannic  acid  (C30H2g08),  which  can  be  extracted  with 
alcohol  ether,  and  yields  blue  salts  with  alkalies. 

A.  TTew  Cuaiacol  Ether.  — Oresol  is  the  mono-glyceric 
ether  of  guaiacol,  a  compound  which  is  advocated  in  cases  where 
guaiacol  or  creosote  is  usually  indicated.  Oresol  is  soluble  in  forty 
volumes  of  water  and  easily  soluble  in  alcohol.  It  is  partially, 
but  not  completely,  decomposed  into  its  constituent  elements  in 
the  digestive  tract. — (Jour.  JePJiarm.  d'Anvers,  1902,338.) 

A.  New  Indicator. — Rubrescine  is  a  compound  obtained  by 
the  action  of  resorcme  on  chloral  hydrate.  It  is  insoluble,  or  only 
slightly  soluble,  in  most  of  the  usual  organic  solvents,  but  is 
soluble  in  water  and  alcohol.  A  1-per-cent.  solution  is  of  a  red 
colour.  It  is  extremely  sensitive  to  alkalies,  and  the  least  trace  of 
dilute  acid  completely  decolorises  it,  the  colour  being  restored  by 
fixed  alkalies  or  ammonia. 

The  Oxidation  of  Morphine  by  Sussula  Selica. — 
Bougault  has  shown  that  if  2  grams  of  morphine  hydrochloride 
is  dissolved  in  50  c.c.  of  water  and  heated  with  100  c.c.  of  the  juice 
of  Russula  delica  in  an  open  vessel,  at  the  end  of  twenty-four 
hours  the  liquid  becomes  turbid,  and  a  gradual  deposition  of 
small  crystals  commences.  In  three  or  four  days  the  deposition  is 
complete,  and  the  liquid  again  becomes  clear.  The  crystalline  de- 
posit is  found  to,  be  oxymorphine  hydrochloride. — (Chem.  Zeit., 
1902,  585.) 

Uranium  Acetate  on  the  American  market  consists  largely 
of  sodium  uranium  acetate,  says  Professor  Hinrichs,  in  a  paper 
read  before  the  Missouri  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The  par- 
ticular brand  alluded  to  is  that  which  Merck  &  Co.  label  "  Uranium 
Acetate,  Merck ;  highest  purity,"  and  it  naturally  shocked  the 
professor  to  find  the  sodium  combination — i.e.,  about  20  per  cent, 
of  sodium  acetate.  Messrs.  Merck  explain  that  the  "  reagent " 
quality  is  pure  uranium  acetate,  and  should  be  used  in  the  micro- 
chemical  test  for  soda-alum.  It  appears  that  there  are  three 
grades  of  uranium  acetate  on  the  American  market,  representing 
the  first  and  second  crystallisation  and  the  residue  obtained  by 
evaporation. 

Fine  Resins. — A  further  contribution  to  the  chemistry  of  the 
pine  resins  has  appeared  from  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  Tschirch 
(Archiv.  der  Pharmazie,  1902,  272).  In  this  he  deals  with  the 
chemistry  of  the  resin  of  Picea  vulgaris.  The  acid-number  of  this 
resin  is  about  120,  and  the  so-called  ester-number  (which  is  pro- 
bably not  representative  of  any  esters  at  all)  about  10  to  12.  The 
iodine- value  is  much  lower  than  that  of  ordinary  rosin,  being  only 
54  per  cent.  The  principal  resin  acid  is  picea-pimaric  acid,  of 
the  formula  Co,,H300o,  which  melts  at  145°.  It  forms  well-defined 
salts,  the  analyses  of  which  confirm  the  above  formula.  In  addi- 
tion, two  isomeric  acids,  a-  and  /3-pici-pimarolie  acids,  are  present. 
These  are  both  amorphous.  The  indifferent  resin  is  termed 
pico-resene,  and  has  a  composition  agreeing  with  the  formula 
CigHgoO.  An  ethereal  oil  was  separated  by  steam-distillation,  and 
found  to  be  a  liquid  of  sp.  gr.  -870,  boiling  from  175°  to  180°.  Its 
composition  has  not  been  investigated,  but  it  is  probably  a  mixture 
of  terpenes. 

Standardisation  of  Kola  Preparations.  —  Warin 
(Journal  de  Pharmacie,  1902,  373)  gives  the  details  of  an 
accurate  process  for  determining  the  amount  of  alkaloids  in  fluid 
extract  of  kola  and  similar  preparations,  based  on  an  exhaustive 
study  of  the  drug,  and  after  comparing  various  proposed  processes. 
He  takes  15  c.c.  of  the  liquid,  drives  off  the  alcohol  on  a  water- 
bath,  and  triturates  the  residue  with  10  grams  of  calcined  mag- 
nesia, adding  about  2  c.c.  of  water.  The  mass  is  placed  in  a 
wide-mouthed  flask  holding  about  200  c.e.  To  this  is  added 
150  c.c.  of  chloroform.  The  flask  is  placed  under  a  reflux 
condenser  and  the  liquid  boiled  for  forty-five  minutes.  Add 
sufficient  chloroform  to  make  up  for  loss  during  the  boiling,  and 
then  shake  well.  Filter  rapidly  in  a  covered  vessel,  and  evaporate 
100  c.c.  of  the  filtrate  until  a  constant  weight  is  obtained.  The 
residue  represents  the  crude  alkaloids  in  10  c.c.  of  the  liquid.  To 
purify  these,  warm  with  10  c.c.  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  filter, 
wash  the  residue,  and  add  ammonia  to  the  filtrate,  and  shake  out 
with  three  quantities  of  20  c.c.  of  chloroform.  Evaporate  the  mixed 
solvents  and  weigh.  •

The  Irish  Council  Election 

offers  something  like  sport,  espe- 
cially as  it  is  to  be  fought  over  a  definite  point.  Sir  Thomas 
Kobinson  it  is,  I  presume,  who  throws  down  the  glove ;  he 
asks  the  members  to  elect  him,  and  thus  condone  his 
association,  as  a  director,  with  a  company  pharmacy.  Now, 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson  (Limited)  are  perhaps 
the  least  flagrant  of  offenders  against  the  straitest  of 
pharmaceutical  moralities  in  the  three  kingdoms.  Not  only 
are  their  directors  all  qualified  pharmacists  but  I  believe 
all  their  shareholders  are  also,  and  according  to  their 
articles  of  association  must  be.  But  the  firm  is  registered 
under  the  Companies  Act;  that  suffices.  Achilles  conies 
forth  from  his  tent  and  the  forces  are  arrayed. 

Begun  is  Half  Done, 

said  Horace.  Permit  even  this  deviation 
from  the  straight  path,  and  you  one  day  arrive  at  Giant 
Despair's  castle.  That  is  the  view  my  esteemed  Irish  friends 
take  of  the  situation.  It  is  a  sentimental  view,  but  not 
necessarily  the  worse  for  that.  There  is  no  chance  now,  even 
if  there  ever  was,  of  legislation  to  prevent  comjianies  from 
running  chemists'  businesses,  or  to  forbid  chemists  to 
convert  their  businesses  into  companies.  There  is  a  chance 
of  getting  legislation  which  would  control  companies  who 
venture  into  pharmacy,  and  I  for  one  am  sorry  that  the  Irish 
Council  have  not  seen  their  way  to  join  us  on  this  side  in 
trying  to  get  the  condition  of  qualified  directorship  established 
by  law.  That  would  maintain  the  principle  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  and  at  the  same  time  would  not  debar  those  chemists 
who  might  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  them  from  the 
benefits  of  the  Companies  Acts. 

The  Titles  Controversy 

will  continue  for  ever  if  it  is  not  to 
close  till  Mr.  Broadhead  sees  light.  That  gentleman  is  an 
amusing  debater.  He  begins  his  last  letter  by  repeating  his 
assertion  that  one  of  my  statements  was  "  untrue,"  and  winds 
it  up  by  squaring  at  me,  and  demanding  that  I  should  put 
him  right  if  he  is  wrong  without  prevarication,  straight- 
forwardly, and  without  quibbling.  That  is  much  how  the 
wolf  argued  with  the  lamb.  But  I  am  a  magnanimous  lamb, 
and  regardless  of  the  implied  charges  would  gladly  undertake 
Mr.  Broadhead's  education  if  this  could  be  done  within 
reasonable  limits.    But  his  is 

A  Peculiarly  Difficult  Case. 

Mr.  Broadhead  plunges  into  a 
CDntroversy  armoured  with  a  set  of  preconceived  opinions 
which  fit  him  more  like  a  skin  than  a  garment.  Naturally 
he  resents  these  being  torn  away.  As  an  illustration  take 
one  of  his  statements  last  week.  He  says,  "I  am  quite 
willing  to  admit  that  it  is  possible  that  where  companies 
employ  qualified  persons,  they  may  be  quite  within  their 
rights  in  assuming  the  titles.  The  companies  actually  base 
their  use  of  the  title  on  the  fact  that  they  employ  qualified 
persons."  It  is  amazing  that  anyone  who  pretends  to  be  at 
all  conversant  with  the  history  of  pharmacy  should  hold  this 
antiquated  notion.  It  was  the  opinion  held  by  the  County 
Court  Judge  in  1879,  but  as  soon  as  the  London  and  Pro- 
vincial case  came  before  the  Queen's  Bench,  the  counsel  for 
the  companies  abandoned  it.  "If  you  see  your  way  to 
support  the  view  of  the  learned  County  Court  Judge "  he 
told  the  Bench,  "so  much  the  better  for  me;   but  I 


cannot  argue  in  its  favour."  The  employment  of  qualified 
assistants  by  companies  does  not  make  the  least  bit  of 
difference  to  their  right  to  use  the  title  of  chemist  and 
druggist. 

The  Scotch-law  Problem 

set  me  by  Mr.  Reid  is  interesting, 
and  deserves  an  exact  answer,  which  I  am  sorry  I  cannot 
give.  Of  all  subjects  Scotch  law  is  the  last  one  on  which  I 
am  disposed  to  dogmatise,  and  though  I  am  aware  that  in 
Scotland  claims  under  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  arc 
recovered  under  a  Summary  Procedure  Act,  I  would  still  like 
to  know  whether  judgments  against  defendants  in  such  cases 
are  technically  "  convictions."  But  even  assuming  that  the 
Interpretation  Act  may  apply  to  such  cases  in  Scotland,  it 
does  not  follow  that  it  must  do.  so.  It  only  provides  that 
the  expression  "person"  shall  (in  the  circumstances  indi- 
cated) include  a  "  body  corporate,"  unless  the  contrary 
intention  appears.  The  House  of  Lords  certainly  found  that 
in  the  Pharmacy  Act  the  contrary  intention  did  appear,  and 
the  High  Court  of  Scotland  (as  witness  the  Leith  Depot  case) 
intimated  that  it  had  no  disposition  to  go  behind  the  House 
of  Lords  finding. 

The  International  Pharmacopoeia 

is  not  yet  compiled,  but  it 
appears  from  the  interview  with  Professor  Bourquelot,  pub- 
lished last  week,  that  all  that  is  necessary  in  connection 
with  it  was  accomplished  at  the  recent  meeting  of  delegates 
at  Brussels.  It  is  only  after  all,  as  I  gather,  a  few  pages  of 
manuscript  showing  the  various  strengths  of  some  twenty  or 
thirty  potent  preparations  in  modern  Pharmacopoeias.  The 
delegates  agree  to  use  their  influence  in  their  respective 
countries  to  bring  the  formulas  for  these  preparations  in 
their  Pharmacopoeias  into  harmony  with  the  majority.  A 
useful  work  to  do,  but  hardly  in  correspondence  with  the 
vast  efforts  put  forth  to  bring  it  to  pass.  Projects  have  been 
discussed  at  quite  a  dozen  international  conferences,  pharma- 
ceutical and  medical,  and  two  or  three  times  piles  of  manu- 
scripts have  been  actually  submitted.  By  the  way,  at  the 
Congress  held  at  Brussels  in  1897  Professor  Remington 
reported  on  the  work  of  the  committee  appointed  at  Chicago 
(consisting  of  himself,  Mr.  Carteighe,  and  Dr.  Anton  von 
Waldheim — since  dead).  The  committee  gratefully  accepted 
a  subsidy  of  $1,000  for  expenses  from  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  and  "  hoped  to  get  to  work  soon."  What 
has  become  of  that  work  1 

Philadelphia 

has  always  been  the  home  of  the  highest-class 
pharmacy  in  the  United  States,  and  indeed  in  any  part  of 
the  Anglo-Saxon  world.  As  shown  by  Dr.  Hoffmann,  its 
College  of  Pharmacy  preceded  our  official  School  by  some 
twenty  years,  while  pharmacy  was  taught  in  other  institu- 
tions in  the  city  for  forty  or  fifty  years  previously.  Famous 
pharmacists  have  taught,  and  many  other  famous  ones  have 
graduated,  there.  The  journal  published  by  this  College  is. 
I  believe,  the  oldest  existing  journal  of  pharmacy  in  the 
world,  and  from  its  first  hour  until  now  it  has  never  published 
anything  which  could  lead  the  reader  to  imagine  that 
pharmacists  had  any  trade  interests.  Whence  came  this 
high-toned  style?  It  is  not  native  to  the  Americans,  and 
was  assuredly  not  imported  from  this  country.  It  was  no 
doubt  fostered  by  the  Quakers,  who  in  so  many  respects 
gave  Philadelphia  its  character.  In  any  case,  it  may  be 
certainly  agreed  that  no  city  where  English  is  spoken  has 
upheld  so  consistently  the  loftiest  traditions  of  pharmacy.

©tutorial  Comments- 


Higher  Pharmaceutical  Education. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  re-opened  at  Bloomsbnry  Square 
on  Wednesday  in  a  subdued  spirit.  The  event  did  not  reach 
the  traditional  standard  of  gaiety,  the  enthusiasm  savoured 
of  the  olaqi//:,  and  there  was  diminished  attendance  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Society  in  office  or  out  of  it.  Why  was  this  ? 
Perhaps  it  was  because  during  the  past  year  there  have  been 
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public  expressions  of  opinion  within  the  charmed  official 
circle  that  the  school  has  served  its  day  and  might  as  well 
cease  to  be.    We  do  not  share  that  view,  and  wc  believe  it 
will  be  a  bad  day  for  British  pharmacy  when  the  school  is 
closed.     As  pharmaceutical  education  is  at  present,  the 
purpose  of  the  schools  generally  is  to  meet  the  demand  for 
assistance  in  preparing  for  the  examinations,  and  these 
schools  do  not  profess  to  have,  and  do  not  have,  the  facilities  for 
educating  or  training  those  who  want  something  more  than 
that  or  who  have  the  ability  to  go  further.  We  say  this  with 
all  respect  to  metropolitan  and  provincial  schools;  indeed, 
the  principals  of   these  will,  we  believe,  go  with  us  in 
saying  that  in  every  school  there  are  young  men  whom 
they  would  desire  to  reserve   as   students  for   a  more 
prolonged  period  of  training  than  the  Minor  course  affords. 
Arid  while   the   principals   would   delight  to  foster  the 
development  of  these  above-the-average-men,  they  would 
be  compelled  by  the  exigencies  of  business  to  abandon  the  . 
idea  of  undertaking  the  labour  of  love.    One  could  not  help 
noticing  on  Wednesday  that  those  who  sat  on  the  students' 
benches— mostly  last  session's  men — looked  exceptionally 
smart  fellows — "  brainy,"  as  the  Americans  say,  and  cultured. 
There  are  others  of  the  same  stamp  in  pharmacy,  and  we 
claim  for  them,  if  they  desire  it,  a  leisurely  course  of  instruc- 
tion in  a  school  with  historic  associations  and  men  of  the 
highest  calibre  as  professors  who  are  placed  beyond  the 
immediate  worry  of  making  the  school  pay.    Frequently  it 
has  been  pointed  out  in  these  pages  that  the  maintenance  of 
a  standard  of  qualification  sufficient  to  continue  the  annals 
of  British  pharmaceutical  research,  and  the  provision  of  a 
body  of  men  well  qualified  to  serve  the  British  public  as 
chemists  and  druggists,  are  objects  somewhat  dissociated 
from  each  other.  The  trend  of  business  at  the  present  time — 
commercially  and  politically — demands  that  the  supply  of 
chemists  and  druggists  should  not  be  impeded  by  imposing 
upon  the  candidates  educational  conditions  more  suited  for 
the  higher  sphere  of  practice.    That  has  been  recognised  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  from  the  beginning ;  the  State 
emphasised  it  by  selecting  the  Minor  examination  as  the 
qualification  for  chemists  and  druggists,  and  we  are  now,  or 
may  shortly  be,  threatened  by  the  Poisons  Committee  with 
another  and  lower  standard  for  registration.    Surely,  then, 
it  is  not  well  to  neglect  the  claims  of  higher  education  for 
the  few  who  may  maintain  the  level  of  pharmaceutical 
knowledge  amongst  us.    Business-men  in   the  retail  and 
wholesale  sections  of  the  trade  know  that  work  for  the 
improvement  of  preparations  must  be  done  by  the  younger 
generation,  as  the  details  of  business,  keenness  of  com- 
petition, and  the  ever-increasing  expenses  account,  demand 
the    closest    attention    from    those    at    the    receipt  of 
custom.     On  the   scientific  side,  we  need  the  best  men 
to  train  the   more  able  and  ambitious  of  the  younger 
generation,  and  Professor  Wynne,  in  his  address,  indicated 
several  directions  in  which  pharmacists  will  yet  require  to 
advance.    For  the  higher  education,  with  its  concomitant  of 
post-graduate  research,  the  School  of  Pharmacy  is  prac- 
tically the  only  provision  in  this  country,  and  it  deserves  to 
be  regarded  in  a  more  friendly  spirit  by  the  members  of  the 
Society.    It  was  a  happy  idea  which  called  upon  Professor- 
Wynne  to  deliver  the  inaugural  address  this  week.    He  has 
for  more  than  a  decade  been  regarded  in  scientific  circles  as 
one  of  the  ablest  chemists  in  the  country.    As  he  told  the 
meeting  on  Wednesday,  his  first  five  years'  experience  of 
chemistry  was  obtained  in  a  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  and 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  welcome  him  back  to  our  ranks  again  and 
to  the  premier  position  in  pharmaceutical  chemistry.  His 
address  shows  the  right  spirit  and  the  power  to  give  students 
insight  into  the  significance  of  things.    May  the  demand  for 


higher  education  in  our  ranks  be  such  as  to  keep  him  long 
amongst  us  as  a  fellow-worker ! 


Ipecacuanha. 

The  chemistry  of  ipecacuanha  is  at  present  receiving  ex- 
ceptional attention  in  Germany,  which  is  justified  by  the 
medicinal  importance  of  the  drug  and  the  results  obtained 
byj  its  investigators,   who,    so    far,   are  closely  following 
the  lines  of  the  two  chemists,  Paul  and  Cownley,  who  have 
modernised  our  literature  on  this  subject,  and  the  results  of 
their  work  may  Vie  regarded  as  undisputed.    The  last  two 
numbers  of  the  ArnJiiv  der  Phnrmnzie  (1902,  5  and  6)  contain 
an  exhaustive  resume  of  recent,  work  on  ipecacuanha  by. 
Frerichs  and  Do  Fuentes  Tapis.    A  detailed  account  of  the 
alkaloids  is  given,  and  also  short-  accounts  of  all  the  recently 
suggested  processes  for  the  assay  of  the  root.    As  a  natural 
sequence,  the  authors  show  that  those  processes  which  do 
not  agree  in  theory  with  such  work  on  the  properties  of  the 
alkaloidsas  is  now  undisputed  must  be  abandoned  as  incorrect 
and  valueless.  Amongst  such  processes  is  the  official  one  of  the 
Deutsche  Arzneibuch  IV.,  which  is  based  on  Keller's  principle 
of  liberating  the  alkaloids  by  imeans  of  caustic-soda  solu- 
tion and  extracting  with  a  mixture  of  ether  and  chloroform, 
and  finally  titrating  the  alkaloids  with  iodeosin  as  an  indicator. 
The  solubility  of  cephaeline  in  soda  solution,  which  fact 
Paul  and  Cownley  established,  causes  the  retention  of  a 
portion  of  this  alkaloid,  with  a  corresponding  shortage  in 
the  results.  The  Swedish  Pharmacopoeia  also  adopts  Keller's 
process  in  principle,  using  soda  to  liberate,  pure  ether  as 
solvent,  and  hajmatoxylin  as  indicator  in  the  titration.  The 
same  objection  naturally  applies  here.    The  Japanese  Phar- 
macopoeia, on  the  other  hand,  uses  a  process  depending  on 
the  final  titration  with  Mayer's  reagent.    With  this  and  the 
allied  processes,  not  only  is  time  an  objection,  but  especially 
is  the  dubiety  of  the  "  precipitating  ratio,"  as  we  may  caU 
it.    According  to  Zenoffsky,  1  c.c.  of  decinormal  solution  of 
Mayer's  reagent  corresponds  to  0  0189  gr.  of  alkaloid,  whilst 
Mayer  gives  the  figure  as  0  02332  gr.,  both  in  the  light  of 
Paul  and  Cownley 's  work  being  mere  guesses,  since  the 
emetine  "  of  Mayer  is  now  known  to  be  a  mixture  of  three 
distinct  bodies.    Perhaps  the  best  illustration  of  the  various 
results  is  in  the  following  statement : —

The  clearing- up  of  these  discrepances  is  freely  attributed  to 
the  early  researches  on  the  properties  of  the  three  alkaloids 
by  Paul  and  Cownley.  The  fact  that  psychotrine  is  insoluble 
in  ether,  but  soluble  in  chloroform,  means  that  an  ether- 
extraction  excludes  this  alkaloid,  but  its  apparent  inertness 
renders  this  unimportant,  and  the  estimation  of  the  emetine 
and  cephaeline  is  regarded  as  sufficient  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses. The  process  approved  by  the  authors,  then,  is  as 
follows  :  Six  grams  of  finely  powdered  root  is  well  shaken 
in  a  dry  vessel  for  an  hour  with  60  grams  of  ether  and  5  c.c. 
of  solution  of  ammonia  or  5  c.c.  of  a  30-per-cent.  solution  of 
sodium  bicarbonate.  Ten  cubic  centimetres  of  water  is 
added,  the  ether  separated,  and  50  grammes  of  the  latter 
is  evaporated  to  half  its  volume.  The  ether  is  then  ex- 
tracted with  10  c.c.  of  decinormal  hydrochloric  acid  and 
washed  twice  with  10  c.c.  of  water.  Sufficient  water  to 
make  up  100  c.c.  is  added,  and  a  very  small  quantity  of 
ether,  and  the  titration  is  effected  with  decinormal  alkali 
and  iodeosin.    The  value,  0  0241.  is  taken  as  the  value  in 
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grams  per  cubic  centimetre  of  decinormal  solution,  being  the 
mean  of  the  values  for  the  two  bases.  An  alternative  gravi- 
metric method  is  given,  but  the  slight  decomposition  during 
drying  is  here  to  be  noted.  Numerous  comparative  figures 
are  stated,  and,  incidentally,  we  may  note  that  many  results 
given  for  natural  roots  up  to  33  per  cent,  appear  to  us 
abnormally  high.  Further,  we  must  again  insist  that  total 
alkaloid  standards  for  ipecacuanha,  in  view  of  the  facts  that 
Brazilian  ipecacuanha  is  alone  official,  and  that  the  Cartagena 
kind  is  deficient  in  emetine,  should  not  be  encouraged.  In 
fact,  it  is  as  necessary  that  valuation  of  ipecacuanha  should 
depend  upon  emetine-content  as  the  valuation  of  cinchona 
does  upon  quinine-content.  It  may  be  that  there  are  circum- 
stances in  which  Cartagena  ipecacuanha  is  preferable  to  the 
Brazilian,  but  the  fact  we  have  to  deal  with  now  is  that  the 
Brazilian  has  been  preferred  for  us,  and  that  is  the  basis  of 
judgment. 


An  Anti=Vivisectionist  Attack. 

This  month's  Contemporary  Review  contains  a  clever 
article  by  the  Hon.  Stephen  Coleridge,  in  the  form  of  '-an 
open  letter  to  the  Registrar-General" — of  England  and 
Wales,  we  find,  but  there  are  other  two  officials  of  that 
name  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  letter  is  an  amusing 
attack  upon  Mr.  Stephen  Paget  and  Dr.  Noel  Paton,  the 
writers  of  the  article,  "  Experiments  on  Animals,"  in  the  new 
edition  of  the  "  Encyclopaedia  Britannica."  Mr.  Coleridge 
takes  the  Registrar-General's  annual  statistics  in  regard  to 
deaths  from  diphtheria,  diseases  of  the  thyroid  body,  and 
other  maladies  now  cured  by  new  methods  resulting  from 
experiments  on  animals,  and  asks  the  Registrar-General  if  his 
tables  for  the  death-rates  from  these  diseases  are  not  quite 
absurd.  Mr.  Coleridge's  way  of  putting  the  matter  is 
effective.  Thus,  in  regard  to  diphtheria,  which  has  been 
treated  by  the  serum-method  since  the  end  of  1894,  he  gives 
the  annual  death-rate  per  million  persons  since  1880.  The 
following  is  our  selection  : —

The  deaths  from  thyroid  diseases  are  equally  curious.  Mr. 
Paget  and  Dr.  Paton  remark  in  their  article  "  now  with  little 
bottles  of  tabloids,  men  and  women  [suffering  from  myx- 
cedema]  are  restored  to  health."  The  thyroid  treatment  was 
introduced  in  1891,  consequent  upon  experiments  on  animals 
by  Sir  Victor  Horsley  and  others.  The  following  shows  the 
numbers  of  deaths  in  England  and  Wales  for  five  years  before 
that,  and  the  last  five  years  of  the  decade  in  the  new  era : —

There  is  much  more  argument  of  this  nature  in  the  letter, 
and  we  daresay  Mr.  Paget  and  Dr.  Paton  will  endeavour  to 
show  Mr.  Coleridge  where  he  is  wrong. 


DRUG-TRAVELLERS. 

The  Lancet  ventilates  a  complaint  from  one  of  its  medical 
readers  as  to  the  number  of  commercial  travellers  sent  round 
by  wholesale  druggists.  It  is  suggested  that  the  advisory 
circular  be  worded  "  Mr.  will  call  on  the  inst.  to 


show  certain  new  preparations,  and  is  not  allowed  to  press 
for  or  even  take  orders."  Our  contemporary  points  out  that 
the  system  of  employing  "  drummers  "  would  be  dropped  if 
it  were  not  found  to  pay.  It  may  also  be  added  that  a 
good  many  medical  men  are  glad  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
inspecting  new  goods,  and  that  the  higher  class  of  prac- 
titioners do  not  stock  drugs,  consequently  have  no  need  to 
be  pressed  for  ordeis. 

NURSERY  HAIR-LOTION  LABELS. 

In  our  issue  of  September  6  we  informed  a  correspondent 
that  a  nursery  hair-lotion  label  which  he  submitted  to  us  did 
not  require  a  stamp,  as  nits  and  parasites  are  not  considered 
to  be  a  malady.  The  following  week  another  correspondent 
sent  us  a  label  which  he  had  submitted  to  the  Inland  Revenue 
Department,  and  in  this  the  word  "  parasites  "  was  erased  in 
order  that  the  label  would  be  freed  from  liability  to  duty. 
The  authorities  have  changed  their  view  of  the  matter  now. 
Mr.  G.  F.  Merson,  of  Messrs.  Wilkinson  Simpson  (Limited), 
has  sent  copies  of  a  label  and  carton  for  nursery  hair-wash 
to  Somerset  House.    The  wording  is  as  follows  : — 

Nurse  Ethel's  nursery  hair-wash.  |  For  the  immediate  destruc- 
tion of  parasites  and  nits  so  frequently  found  in  the  heads  of 
children.  |  Directions  for  use  :    (Other  wording  follows.) 

These  have  been  returned  marked  "  Not  liable  to  duty." 

THE  APPRENTICE-DIFFICULTY. 

In  a  recent  article  on  pharmaceutical  education  in  Canada 
(C.  $•  B.,  September  6,  page  427),  Mr.  Thomas  Maben  told 
how,  in  Ontario,  he  had  met  with  what  he  considered  "  the 
nearest  approach  to  an  ideal  system  for  the  training  of  phar- 
macists "  he  had  ever  seen.  And  yet  it  appears  as  though 
the  Canadian  youth  did  not  rush  to  the  pharmaceutic  fold, 
for,  according  to  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Journal, 
"  the  apprenticeship-question  is  rapidly  reaching  an  acute 
condition  throughout  the  province."  The  -cry  on  all  hands 
is  for  apprentices,  and  the  College  register  attests  the  fact 
that  the  complaint  accurately  indicates  existing  conditions. 
The  higher  standard  of  qualification  now  required  for  regis- 
tration is,  according  to  our  Canadian  contemporary,  the 
cause  of  this  apprentice-famine  ;  but  the  improved  condition 
will  more  than  compensate,  in  the  Journal's  opinion,  for  this 
temporary  lack  of  labour.  Keep  up  the  standard  and  all 
will  be  well  in  a  year  or  two,  is  the  advice  to  harassed 
Canadian  brethren,  who  may  likewise  snatch  whatsoever 
comfort  they  can  from  the  fact  that  the  record  class  has 
been  attained  at  the  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  this 
session.  On  the  opening-day  147  applications  for  seats  were 
in  the  hands  of  the  Registrar,  142  being  the  previous 
maximum. 

NAMING  A  PROPRIETARY. 

The  Lancet  reproduces  the  labels  of  an  influenza-cure  sold 
by  Messrs.  Kempthorne,  Prosser  &  Co.'s  New  Zealand  Drug 
Company  (Limited),  Wellington,  N.Z.,  in  which  the  words 
"  Introduced  and  prescribed  by  Sir  William  Broadbent,  M.D.. 
F.R.C.P.,  F.R.C.S.,  F.R.S.,  LL.D.,  Physician  Extraordinary  to 
H.M.  the  Queen,  Physician  in  Ordinary  to  H.R.H.  the  Prince 
of  Wales  "  occur  beneath  the  title  "  The  Lancet  Influenza- 
cure."  Sir  William  Broadbent  naturally  objected  to  such 
unauthorised  use  of  his  name  as  "  a  fraud  upon  the 
public  and  a  gross  insult,"  and  Messrs.  Kempthorne, 
Prosser  &  Co.  reply  that  a  former  manager  got  up 
the  preparation  from  a  prescription  copied  from  the 
Lancet,  and  that  they  will  destroy  all  the  printed  matter 
objected  to.  Sir  Wm.  Broadbent  also  complains  that  in  an 
advertisement  of  Kutnow's  powder  in  the  Philadelphia 
Medical  Bulletin  his  name  appears  as  endorsing  the  value  of 
the  salt,  and  he  adds  that  such  endorsement  is  particularly 
unfortunate,  as  he  has  never  ordered  a  single  dose  of  the 
remedy,  but,  on  the  contrary,  frequently  points  out  that  the 
habitual  use  of  such  aperients  is  often  most  injurious.  The 
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editor  of  the  Bulletin  (Dr.  J.  V.  Shoemaker),  who  is  now  in 
London  on  a  holiday,  says  he  will  see  that  the  use  of  Sir 
AVilliam's  name  is  corrected  as  soon  as  he  returns.  We  need 
hardly  add  it  is  well  understood  in  this  country  that  the  use 
of  a  medical  man's  name  in  connection  with  a  proprietary 
medicine  is  quite  unjustifiable  unless  permission  is  previously 
obtained. 

HOMEOPATHIC  MEDICINES. 

In  replying  to  a  correspondent  who  last  week  complained 
that  some  homoeopathic  medicines  designated  with  the 
names  of  poisons  are  sold  without  a  poison-label,  Dr.  Pope 
calls  attention  to  a  Privy  Council  letter  dealing  with  the 
point.  The  letter  to  which  Dr.  Pope  refers  does  not  deal 
specifically  with  homoeopathic  medicines.  It  is  the  letter 
which  Sir  John  Simon,  then  head  of  the  Medical  Department 
of  the  Privy  Council,  wrote  in  reply  to  "A  '  case  '  raising 
points  submitted  to  the  Privy  Council  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  legal  advice  and  opinion  "  shortly 
after  the  1868  Act  came  into  force  (sec  C.  <5'  D.,  April  15, 
1869,  and  "  Pharmacy  and  Poison  Laws,"  pages  90-91).  Sir 
John  Simon's  letter  was  reprinted  in  the  Monthly  Homceo- 
path  ic  Review  for  May,  1869,  page  315,  with  the  following 
opening  and  closing  remarks  : — 

The  loose  manner  in  which  poison  is  employed  in  the  Pharmacy 
Act  has  occasioned  no  small  inconvenience  to  allopathic  as  well  as 
homoeopathic  chemists.  To  obviate  the  difficulties  which  have 
arisen,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  presented 
a  case  setting  forth  the  points  involved. 

We  apprehend  that  dilutions  of  scheduled  drugs  not  containing 
a  deadly  or  dangerous  proportion  of  the  drug  would  be  regarded  in 
the  same  light  as  the  paregoric  lozenges.  If  so,  our  chemists  will 
not  be  interfered  with  by  the  proper  working  of  the  Act. 

Homoeopathic  medicines  are  exactly  on  the  same  footing 
as  other  medicines  containing  poisons.  We  do  not  think 
that  the  Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Act  would  apply,  as  a 
correspondent  suggests.  Purchasers  of  homoeopathic  medi- 
cines buy  them  well  knowing  that  in  some  dilutions  the 
presence  of  the  active  ingredient  is  not  provable  by  chemical 
analysis,  so  that  they  are  not  prejudiced  by  getting  something 
too  weak  for  inclusion  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.

British  Congo  Thaders  Fined. — British  houses  trading 
in  the  French  Congo  territory  have  been  compelled,  Keuter's 
Liverpool  representative  learns,  to  cable  to  their  agents 
to  stop  trading  altogether.  They  have  been  fined  heavily  for 
buying  produce  from  the  natives,  though  such  transactions 
have  been  conducted  by  the  same  firms  in  the  same  district 
for  about  half  a  century.  The  latest  fine  reported  is  in  the 
case  of  the  Liverpool  firm  of  Hatton  &  Cookson,  who  have 
been  mulcted  in  a  penalty  of  over  20,000f.  for  having  paid 
to  the  natives  for  their  produce  higher  prices  than  customary. 

German  Chemical-trade  Failure. — Reuter's  correspon- 
dent at  Mannheim  telegraphs  that  the  auditing  of  the  books 
of  the  Rheinau-Mannheim  Chemical-industry  Joint-stock 
Company  showed  that  the  company  had  for  many  years 
been  worked  at  a  loss,  the  deficiency  having  been, 
concealed  by  means  of  false  entries.  The  share  capital, 
amounting  to  2^  million  marks,  is  practically  lost.  The 
company  has  filed  a  declaration  in  bankruptcy.  The 
Frankfurter  Zeitung  publishes  a  telegram  from  Mann- 
heim stating  that  the  petition  in  bankruptcy  filed  by  the 
Rheinau-Mannheim  Chemical-industry  Joint-stock  Company 
has  been  granted.  Herr  Henninger.  assistant-director  of  the 
company,  and  Herr  Joseph  A.  Boehm,  the  first  director,  have 
been  apprehended.  An  examination  of  the  company's 
affairs  has  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  further  defalcations. 
It  appears  that  the  directors  sold  to  some  banking-houses 
transfers  to  the  value  of  about  500,000m.  on  a  New  York 
banking-firm  with  which  the  company  had  business  con- 
nections, without  the  company  having  had  an  equivalent 
amount  to  its  credit  at  New  York.

Trade  Law. 

What  is  Corn-flour  ?— This  question  came  before  the  Ken- 
sington Magistrates  on  September  23.  A  grocer  was  summoned 
for  selling  as  corn-flour  a  preparation,  known  as  "  Renvylina," 
containing  100  per  cent,  of  rice-starch.  The  solicitor  for  the  pro- 
secution contended  that  corn-flour  should  be  the  flour  of  Indian 
corn  or  maize  ground  fine,  aud  Mr.  C.  E.  Cassal,  the  borough 
analyst,  gave  a  positive  opinion  to  the  same  effect.  In  cross- 
examination  it  was  stated  that  Brown  &  Poison's  corn-flour  is 
prepared  by  Poison's  1854  patent  from  maize,  whilst  Colman's 
corn-flour  is  made  from  rice.  Several  works  were  quoted  to  show 
that  corn-flour  could  be  either  maize  or  rice-starch,  but  Mr. 
Cassal  said  he  did  not  agree  with  the  definitions.  Messrs.  Brown 
&  Poison's  manager  said  his  firm  had  never  used  rice  in  making 
corn-flour,  but  the  original  patent  might  have  included  the  use  of 
that  form  of  starch.  Dr.  G.  L.  Teed,  for  the  defence,  said  he  had 
traced  the  meaning  of  the  word  "corn-flour"  as  used  in  this 
country.  The  first  reference  he  found  was  in  the  report  of  tho 
Jurors  at  the  1851  Exhibition,  where  "corn-flour  as  understood 
in  the  United  States,  commonly  called  1  corn-meal,' "  was  men- 
tioned. Poison's  patent  was  for  "  a  production  of  starch,  more 
particularly  from  Indian  corn  or  rice,"  but  in  1861  a  disclaimer 
for  the  use  of  rice,  on  the  ground  that  rice  had  been  used  before, 
was  entered.  The  word  was  defined  in  the  "  New  English  Dic- 
tionary," with  quotation  that  showed  that  in  America  for  corn-flour 
was  intended  Indian  corn,  but  in  England  the  flour  of  any  cereal. 
A  grocer's  traveller  was  also  called  to  show  that  the  article  gene- 
rally known  in  the  grocery-trade  as  corn-flour  was  made  of  edible 
starch  from  maize  or  rice.  The  Magistrates  decided  that  a  person 
asking  for  corn-flour  does  not  expect  to  get  100  per  cent,  of  pure 
starch,  and  fined  the  defendant  10?.    Notice  of  appeal  was  given. 

Su  jar  in  Condensed  Milk. — Judgment  was  given  in  this 
test-case  (see  C.  &  D.,  August  23,  page  359,  and  C.  &  D., 
August  30,  page  384)  by  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  at  Clerkenwell  on 
September  27.  The  summons  was  against  a  Pinsbury  grocer 
for  selling  condensed  skimmed  milk  containing  44-"74  per  cent.  o£ 
cane  sugar.  Mr.  D'Eyncourt  remarked  that  in  the  course  of  the 
evidence  it  was  proved  by  eminent  medical  authorities  that  the 
use  of  skimmed  condensed  milk  was  extremely  prejudical  to  the 
feeding  of  infants.  It  was  contended  that  when  a  purchaser 
demanded  condensed  milk,  he  or  she  expected  to  get  milk  mixed 
with  sugar.  There  had  been  no  evidence  to  satisfy  him  that 
there  was  such  an  expectation.  One  gentleman,  Mr.  Lehmann, 
called  for  the  defence,  was  a  manufacturer,  and  gave  his  views  on 
the  subject,  and  views  which  to  the  Magistrate's  mind,  carried 
great  weight  as  a  practical  man.  Mr.  Lehmann,  before  the  Royal 
Commission,  expressed  the  view  that  skimmed  milk  could  be  pre- 
pared as  condensed  milk  without  sugar,  but  in  that  court  he 
modified  that  view,  and  said  that  skimmed  milk  could  not  be  so 
prepared  as  to  be  a  commercial  success.  Assuming,  however,  that 
skimmed  milk  without  sugar  would  not  commercially  be  a  success, 
that  would  not,  the  Magistrate  held,  be  sufficient  defence  under 
sub-section  I.  of  Section  6  of  the  Adulteration  of  Food  Act.  The 
Act  had  nothing  to  do  with  what  was  a  commercial  success  or 
failure,  and  he  held  that  there  was  in  this  case  a  prejudice  to  the 
purchaser.  There  certainly  had  been  no  evidence  before  him  to 
show  that  a  purchaser  of  condensed  milk  expected  sugar  in  the 
quantity  contained  in  this  particular  instance.  He  had  not  found 
any  case  which  absolutely  bore  upon  this  prosecution.  The  mar- 
malade case  had  been  quoted,  but  it  did  not  directly  apply.  That 
clearly  was  a  compound  article,  whereas  in  this  case  there  had 
been  no  attempt  to  take  advantage  of  the  section  dealing  with 
compound  articles.    This  condensed  milk  was  a  natural  product. 

|  He  proposed  to  inflict  a  nominal  penalty  of  10s.,  and  granted 
15?.  15s.  costs.  He  was  willing  to  grant  a  case.  Mr.  F.  W.  Beck 
(who  appeared  for  the  defence)  said  he  would  take  one  on  the 
points  that  there  was  no  specific  demand  for  an  article  of  any  par- 
ticular quality,  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  sale  to  the  pre- 
judice of  the  purchaser,  and  also  as  to  the  Magistrate's  finding 
regarding  the  preparation  of  the  article.

|  10  New  Cavendish  Street,  W.,  as  a  housekeeper,  brought  an  action 
to  recover  5?.  6s.  4r7.,  being  a  month's  salary  and  board  in  lieu  of 
notice.  The  plaintiff  stated  that  she  had  been  engaged  by  Mr. 
W.  Martindale  as  housekeeper  at  the  business  premises  where  the 
assistants  lived.  At  the  time  of  the  engagement  she  mentioned 
to  Mr.  Martindale  that  she  had  a  son,  and  asked  if  there  would  be 
any  objection  to  him  coming  to  see  her.  He  said  none.  In  April 
she  told  Mrs.  Martindale  that  the  place  was  too  hard,  and  gave  a 
month's  notice  to  leave.  Mrs.  Martindale  next  morning,  having 
ascertained  that  a  man  had  been  living  in  the  house  for  a  week, 
taxed  plaintiff  with  the  matter,  and  she  explained  that  it  was  her 
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son.  Mrs.  Martindale  insisted  upon  plaintiff  leaving  at  once.  At 
this  point  the  Judge  said  the  plaintiff  might  be  entitled  to 
21.  18s.  4f?.,  being  a  month's  wages,  but  could  not  recover  21.  8s. 
for  her  month's  board ;  the  latter  part  of  the  claim  was  accordingly 
abandoned.  For  the  defence  Dr.  Martindale  said  that  former 
housekeepers  had  not  been  allowed  to  have  sons  or  other  relations 
living  in  the  house,  and  he  considered  it  highly  improbable  that  his 
father  had  given  the  plaintiff  permission.  After  further  evidence 
his  Honour  gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  smaller  sum,  on 
the  ground  that  she  was  entitled  to  a  month's  notice. 


Bankruptcies  ano  ^failures. 


.  Be  Frederick  H.  Bowman,  39  Victoria  Street,  Westminster. — 
The  creditors  met  on  October  2  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court. 
The  accounts  show  total  liabilities  12,528?.  (unsecured,  8,371?.), 
and  assets  1,846?.  In  the  absence  of  any  offer  the  case  was  left 
with  the  Official  Receiver  to  be  wound  up  in  bankruptcy. 

Be  Wilfrid  Lean,  24  Port  Street,  Evesham,  Chemist  and 
Aerated-water  Manufacturer. — The  creditors  of  this  debtor  met  at 
Worcester  Bankruptcy  Court  on  October  1.  The  statement  of 
affairs  showed  gross  liabilities  amounting  to  2,826?.  13s.  5(7.,  of 
which  2,650?.  18s.  11(7.  was  expected  to  rank,  assets  2,157?.,  leaving 
a  deficiency  of  493?.  17s.  10r?.  In  explaining  the  causes  of  his 
failure,  debtor  said  that  he  paid  300?.  too  much  for  the  business. 
He  also  estimated  that  he  lost  about  200Z.  in  clearing  off  his  stock 
of  grocery,  which  he  purchased  at  the  time  of  taking  to  the  busi- 
ness. He  had  to  incur  loans  to  provide  plant,  See.,  owing  to  lack 
of  capital.  The  immediate  cause  of  his  failure  was,  however,  the 
cold  summer.  The  Official  Receiver  states  that  debtor,  in  April, 
1897,  acquired  the  business  of  a  chemist,  grocer,  and  mineral- 
water  manufacturer  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Humphrey.  The  ingoing 
valuation  was  1,095?.  16s.  2d.,  towards  which  debtor  contributed 
40?.  His  father  advanced  500?.  by  loan  at  3£  per  cent.,  600?.  of 
the  purchase- money  being  allowed  to  remain  as  a  loan  at  5  per 
cent.  Both  these  amounts  formed  part  of  the  present  liabilities. 
Debtor  made  subsequent  applications  to  others  of  his  friends  for 
pecuniary  assistance,  and  he  now  owed  them  (including  the  above) 
1,740?.  Between  October  and  December,  1901,  debtor  had 
recourse  to  loan-offices,  receiving  cash-advances  of  447?.  5s.  in  con- 
sideration of  promissory-notes  for  604?. ;  218?.  is  due  in  respect  of 
these.

At  the  meeting  held  at  the  Edinburgh  Hotel,  St.  Leonards, 
on  the  evening  of  September  25,  there  were  three  subjects 
put  down  on  the  paper,  as  follows  :  (1)  "  Chemists'  Titles  and 
a  Proposed  Test-case,"  (2)  "  Shall  we  Join  the  Federation  ?  " 
and  (3)  "  Alliance  with  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association." 
Mr.  F.  Rossiter  (the  President)  was  supported  by  Messrs. 
J.  F.  Harrington  (of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council),  A.  C. 
Tharle,  C.  R.  Steedman,  John  Smith,  E.  Ripley,  A.  E. 
Bolshaw,  H.  C.  Edwards,  Sidney  Smith,  T.  G.  Batting, 
Ewbank  Smith,  &c.    The  Chairman  opened 

The  Discussion  on  Titles. 

He  remarked  that  they  had  fortunately  in  their  own  ranks 
as  a  member  of  the  local  Association,  a  gentleman  (Mr.  John 
Smith)  who  was  a  member  of  the  Federal  body,  and  had 
taken  an  active  and  prominent  part  in  its  formation,  and 
had,  indeed,  been,  as  was  stated  on  high  authority,  a  "tower 
of  strength  "  to  that  organisation.  He  had  also  exhibited 
great  energy  and  ability  in  arranging  for  the  establishment 
of  the  local  Association,  and  by  his  spirited  action  had 
largely  assisted,  with  others,  in  bringing  the  Association  to 
its  present  satisfactory  condition.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Mr.  John  Smith  submitted  the  following  resolution  :— 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  meeting,  activity  in  the  direction  of 
endeavouring  to  obtain  fresh  legislation  to  remove  existing  ano- 
malies in  pharmacy-laws  would  more  effectually  serve  the  interests 
of  registered  chemists,  and  at  the  same  time  protect  the  public, 
than  an  effort  to  proceed  by  means  of  a  test-case,  the  sole  object 
of  which  should  be  to  restrict  the  use  of  chemists'  titles  to  regis- 
tered persons. 

It  was  to  him  clear  that  the  decision  of  the  House  of  Lords 
on  the  appeal  was  a  definite  judgment.  It  decided  that 
prior  to  the  Act  of  1868  companies  of  individuals  trading  as 
chemists  and  druggists  were  outside  that  Act,  and  if  these 
companies  could  so  act  before  1868,  they  could  so  act  now. 
To  attempt  a  test-case  would  be  knocking  the  head  against 
the  wall,  for  he  felt  they  could  not  get  a  footing  in  the 
courts  of  law.  It  was  true  that  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  a 
hard-headed  and  clear-headed  Scotsman,  contended  at  the 
Conference  that  the  House  of  Lords'  decision  should  be 
regarded  as  a  mere  obiter  dictum — a  "  by-the-way  "  kind  of 
observation ;  but  he  (Mr.  Smith)  was  against  him  in  that 
conclusion.  It  was  only  by  strong  and  united  efforts  as  an 
organised  body  that  chemists  and  druggists  could  secure 
fresh  legislative  powers  to  remove  existing  anomalies  and 
inequalities,  and  he  urged  them  to  adopt  that  course,  and 
not  to  try  a  test-case. 

The  Chairman  said  they  were  pleased  to  have  such  an 
explanation  of  the  matter  from  Mr.  Smith,  and  he  was  sure 
they  would  also  like  to  hear  a  few  words  from  Mr.  Harring- 
ton, whom  he  was  glad  to  see  with  them  that  evening.  At 
Dundee  the  whole  subject  was  well  threshed  out,  and  he 
thanked  Mr.  Smith  for  having  so  ably  given  them  the  gist 
of  the  whole  matter.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  resolution  he  con- 
sidered very  much  to  the  point. 

Mr.  Harrington  (who  was  cordially  received)  said  that, 
being  on  a  visit  to  St.  Leonards,  he  was  glad  to  look  in  and 
see  them.  Thanks  to  the  healthy  and  invigorating  air  of 
St.  Leonards,  he  was  now  much  better  in  health  than  when 
he  came,  for  he  was  almost  deprived  of  articulate  voice, 
but  had  speedily  recovered  during  his  first  visit  to  their 
pleasant  resort.  (Applause.)  As  regards  the  discussion 
before  them,  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Smith  that  it  would  be  a 
hazardous  business  to  attempt  a  test-case  under  existing 
conditions.    The  special  point  had  been  tried  some  years 


ago,  was  given  against  them,  and  it  was  not  likely  to  be 
revoked  now.  He  considered  Mr.  MacEwan  had  touched  the 
case  very  nicely  at  the  Conference,  and  had  made  a  stronger 
presentation  of  it  than  his  opponents.  He  was  in  sympathy 
with  the  resolution  before  them. 

Mr.  Tharle  was  also  in  favour  of  the  resolution,  and 
believed,  if  chemists  and  druggists  would  support  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  by  becoming  members,  they  would  get 
such  united  and  concerted  action  as  would  go  far  to 
secure  the  demands  they  would  have  to  make  to  Parliament. 

The  resolution  was  then  put  to  the  meeting,  and  carried 
unanimously. 

Federation  and  Deb^ence. 

Discussions  then  took  place  about  the  Association  joining 
the  Federation  and  also  being  in  alliance  with  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  and  ultimately  it  was  decided  to  join 
the  Federation  and  to  subscribe  to  the  Drug-trade  Appeal 
Fund. 


West  Riding  Federation. 

A  meeting  of  representatives  of  West  Riding  Associations  of 
Chemists  and  Druggists,  convened  by  the  Dewsbury  Associa- 
tion, was  held  at  the  Church  House,  Dewsbury,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  September  30,  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
forming  a  Federation  of  West  Riding  Associations.  Six  out 
of  eight  Associations  had  intimated  their  approval  of  the 
scheme — viz.,  Bradford,  Barnsley,  Huddersfield,  Halifax, 
Wakefield,  and  Dewsbury.  The  following  representatives 
were  present :  Bradford,  Messrs.  Waddington  and  Silcock  ; 
Barnsley,  Messrs.  Billington  and  Rigby ;  Huddersfield, 
Messrs.  Walshaw  and  Stevens  ;  Wakefield,  Mr.  Pollard ;  and 
Dewsbury,  Messrs.  Gledhill  (President)  and  Broadhead,  with 
Mr.  Walker  acting  as  Secretary.  Other  members  of  the 
Dewsbury  Association  took  a  silent  part  in  the  proceedings. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Billington,  Mr.  Walker  stated  that 
Sheffield's  reason  for  not  joining  in  the  scheme  was  that 
they  did  not  believe  in  a  multiplicity  of  organisations. 
Leeds  promised  support,  but  did  not  wish  to  formally  join 
the  Federation.  He  explained  how  the  scheme  had  originated 
on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  W.  Stead,  who  thought  that  a 
federation  would  be  a  most  helpful  institution. 

Mr.  Stead  then  defined  the  objects  of  the  Federation  as 
follows.  To  promote  the  simultaneous  discussion  of  all  im- 
portant matters  affecting  the  trade,  with  a  view  to  arriving 
at  a  more  unanimous  and  consolidated  opinion  with  regard 
thereto,  and  securing  united  action  in  any  steps  it  may  be 
considered  desirable  to  take,  with  the  object  of  furthering 
the  interests  of  the  trade  at  large.  He  suggested  that  a 
Council  of  two  representatives  from  each  affiliated  Associa- 
tion should  be  appointed,  with  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who  should  retire  annually.  The 
ordinary  meetings  of  the  Federation  should  take  place 
quarterly,  and  special  meetings  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Council,  or  upon  the  written  requisition  of  any  affiliated 
Association. 

After  discussion,  Mr.  Rigby  moved,  and  Mr.  Walshaw 
seconded,  that  a  federation  be  formed,  under  the  title  of 
the  "West  Riding  Federation  of  Chemists'  Associations." 
This  was  carried  unanimously.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  objects  of  the  Federation  should  be  those  suggested 
by  Mr.  Stead. 

Mr.  Waddington  moved  that  Associations  of  fewer  than 
twenty-five  members  should  appoint  two  members,  over 
twenty-five  and  under  fifty  three,  and  over  fifty  four,  one 
representative  from  each  Association  to  retire  annually,  but 
be  eligible  for  re-election,  and  the  Council  to  elect  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  and  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Mr. 
Stevens  seconded,  and  the  resolution  was  carried  unani- 
mously. 

It  was  f  urther  agreed  that  each  Association  should  appoint 
two  delegates  to  the  Federation  meetings  to  be  held  in 
October  and  April,  the  October  meeting  to  be  the  annual 
one.  The  meetings,  both  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Federa- 
tion, are  to  be  held  in  such  towns  as  the  Council  may  decide 
upon,  the  first  annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  Bradford  on 
October  28.  The  annual  subscription  was  fixed  at  10s.,  15s., 
and  1?.,  in  proportion  to  the  representation,  the  Council  to 
have  power  to  impose  a  levy  to  meet  expenses  not  covered  by 
the  ordinary  subscriptions.   This  was  all  the  business

Homoeopathic  Medicines. 

Sir, — If,  as  you  say,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  difficulty 
is  to  prove  the  presence  of  a  poison — say,  for  instance,  arsenic 
— in  a  given  solution,  I  think  it  behoves  the  trade  to  see  that 
the  above  matter  is  dealt  with  under  the  Sale  of  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act.  The  experience  of  Mr.  Woolls,  of  Margate, 
published  in  this  week's  issue  of  the  C.  §  B.,  for  selling 
mineral  waters  labelled  "  potash  and  lithia  water  "  containing 
no  potash  or  lithia  is  sufficient  ground  for  chemists  to  look 
around  to  detect  analogous  lines.  Nothing  could  be  more 
damaging  to  business  than  to  be  convicted  for  such  an 
offence,  and  for  my  own  protection  I  shall  in  future  place  a 
"  poison  "  label  on  homoeopathic  goods  containing  a  scheduled 
poison.

Sir,- — I  see  in  your  issue  of  to-day  an  inquiry  regarding 
the  legality  of  the  sale  of  preparations  of  certain  drugs,  in 
order  to  prescribe  them  homceopathically,  and  hence  known 
as  homoeopathic  medicines.  The  difficulty,  as  suggested  by 
the  Pharmacy  Act,  to  which  Mr.  Laycock  gives  expression, 
has  been  felt  from  the  date  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  coming  into 
force.  In  the  twelfth  volume  of  the  Monthly  Homoeopathic 
Review,  page  523  (September,  1868),  appears  an  article 
descriptive  of  the  Act,  and  referring  to  this  very  difficulty. 
In  the  October  number  (page  621)  is  a  report  of  a  meeting 
of  medical  men  and  homoeopathic  chemists,  held  at  the 
Homoeopathic  Hospital,  Great  Ormond  Street,  to  consider 
the  questions  which  had  created  anxiety.  At  this  meeting 
reference  was  made  to  an  article  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  for  September,  going  thoroughly  into  the  questions 
at  issue.  At  the  same  time  the  Society  directed  their 
solicitors  to  prepare  a  case  for  presentation  to  the  Govern- 
ment. Mr.  Simon's  reply  to  this,  dated  March  6,  1869, 
appears  in  the  M.  H.  R.  for  May,  1869  (page  315).  Mr. 
Simon's  reply  has  always  seemed  to  me  to  be  sufficient  for 
all  purposes.

The  Federation  and  "Pirates." 

The  following  correspondence  has  been  sent  to  us  for 
publication.  A  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Federation 
containing  the  first  reference  to  this  matter  was  printed  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  August  23,  and  reprints  of  the

Dear  Sirs, — At  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Federation 
held  in  Dundee  last  month,  the  enclosed  sheets  were  sub- 
mitted by  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  business. 

The  coloured  sheet,  evidently  intended  for  the  perusal  of 
the  general  public,  was  taken  from  one  of  your  retail 
packages  ;  the  other  from  the  advertisement-pages  of  a  trade 
journal. 

We  are  instructed,  by  a  unanimous  meeting,  to  draw 
your  attention  to  the  sweeping  nature  of  the  charges  made 
upon  the  honesty  of  the  general  drug-trade,  in  the  sheets 
referred  to,  especially  in  those  paragraphs  marked. 

We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  printed  matter  such  as 
this,  scattered  broadcast  amongst  retailers  and  consumers, 
does  not  tend  to  increase  that  good  feeling  which  it  is  the 
aim  of  all  manufacturers  to  cultivate  in  their  dealings  with 
those  who  distribute  their  goods,  and  we  would  be  glad  to 
know  that  you  have  discontinued  publication  of  the  objec- 
tionable paragraphs.

Gentlemen, — Your  letter  of  the  4th  September,  advising  us 
of  a  resolution  passed  by  your  Association  on  the  15th  August  , 
has  been  laid  before  us. 

We  do  not  know  what  allegations  were  made  to  your 
Association  by  the  chemist  you  mention,  but  it  is  evident 
that  hi  some  way  your  members  have  been  misled.  We  may 
say  at  once  that  we  have  never  made  any  "  sweeping  charges 
upon  the  honesty  of  the  general  drug-trade." 

On  the  enclosures  you  send  us  the  following  paragraphs 
are  marked,  presumably  by  the  chemist  in  question — i.e.,  on 
our  advertisement-page  bearing  the  title  "  Pirates." 

*  *  *  We  have  become  more  or  less  used  to  imitators,  and 
when  the  thing  is  done  right  handsomely  it  almost  seems  like  a 
compliment ;  but  to  be  a  compliment  it  should  certainly  be  free 
from  the  semblance  of  fraud.  "  Me  too  "  has  ever  been  the  motto 
of  trade  pirates,  and  of  those  who  have  lost  their  grip,  and  of  those 
who  never  deserved. 

Then  following  after  the  anecdote  of  the  mountain  howitzer 
donkies : — 

*  *  *  Legitimate  business  warfare  may  be  engaged  in  with 
satisfaction,  and  we  heartily  applaud  all  new  improvements  and 
legitimate  enterprises  from  whatever  source  they  come  ;  but  who 
could  desire  to  have  trade  "  jackasses  "  precipitated  upon  them  as 
competitors  ? 

*  *  *  The  substitution  of  a  stone  when  asked  for  bread  was 
one  of  the  earliest  arts  of  knavery ;  but  this  never  won  faith  or 
honour.  The  modern  substitutor  of  crude  medicines  to  increase 
his  profits  shrinks  not  from  injuring  both  physician  and  patient. 

After  reference  to  prosecutions  for  infringements,  &c.  :— 

*  *  *  Those  who  wilfully  trespass  upon  our  rights,  but 
cunningly  evade  the  liabilities  of  the  law,  we  shall  expose  to  the 
ignominy  they  so  justly  deserve. 

And  on  the  circular  bearing  the  title  "  Special  Caution." 

It  has  been  reported  to  us  that  serious  inconvenience  to 
physicians  and  danger  to  their  patients  have  resulted  from  the 
substitution  of  crude  and  impure  imitations  for  the  genuine 
"  Tabloid  "  brand  products.  Even  our  labels  and  packages  have 
in  some  cases  been  cunningly  imitated  for  the  purpose  of  decep- 
tion. 

*  *  *  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  make  certain  that  substi- 
tutes are  not  supplied.  Any  cases  of  attempted  substitution  should 
be  reported  to  us.    *  *  * 

Beneath  the  picture  representing  a  doubtful  character

attempting  to  gather  other  men's  fruit,  the  following 
quotation  is  marked  with  triple  emphasis  : — 

Blind  not  thine  eyes  !  Behold  and  beware !  That  sneaksome 
Imp  o£  Darkness  ever  practiseth  deceit  and  piracy.  He  substi- 
tuted falsehood  for  truth,  and  remaineth  conscienceless  in  all  his 
doings,  and  lurketh  to  take  advantage  when  no  man  looketh — 
Guard  ye  well  against  his  cunning  lest  ye  be  taken  unawares. 

The  following  paragraph  in  our  advertisement  is,  however, 
not  marked  : — 

*  *  *  Those  who  have,  through  inadvertence,  trespassed  upon 
our  rights,  and  who  have  made  the  amende  honorable  when  wo 
have  called  their  attention  to  the  trespass,  we  acquit  of  all  wrong 
intent,  and  can  but  respect  their  frankness  and  honesty  of  purpose. 
Everyone  is  liable  to  tread  unwittingly  upon  the  rights  of  his 
fellow-men,  but  an  honest  man  is  ready  to  admit  his  fault  and 
relieve  his  conscience.  Wilful  trespassers,  who  persist  in  wronging 
us,  and  thereby  render  themselves  liable  under  the  law,  we  have 
punished  and  shall  punish  with  the  utmost  severity. 

There  ought  to  be  no  possible  misconception  or  misunder- 
standing about  our  words  ;  they  are  clear  and  specific.  We 
denounce  pirates  and  piracy,  substitutors  and  substitution. 
Where,  may  we  ask,  are  the  "  sweeping  charges  against  the 
general  drug-trade  '.'  "  Every  honest  chemist  is  interested 
in  the  exposure  of  unfair  trading — pirates  and  substitutors 
are  his  worst  enemies.  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,  Sep- 
tember 6,  1902,  says :  "  All  self-respecting  chemists  will 
agree  that  '  substituting '  tradesmen  are  unfair  dealers." 
The  Anti- Cutting  Record,  September,  1902,  says:  "There 
can  be  no  two  opinions  about  the  fraudulent  imitation  of  a 
trade-mark,  or  the  wilful  substitution  of  one  article  for 
another  without  the  buyer's  knowledge  or  consent.  Every 
honest  man  admits  readily  that  it  is  wrong ;  a  .fraud  upon 
the  owner  of  the  article  imitated,  and  an  injustice  to  the 
person  upon  whom  the  fraud  is  perpetrated." 

Fortunately,  the  great  bulk  of  the  commerce  of  the  Empire 
passes  through  the  hands  of  men  whose  honesty  and  integrity 
are  never  doubted ;  while  those  who  resort  to  piracy  and 
substitution  represent  only  an  inferior  minority,  who  seek 
to  pilfer  the  fruits  of  other  men's  labour. 

The  honest  chemist  supplies  genuine  goods,  but  has  to 
encounter  the  unfair  competition  of  the  substitutor  who 
supplies  a  base  imitation  at  a  lower  price.  It  cannot  be  that 
any  of  your  members  would  resort  to  the  practice  of  piracy 
or  substitution,  or  to  any  practices  so  closely  resembling 
them  that  they  cannot  distinguish  the  difference.  How, 
then,  can  any  of  your  members  be  affected,  except  bene- 
ficially, by  our  "cautions"  to  medical  men  and  their  patients, 
causing  them  to  be  careful  to  go  only  to  respectable  estab- 
lishments where  they  will  be  certain  to  get  genuine  products 
as  prescribed,  and  where  no  attempts  will  be  made  to  palm 
off  on  the  patient  something  different  from  that  which  the 
physician  has  ordered. 

It  is  the  custom  of  railway  companies  to  post  up  con- 
spicuously in  their  stations  warning  notices,  "Beware  of 
pickpockets,"  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  passengers  from 
robbery.  We  have  never  heard  of  travellers  resenting  such 
warning  notices  or  regarding  them  as  reflecting  upon  honest 
men.  The  few  who  object  to  such  notices,  or  who  attempt 
to  remove  them,  are  those  whose  business  is  adversely 
affected  by  the  warning,  and  neither  the  railway  companies 
nor  honest  passengers  are  very  sorry  if  these  few  feel  injured 
or  indignant. 

The  chemist  who  felt  so  grievously  hurt  by  our  warning 
circulars,  and  laid  his  woes  before  your  members,  may  be  a 
well-meaning  individual,  and,  furthermore,  so  innocent  that 
he  knows  naught  of  sinfulness  in  this  wicked  world.  There 
are  persons,  too,  so  hypersensitive  and  self-conscious  that 
they,  without  reason,  imagine  themselves  accused  of  wrong- 
doing.   "  Why  hasten  to  accuse  thyself  and  thy  brethren  ?  " 

If,  as  stated  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  report  of 
your  meeting,  a  certain  chemist  does  remove  the  warning 
circular  from  every  package  of  our  products  he  sells,  he  must 
naturally  expect  his  customers  to  draw  their  own  conclusions 
as  to  his  motives  for  so  doing. 

We  have  devoted  our  lives  to  the  creation  of  certain  brands 
of  products,  and  have  expended  our  substance  and  unremitting 
labour  in  research  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  them.  By 
merit  we  have  earned  the  confidence  reposed  in  these  b.i  ands 
by  the  medical  profession  and  the  trade.  These  brands  are 
title-deeds  to  our  property—  our  estate.  This  estate  has  been 
wantonly  invaded  by  those  who  seek  to  reap  where  they  have 


not  sown.  We  repel  the  trespassers  with  a  strong  hand,  and 
sound  a  note  of  warning  to  our  friends.  Is  there  a  man 
worthy  of  the  name  who  would  not  resist  to  the  utmost  the 
ruthless  invader  of  his  sacred  rights  ? — and  we  should  indeed 
be  wanting  in  honour  and  manliness  if  we  failed  to  protect 
those  who  place  their  trust  in  us,  and  rely  on  our  products 
with  abiding  faith. 

In  case  any  of  your  members  arc  under  the  delusion  that 
the  practice  of  substitution  does  not  exist,  we  quote  for  their 
information  the  following  document  *  as  an  example  of  the 
need  for  our  "  caution"  circulars. 

If  you  grant  that  these  indefensible  practices  of  piracy 
and  substitution  exist  amongst  a  certain  class  of  chemists, 
might  we  not  suggest  that  your  Association  should  co-operate 
with  us  in  denouncing  those  who,  by  their  misdeeds,  bring 
discredit  upon  an  honourable  trade  and  profession  ? 

Medical  societies  recognise  that  some  members  of  the 
medical  profession  are  guilty  of  quackery,  malpractice,  and 
crime.  These  Societies  promptly  denounce  such  offences, 
and  endeavour  to  clear  their  ranks  of  the  "black  sheep," 
making  it  plain  to  the  world  that  they  have  no  sympathy 
with  wrong-doing.  To  wink  at  or  cover  up  such  offences 
would  be  as  fatal  as  to  conceal  cases  of  plague  until  a  whole 
community  is  affected. 

A  well-known  pharmaceutical  chemist  spoke  with  truth 
and  courage  at  the  recent  Annual  Congress  of  the  Royal 
Institution  of  Public  Health.    He  said  : — 

Charles  Kingsley  led  a  crusade  against  "  cheap  clothes  and 
nasty."  We  want  a  new  prophet  to  preach  that  cheap  drugs  are 
nasty.  The  ordinary  principles  of  commercial  competition  are  not 
applicable  to  the  weapons  with  which  physicians  fight  disease. 
Only  in  the  last  resort  should  standards  be  maintained  by  penal 
proceedings.  For  the  wilful  adulterator,  the  miscreant  who,  for 
the  sake  of  a  little  profit,  would  jeopardise  the  sick  man's  chance 
of  life,  the  laws  of  England  provide  no  adequate  penalty  (hanging 
being  a  merciful  form  of  death). 

It  is  hoped  that  no  one  who  feels  shocked  by  the  "  gentle 
hint "  of  this  chemist  will  allege  that  this,  too,  is  a  "  sweep- 
ing charge  made  upon  the  honesty  of  the  general  drug- 
trade."  We  are,  indeed,  very  sorry  your  Association  have 
been  so  seriously  misled,  and  trust  that  at  the  next  meeting 
they  will  unanimously  pass  a  resolution  disapproving  of 
pirates  and  piracy  and  substitutors  and  substitution,  and 
thus  render  a  real  service  to  the  general  drug-trade.

Nor  was  Faraday  Irish. 

Sir, — The  letter  by  Mr.  John  Austen  in  your  last  issue 
with  reference  to  the  Faraday  reminiscence  furnishes  dates 
and  particulars  which  prove  conclusively  that  the  Faraday 
family  are  not  of  Scottish  origin,  and  I  think  I  may  venture 
to  say  neither  are  they  Irish  ;  there  is  no  evidence  known  to 
that  effect.  The  name  Michael  is  the  patronymic  of  the 
Hartwells,  as  Richard  is — or  rather  was— of  the  Faraday s. 
In  the  fourteenth  century  there  was  a  royal  race  of  Faradys, 
kings  of  Grenada.  After  the  conquest  by  Ferdinand  and 
Isabella  in  1492  the  branches  of  the  royal  race,  with  the 


*  Reference  is  here  made  to  the  High  Court  case,  in  which 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  were  the  plaintiffs,  reported 
by  us  on  August  30.  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady's  perpetual 
injunction  was  in  the  following  terms  : — ■ 

"  This  Court  doth  order  and  adjudge  that  the  defendant,  his 
servants  and  agents,  be  perpetually  restrained  from  in  any  manner 
passing  off,  or  enabling  or  assisting  others  to  pass  off,  any  medical 
preparation  not  of  the  manufacture  of  the  plaintiffs  as  or  for  a 
medical  preparation  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  from  selling,  or  offering 
or  exposing  or  advertising  for  sale,  or  procuring  to  be  sold,  any 
such  preparation  as  aforesaid  under  the  name  of  '  Sulphonal  Tab- 
loids,' or  under  any  other  name,  which  by  colourable  imitation 
thereof  or  otherwise  is  calculated  to  represent  or  lead  to  the  belief 
that  such  preparation  is  a  preparation  of  the  plaintiffs,  and  from 
selling  or  supplying  any  such  preparation  as  aforesaid  in  response 
to  orders  for  '  Sulphonal  Tabloids,'  or  for  a  preparation  of  Bur- 
roughs Wellcome  &  Co.,  or  in  the  plaintiffs'  bottles  bearing  their 
label  and  trading  style,  and  from  in  any  manner  infringing  the 
plaintiffs' registered  trade-mark,  '  Tabloid,'  No.  36,154.  And  it  is 
ordered  that  the  defendant  do  pay  to  the  plaintiffs  the  sum  of  857., 
being  the  agreed  amount  of  the  damage  sustained  by  the  plaintiffs 
and  for  their  costs  of  this  action." 
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nobles  and  many  of  the  leading  inhabitants,  were  dispersed 
over  Europe.  There  is  a  wonderful  resemblance  in  the 
characteristics  of  the  Moors,  as  given  by  Prescott,  the 
historian,  and  those  of  Faraday,  as  given  by  Tyndall.  I  am 
well  aware  of  the  tradition  that  the  Faradays  came  from 
Ireland,  but  it  seems  to  me  probable  that  the  original 
tradition,  filtering  through  so  many  generations,  would  take 
colour  from  the  surroundings,  and  unconsciously  lead  to 
error ;  that  the  progenitor  came  over  the  sea  would  be  taken 
to  mean  the  sea  visible  from  the  hills  near  Clapham,  which, 
of  course,  is  the  Irish  Sea.  The  earliest  record  of  the 
Faradays  known  is  in  the  register  at  Clarmam  (a  birth),  as 
follows,  in  the  original  latinity  : — 

Willielmus  fus  Bichardi  ffaraday  de  Keasden  ob  Junii  1708.

Asarabacca. 

.  Sir, — In  your  reply  to  "  X.  R.  A."  (65/9)  in  to-day's 
issue  of  the  C.  $  P.,  you  say  that  you  do  not  know  what 
"  Afarabacca  "  is.  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggesting  that  it 
stands  for  "  Asarabacca  "  (Asaruni  europceum),  used  as  a  snuff 
by  herbalists,  there  being  given  with,  it  as  part  of  treatment, 
20-  to  30-minim  doses  of  tincture  of  valerian,  three  or  four 
times  daily  for  certain  forms  of  temporary  blindness.  One 
of  the  old  bottles  in  our  premises  is  labelled,  "  P.  asari 
cornp.,"  but  I  can  find  no  recipe  for  it,  and  the  bottle  is 
empty.  It  may  or  may  not  be  the  P.  asarabacca?  co.  of  Gray's 
"  Supplement."  I  think  the  old  cephalic  snuff  (Collins)  might 
be  this  preparation.  Yours  faithfully,

The  Plague  of  Flies. 

Sir, — The  jottings  on  "  Musca  domestica  and  other  flies  " 
contributed  by  Mr.  Goodwin  Mumbray  are  undoubtedly 
interesting,  but  surely,  "  when  biological  science  is  doing  so 
much  to  elucidate  the  theory  of  life,"  it  is  undesirable  to 
obstruct  this  good  work  by  describing  as  "  flies  "  such  varied 
insects  as  ants,  locusts,  wasps,  cocci,  and  bees.  According 
to  11  biological  science,"  the  term  "  flies  "  belongs  only  to 
that  order  of  insects  possessing  two  wings — the  order 
Diptera — to  which  none  of  the  above-named  insects  belongs. 
Such  insects  as  dragon-flies,  butterflies,  and  Spanish  flies 
are  no  more  "flies"  than  a  crayfish  is  a  fish.  The  jottings 
on  usefulness  are  somewhat  misleading.  To  give  the  flies 
the  credit  of  devouring  the  carcasses  of  horses  is  as  absurd 
as  to  blame  the  butterflies  for  the  loss  of  cabbages  eaten  by 
caterpillars.  All  flies  have  a  mouthpiece  adapted  only  for 
piercing,  sucking,  or  lapping,  so  any  vulture-like  cravings 
would  have  to  be  appeased  by  liquid  foods  only.  Conse- 
quently their  usefulness  for  converting  dead,  putrid  matter 
into  living  matter  is  small.  Attracted  by  moist  surfaces  of 
sores  and  wounds,  by  stable  refuse,  by  perspiring  skin,  by 
jam,  honey,  milk,  jellies,  syrups,  &c,  the  dead,  putrid  matter 
is  conveyed  to  living  matter  in  an  unconverted  state,  and  the 
harm  they  do  is  much  more  in  evidence  than  their  useful- 
ness. Diptera  do  very  little  towards  supplying  man  with 
food.  Their  energies  are  oftener  directed  in  the  opposite 
direction,  and  they  do  their  utmost  to  limit  the  supply  of 
dainty  dishes  to  man's  luxurious  table  by  the  indirect 
method,  whicli  I  suppose  refers  to  their  larval  existence. 
That  locusts  have  become  the  food  of  man  is,  indeed,  an 
alarming  jotting.  Is  not  the  edible  locust  of  vegetable 
origin?  Does  not  the  locust-tree  (Ceratonia  Siliqm)  still 
supply  "  locusts  "  to  latter-day  saints  as  it  did  to  Biblical 
personages  ?  Yours  faithfully,

I  think  such  straightforward  dealing  on  the  part  of  manu- 
facturers worthy  of  note.

New  Remedies  and  Counter-prescribing. 

Sir, — The  popularity  of  the  chemist  as  a  prescriber  is  not 
due  alone  to  the  modesty  of  his  fees ;  he  knows  the  nature 
of  the  materia  medica  he  recommends  or  dispenses,  and  he 
does  not  live  in  a  perpetual  state  of  experiment,  ending  in 
agnosticism.  No  one  would  be  found  to  deny  the  great 
progress  made  in  surgery,  and,  in  a  few  directions,  in  medi- 
cine, but  with  the  introduction  of  new  drugs  and  chemicals — 
chiefly  synthetical  compounds  made  in  Germany — no  practi- 
tioner has  time  to  observe  for  himself  the  therapeutic  value 
of  any  one.  The  new  medical  practitioner  has  lost  his  old 
faith  (if  he  ever  had  any)  in  the  remedies  employed  by  a 
previous  generation,  and,  accepting  as  gospel  the  latest  pro- 
nouncement of  foreign  schools,  finds  the  new  drugs  frequently 
superseded  and  described  either  as  useless  or  dangerous.  When 
introduced  they  are  vaunted  as  great  discoveries,  and  backed 
by  some  eminent  professor  whose  experiments  are  wholly 
inadequate  to  prove  anything  for  or  against  them.  The  bent 
of  his  studies  is  in  the  direction  of  preventive  medicine, 
and  he  dislikes  dispensing  drugs  in  which  he  has  no  confi- 
dence. Is  it  surprising  that  the  public  should  prefer  pre- 
scribers  without  recognised  qualifications,  but  with  daily 
experience  of  the  class  of  ailments  for  which  they  are  able 
to  supply  remedies  of  proved  value  1  If  any  chemist  who 
refuses  to  prescribe  doubts  this,  let  him  look  through  his 
stock  and  estimate  the  present  value  of  drugs  and  chemicals 
he  has  been  compelled  to  order  to  enable  him  to  dispense 
one  or  two  prescriptions.

Legal  Queries. 


81/9.  N.  B.  P. — The  reply  to  "St.  Mungo  "  last  week 
applies  to  you,  but  we  shall  reply  more  fully. 

73/45.  Subscriber. — The  curds  are  outside  the  restrictions 
of  the  Dentists  Act. 

81/12.  Compensation. — There  is  no  general  standard  of 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  two  fingers.  The  matter  is  one 
for  mutual  agreement. 

75/16.  Plate  Glass. — A  plate-glass  insurance  entered  into 
by  your  predecessor  and  an  insurance  company  cannot  b  e 
transferred  to  you  without  the  sanction  of  the  company,  and 
if  this  has  not  been  done  you  cannot  be  indemnified  by  th  e 
company  for  breakage  done  while  the  premises  are  in  your 
possession. 

80/10.  Mareella. — It  is  perfectly  legal  to  sell  a  mole- 
catcher  whom  you  know  \  oz.  of  strychnine  to  be  used  by 
him  in  his  business.  The  sale  must  be  registered  in  the 
ordinary  manner,  but  the  strychnine  need  not  be  coloured. 
Registered  chemists  and  druggists  are  entrusted  with  the 
sale  of  poisons  in  order  that  due  precautions  shall  betaken 
to  ensure  that  the  poisons  are  handed  over  for  legitim  ate 
purposes.  In  Australia  pounds  of  strychnine  are  sold  at  a 
time  for  rabbit-killing. 

82/43.  S. — (1)  Stamped  packets  of  pills  are  permitted 
by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  be  opened,  and  the  con- 
tents retailed  in  pennyworths,  provided  the  pills  so  sold  are 
not  put  in  a  box  or  other  enclosure.  In  most  cases  we  should 
think  this  is  bad  business  for  the  retailer.  If  people  feel 
that  advertised  specialities  will  do  them  good,  they  should 
pay  the  price  for  them,  and  should  not  be  encouraged  to  try 
pennyworths.  (2)  The  next  time  you  write  on  more  than 
one  subject  use  as  many  pieces  of  paper  as  subjects,  or  at 
least  do  not  write  on  both  sides  of  one  sheet.  This  is  worse 
than  pennyworths  of  "patents." 

82/8.  Physics. — Upwards  of  two  years  ago  our  corre- 
spondent coined  a  word  as  the  trade-name  of  an  article,  and 
advertised  the  article  locally  under  the  name,  but  did  not 
register  the  word.    He  has  now  been  advised  by  a  firm  that 
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they  have  registered  the  same  name  for  a  similar  article,  and 
request  him  to  stop  using  it.  If  he  can  prove  using  the  name 
prior  to  their  registration  of  it,  can  they  prevent  him  from 
continuing  its  use  ?  ["  Physics  "  lost  his  opportunity  when 
the  owners  of  the  trade-mark  applied  for  its  registration. 
The  only  course  by  which  he  can  establish  his  right  to  the 
word  is  by  motion  in  the  High  Court  to  have  the  register  of 
trade-marks  corrected  by  the  removal  of  the  word.  This 
would  be  a  costly  business,  involving  the  production  of 
evidence  and  employment  of  good  counsel.  The  cost  may 
be  anything  over  100^.,  and  it  does  not  follow  that  "  Physics  " 
would  be  successful.]

J.  L. — Try  hydrogen-peroxide  solution  to  remove 
the  Stain  on  the  Turkey  Carpet  made  by  metol-and-hydro- 
quinone  solution.  Use  it  weak  to  begin  with,  lest  the  green 
colour  of  the  carpet  is  also  destroyed.  The  part  should 
afterwards  be  thoroughly  soaked  in  cold  water  and  the  ap- 
plication repeated.  Failing  the  hydrogen  peroxide,  try 
sulphurous  acid  or  an  acidulated  solution  of  sodium  bi- 
sulphite. 

72/58.  /.  C.  H. — We  have  no  further  information  on  the 
matter.  The  process  is  probably  the  subject  of  a  patent ;  if 
so,  we  may  give  more  information  soon. 

69/49.  Student  and  several  other  correspondents  write 
without  observing  the  rules.

— There  is  no 
great  secret  in  this.  Make  a  solution  of  permanganate  of 
potash,  2  dr.  to  1  gal.,  and  add  3  oz.  of  hydrochloric  acid. 
Having  washed  the  sponges  well,  dip  them  in  the  perman- 
ganate-bath for  ten  seconds  or  more,  then  rinse  well  in  plain 
water.  The  sponges  have  rather  a  pale  look  after  this  treat- 
ment, but  the  colour  may  be  improved  by  immersing  in  a 
solution  of  carbonate  of  potash,  4  oz.  to  1  gal.  of  water. 

81/20.  Minor. — Please  state  what  the  objections  are  to 
the  formulas  for  quinine  pessaries  ?  Quinine  hydrochloride 
is  usually  employed. 


64/72.  Skins. — To  Dye  Sheep-skins  Black  it  is  customary 
to  give  first  a  bath  of  walnut-bark  decoction,  but  you  may 
omit  that,  and  use  the  following  process :  Make  a  bath, 
consisting  of  1  lb.  of  camwood  and  1  lb.  of  copperas,  in 
5  gals,  of  water;  heat  up  to  about  200°  F.,  and  work  the 
skins  in  this  for  an  hour,  maintaining  the  temperature  ;  then 
withdraw  the  heat,  and  allow  to  remain  for  twelve  hours. 
Drain  and  rinse  the  skins  with  clean  water,  and  steep  for 
1|  hour  in  a  logwood  bath  (1  lb.  to  the  gal.),  and  finally  in 
a  solution  of  copperas  (|  lb.  to  4  gals.).  Allow  it  to  remain 
in  this  for  an  hour,  then  drain,  rinse,  and  dry  in  the  air.  The 
skin  after  this  may  require  to  be  treated  with  sal  ammoniac. 
For  Brown  Dye  first  steep  the  skin  in  a  solution  of  alum 
and  common  salt,  2  oz.  of  the  former  and  1  oz.  of  the  latter 
to  a  quart  of  water ;  then  pass  through  a  bath  of  logwood, 
with  a  very  little  green  copperas.

By  A  Ebsident  in  China. 


IF  hope  for  the  future  be  memory  of  the  past  reversed  in  the 
sense  of  a  complete  change  in  the  course  of  events,  there 
may  be  hope  for  the  successful  operation  of  the  revised 
version  of  existing  Anglo-Chinese  treaties  which  is  said  to 
have  been  concluded  by  Sir  J.  Mackay. 

The  history  of  the  treaties  of  Nankin  (1842),  Tientsin 
(1858),  Pekin  (1860),  the  Chefoo  Convention  (1876),  and  the 
Inland  Waters  Navigation  Eegulations  of  1897,  is  a  very 
consistent  record,  and  plainly  shows  that  the  Chinese  Impe- 
rial Government  never  intended  to  observe  one  single  article 
of  any  of  them,  unless  compelled  by  the  display  or  exercise 
of  superior  force. 

.  If  this  be  doubted,  the  confirmation  can  be  seen  in  Eitel's 
"  History  of  Hong-Kong,"  and,  indeed,  in  any  of  the  number- 
less publications  on  the  subject  of  the  China  trade.  Much 
night-oil  and  many  reams  of  paper  have  been  expended  in 
recording  the  history  of  our  commercial  relations  with  China, 
but,  so  far  as  one  can  see,  it  is  labour  wasted  and  bitter  ex- 
perience gained  for  naught  if  the  methods  of  our  Foreign 
Office  in  dealing  with  the  Chinese  Government  at  the  pre- 
sent time  are  any  criterion. 

Two  or  three  instances  will  suffice  to  show  the  unchange- 
able attitude  of  the  Imperial  Chinese  Government. 

Sir  H.  Pottinger,  who  had  been  a  great  success  while 
conducting  military  operations,  was  decidedly  outmatched 
in  his  negotiations  over  the  Treaty  of  Nankin,  and  within 
four  months  of  its  formal  signature  by  the  high  contracting 
parties  was  the  recipient  of  an  edict  from  the  Emperor 
quietly  ignoring  the  treaty,  and  setting  forth  the  principle 
on  which  the  Celestial  Dynasty  acted  in  ''governing  all 
foreigners  without  the  pale  of  the  Middle  Kingdom." 

If  this  be  considered  ancient  history,  it  was  repeated  last 
year  by  the  Empress  Dowager,  who,  after  her  diabolical 
attempt  to  murder  all  foreigners  in  China  had  failed,  Pekin 
having  been  captured,  and  she  had  fled  to  escape  just  punish- 
ment, returned  to  Pekin  in  her  own  time,  and  then  calmly 
invited  the  ladies  and  children  of  the  Legations  to  see  her 
so  that  she  might  bestow  not  presents  but  rewards ;  and  the 
Chinese  character  used  for  this  word  was  the  one  that  would 
be  used  in  bestowing  a  reward  on  a  rebellious  vassal  who 
had  returned  to  his  allegiance.  The  edict  of  the  Chinese 
Emperor  of  1842  is  exactly  paralleled  by  the  invitation  of 
the  Chinese  Empress  Dowager  of  1901. 

Lord  Elgin,  in  his  dealings  with  the  Chinese  in  nego- 
tiating the  Tientsin  Treaty,  was  not  the  only  representative 
of  Great  Britain  affected  with  a  misconception  of  the  real 
character  of  the  Manchu  Government. 

The  result  arrived  at  by  all  our  treaties  and  conventions 
has  been  that  foreign  goods  should  be  admitted  into  China 
on  paying  a  fixed  tariff-duty,  to  be  collected  by  the  Chinese 
Imperial  Customs  at  the  port  of  entry.  For  this  purpose  all 
articles  (with  exception  of  opium,  salt,  and  munitions  of 
war)  were  classified,  and  in  most  cases  an  arbitrary  value 
was  affixed,  and  on  this  value  a  5-per-cent.  acl  valorem  duty 
had  to  be  paid.  Up  till  last  year  foreign  medicines  and  pro- 
visions were  admitted  duty  free,  more  by  the  grace  of  the 
Customs  than  by  any  legal  right,  as  it  was  considered  that 
these  were  either  for  consumption  by  foreigners  or  for 
charitable  use  in  hospitals  and  dispensaries.  Owing  to  many 
changes  in  value  of  commodities,  and  especially  owing  to 
the  rise  in  the  gold  price  of  silver  in  recent  years,  11.  worth 
of  goods  landed  in  a  Treaty  port  which  had  to  pay  5  per 
cent,  on,  say,  5  taels,  according  to  the  tariff,  would,  up  to 
the  present  year,  still  pay  on  the  tariff-value  of  5  taels 
when  the  silver  value  of  the  11.  worth  of  goods  would  be 
about  9  taels.  However,  the  Chinese  justly  complained  of 
this,  and  a  revised  valuation  is  operative  based  on  invoice- 
value  and  present  rate  of  exchange,  so  that  all  foreign 
medicines  and  provisions  now  pay  the  5-per-cent.  duty. 

The  proposal  made  to  Sir  James  Mackay,  and  apparently 
agreed  to  by  him,  is  that  the  duty  be  increased  to  15  per 
cent.,  and  in  return  all  transit-dues  and  other  taxes  be 
abolished.  This  is  an  arrangement  that  looks  fair  enough  on 
paper  to  Western  eyes,  but  to  a  man  who  knows  his  China  it 
is  a  bargain  that  makes  for  ironical  laughter.    It  would  seem 


that  we  British  people,  or  our  governors,  cannot  learn  any- 
thing, after  a  hundred  years'  bitter  experience,  of  the  real 
character  of  the  Manchu  Government  of  China. 

The  abolition  of  likin  is  talked  about  as  though  it  were  as 
simple  an  operation  as  the  alteration  or  abolition  of  an 
import-duty  by  a  Western  nation.  This  likin-tax  was  first 
imposed  under  that  name  as  a  war-tax  in  the  fifties, 
ostensibly  to  provide  the  Government  with  funds  to  put  down 
the  Taiping  rebellion.  What  the  Imperial  Government  got 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  this  tax  was  as  much  as  they  could, 
and  what  the  local  officials  got  was  also  as  much  as  they 
could  get,  so  it  became  a  great  institution  with  all  the  lower 
officials  and  the  higher  ones  who  gave  these  lower  ones  their 
positions  for  value  received.  As  a  concrete  instance,  the 
writer  knows  of  an  official  who  paid  300,000  taels  for  his 
tenure  of  office  for  three  years,  his  salary  for  the  same  period 
being  24,000  taels.    He  also  paid  his  own  staff. 

After  the  Taiping  rebellion  was  crushed  by  Gordon,  the 
likin-duty  was  too  firmly  established  to  be  abandoned,  and 
in  1876  by  the  Chefoo  Convention  a  system  was  agreed  to 
on  paper  that  foreign  goods  paying  half  the  import-duty — 
i.e.,  2§  per  cent. — should  go  to  inland  places  of  destination 
free  of  all  inland  dues  whatever.  How  this  engagement  was 
observed  by  the  Chinese  Government  may  be  judged  by  the 
fact  that  it  was  not  until  1896,  or  twenty  years  after,  that 
they  were  forced  to  observe  their  obligations  in  the  letter. 
This  was  done  by  the  steady  pressure  brought  to  bear  by  the 
Hong-Kong  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  energetic  action  by 
agents  directed  by  that  body. 

The  Chinese  Government  were  dislodged,  but  not  defeated  ; 
they  agreed  that  the  trade-centre  of  Wu  Chow  Fu,  186  miles 
from  Canton,  should  be  opened  as  a  riverine  port,  so  that 
goods  could  be  landed  there  on  payment  of  the  5-per-cent. 
duty,  and  2^  per  cent,  for  the  transit-pass  to  free  from  likin 
if  the  goods  were  goinp;  farther  inland  ;  but  this  did  not,  and 
does  not  to  the  present  day,  prevent  Chinese  officials  from 
imposing  and  collecting  other  taxes,  called  "  Loti  Shin,"  or 
growers'  tax,  or  something  else,  so  that  although  foreign 
goods  sent  inland  under  transit-pass  certificates  do  not  pay 
likin,  they  still  pay  that  amount,  or  a  little  more,  under 
some  other  name.  "  A  tax  by  any  other  name  will  do  as 
well"  is  a  motto  steadily  acted  on  by  Chinese  officialdom. 

If  by  the  abolition  of  likin  is  meant  abolition  of  all  charges, 
taxes,  or  duties  on  foreign  goods  contrary  to  treaty  engage- 
ments, then  the  abolition  of  likin  means  also  an  entire  reform 
of  the  system  of  government  now  ruling  in  China,  the  up- 
rooting of  the  vested  interests  of  the  whole  of  the  governing 
classes,  and  a  convulsion  throughout  the  Empire  so  far  un- 
paralleled. If  this  agreement  by  Sir  James  Mackay  is  signed 
and  ratified  it  is  certain  that  the  15  per  cent,  will  be 
collected  ;  it  is  also  equally  certain  that  no  Chinese  official 
will  cease  levying  just  as  much  as  heretofore,  under  some 
pretext  or  other. 

If  the  Maritime  Customs  undertake  the  collection  of  the 
15-per-cent.  duty  they  should  also  undertake  to  see  all  sub- 
ordinate officials  paid  a  fair  salary  and  stop  corruption,  or, 
in  other  words,  undertake  the  civil  government  of  the  Middle 
Kingdom  and  its  400,000,000  of  inhabitants.

ALTHOUGH  trade  is  reported  quiet  in  many  quarters,  th 
fact  remains  that  over  a  thousand  packages  of  crude 
drugs  were  delivered  from  the  warehouses  last  month,  in- 
cluded among  which  were  100  packages  o[  ipecacuanha.  Apart 
from  the  drug-auctions  there  are  few  changes  to  record,  and 
none  of  any  importance.  Japanese  dementholised  peppermint 
oil  has  sold  freely  at  higher  prices  again,  but  American  HGH 
is  a  shade  easier  than  last  week.  Buchu  is  at  famine  rates, 
and  there  is  none  to  be  had.  Spermaceti  is  firmer,  and  it  is 
reported  from  the  United  States  that  refiners  have  sold  well 
ahead.  Gentian  is  also  firmer,  castor  oils  are  easier,  and 
chamomiles  are  lower.  Senega  has  been  in  more  demand  at 
unchanged  to  dearer  rates  on  the  spot,  and  ipecacuanha  has 
been  selling  well  between  the  auctions.  The  failure  of  a  noted 
German  chemical-house  is  a  feature  of  interest  this  week, 
but  it  scarcely  affects  business  on  this  side.  Quinine  has 
been  quiet,  pending  the  result  of  the  Amsterdam  cinchona 
auctions.  The  following  are  the  principal  fluctuations  of  the 
week,  including  those  recorded  at  the  drug-auctions  : —

Hamburg,  October  2: — Lycopodium,  menthol,  wormsecd, 
and  turpentine,  are  all  firmer  on  this  market. 

New  York,  October  2  : — Business  here  is  good.  Opium 
is  firmer  at  $2.75  per  lb.  in  cases  ;  ergot  has  declined  to  32c. 
for  new  crop ;  senega  is  strong,  at  70c.  per  lb. ;  and  damiana- 
leaves  are  firmer,  at  15c.  Peppermint  oil  in  bulk  is  firm,  at 
$2.45  ;  and  for  cod-liver  oil  higher  prices  are  now  wanted — 
namely,  $40  per  barrel.  Oubebs  remain  easy,  at  8c,  and 
balsam  copaiba  has  advanced  to  38c. 

Amsterdam,  October  2 : — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona 
held  here  to-day  6,680  packages  were  offered,  weighing 
563,816  kilos.  Of  this  quantity,  6,360  packages  were  sold  at 
an  average  unit  of  6'80c.  per  half-kilo.,  as  against  4.90c.  per 
half-kilo,  paid  at  the  auctions  on  August  28.  The  following 
were  the  approximate  quantities  of  quinine  purchased  by  the 
principal  buyers  : — The  English  and  American  factories, 
10,115  kilos.';  the  Brunswick  factory,  1,818  kilos.  ;  the 
Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  factories,  2,958  kilos. ;  the 
Frankfort-on-Main  and  Stuttgart  factories,  2.892  kilos.  ;  and 
various  buyers,  8,276  kilos.  The  prices  paid  for  the  manufac- 
turing-bark ranged  from  8c.  to  70jC,  and  druggists'  bark 
from  6c.  to  62c.  per  half-kilo. 


Java  Government  Cinchona. 

The  official  report  on  the  Government  cinchona-plantations  in 
Java  for  the  quarter  ending  June  30  last  refers,  in  the  first  place, 
to  the  great  drought  which  commenced  suddenly  about  the  middle 
of  May,  and  continued  without  interruption  until  the  end  of  June. 
The  dry  weather  had  an  immediate  and  beneficial  effect  on  the 
development  of  the  plants  ;  and  night-frost,  which  generally  occurs 
in  times  of  great  drought,  was  totally  absent.  In  spite  of  these 
favourable  weather-conditions  the  plantations,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  could  not  be  properly  cultivated  owing  to  the  now- 
chronic  lack  of  labour.  This,  naturally,  exerted  a  very  unfavourable 
i  nfluence  on  the  harvest,  so  much  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  period 
under  review  only  about  200  tons  of  bark  had  been  gathered, 
instead  of  the  estimated  750  tons.  This  is  all  the  more  to  be 
regretted  as  the  intense  cultivation  of  the  last  few  years  had  led  to 
an  increase  in  the  available  quantity  of  bark,  and  if  only  a  sufficient 
number  of  labourers  had  been  present  the  estimated  harvest  would 
have  been  greatly  exceeded. 

Of  the  various  insect-pests,  only  Helojtcltis  Bradii  caused  a 
fairly  considerable  amount  of  damage  in  various  plantations  and 
nurseries.  Great  care  and  much  expense  were  devoted  to  the 
nurseries  of  Ledqeriana  and  liobusta  seedlings,  and  of  the  former 
a  large  number  of  well-developed  healthy  plants  are  available  for 
planting  out  in  the  coming  season.  It  was  found  that  only  one 
tree-(No.  14)  could  not  be  propagated  by  seed.  This  tree  had  a 
content  of  quinine  2  21  per  cent.  =  2'b8  per  cent,  sulphate  of 
quinine;  cinchonidine,  8'46  per  cent. ;  cinchonine, plus  amorphous 
alkaloids,  T93  per  cent.,  or  a  total  of  12'60  per  cent.  Artificial 
propagation  of  this  species  was,  however,  most  successful,  and 
grafts  develop  excellently. 


Alcohol. — The  new  spirit  law  which  came  into  operation 
in  Germany  on  October  1  imposes  a  duty  of  about  lin. 
per  kilo.  In  consequence,  German  manufacturing  chemists 
have  been  making  considerable  quantities  of  spirit  of 
camphor,  tinctures,  essences,  &c.,  in  which  spirit  is  used. 
This  will  enable  them  stave  off  paying  duty  for  some  time, 
while  profiting  by  the  increased  cost  of  these  galenicals. 

Aniseed. — The  yield  of  new  Russian  is  reported  to  be 
satisfactory  with  regard  to  quality  and  quantity.  For 
September  shipment  from  Russia  lis.  per  cwt.  is  quoted 
gross  for  net.

— Inquiry  at  the  Foreign  Office  regarding  the 
importation  of  morphine  into  China  reveals  the  fact  that  a 
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duty  of  3  taels  per  oz.  (  =  7s.)  will  be  placed  on  morphine 
when  the  new  tariff-duties  come  into  force  on  October  31. 
The  total  prohibition  of  the  alkaloid  will  not  take  place  until 
the  treaties  drawn  up  by  Sir  J.  Mackay  have  been  ratified 
by  the  Powers.

— Six  cases  of  good  blocky  Siam  pipe  were 
limited  at  121.  5s.  per  cwt. 

Guaiacum. — Only  drossy  and  broken  block  was  disposed 
of,  8hd.  being  paid  for  it ;  for  good  glassy  block  Is.  was 
e  'usud. 

Gum  Arabic. — Fair  Turkey  sorts  have  been  sold  privately 
at  32s.  6d.,  which  price  was  asked  in  auction.  Pale  medium 
to  bold  picked  sold  at  51,  10s.  to  6/.,  and  yellowish  picked 
grain  at  85s. ;  2  cases  pale  picked  Trieste  grain  brought  95s. 
"  without  reserve." 

Honey. — Jamaica  was  about  Is.  dearer,  and  the  offerings 
are  now  considerably  restricted,  as  the  wop  is  practically  at 
an  end.  Fair,  palish,  part  candied  in  cases  sold  at  20s.  per 
cwt.  Darkish  amber  thick  liquid  in  casks,  16s.  6d.  to  18s. ;  pale 
yellow  thick,  17s.  Qd.,  and  low,  12s.  Fine  white  set,  22s.  to 
22s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Ipecacuanha.  —  There  has  been  a  fair  demand  for 
Cartagena  privately,  good  bright  root  having  sold  up  to  4s. 
per  lb.  Last  month  about  100  packages  of  Rio  and  Cartagena 
descriptions  were  delivered  from  the  warehouse,  which 
indicates  that  the  lower  prices  now  ruling  have  induced 
good  business.  In  auction  prices  were  again  lower  for  Rio, 
2d.  to  Old,  per  lb.  less  being  accepted.  The  quality  of  the 
first  40  bales  of  natural  Rio  was,  on  the  whole,  poor,  6 to 
6s.  2d,  being  paid  for  ordinary  lean  to  fair  wiry.  Good 
bold  bright  was  held  at  6s.  Qd.,  a  bid  of  6s.  4c/.  being  refused. 
Of  Cartagena  3  odd  bags  sold  at  3s.  to  3s.  2d.  per  lb.  for 
ordinary  ;  3s.  Id.  was  refused  for  good  average  quality.  For 
East  Indian  7s.  was  wanted,  but  there  were  no  buyers. 

Kamala  was  rather  dearer,  compared  with  the  last  public 
sales  "  without  reserve,"  as  2\d.  per  lb.  was  paid  for  good 
bright  quality. 

Kola. — A  bag  of  dark  natural  West  Indian  sold,  without 
reserve,  at  2\d.  per  lb.,  a  case  of  small  West  India  natural 
at  2\d,,  and  half-barrel  fresh  at  Id,  per  lb. 

Lime-juice. — The  s.s.  Trent  has  arrived  with  569  packages 
from  Dominica.  In  auction  4  packages  unworked  Antigua 
sold  at  Is.  per  gal. 

Liquorice-root. — A  parcel  of  329  packages  Persian 
liquorice  had  been  catalogued  for  sale,  without  reserve,  for 
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account  of  whom  it  may  concern.  It  had,  however,  pre- 
viously been  seized  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Port  of 
London  as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  being  badly  water- 
damaged  and  mouldy,  and  although  the  plea  was  put  forward 
that  the  goods  were  in  transit  for  the  United  States  (where 
large  quantities  are  used  for  sweetening  tobacco),  the  goods 
were  afterwards  condemned  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
who  obtained  an  order  at  the  Thames  Police  Court  for  the 
stuff  to  be  destroyed.  This  was  done  to-day.  Another  lot 
of  830  packages  in  a  similar  condition,  ex  the  same  consign- 
ment, was  catalogued  by  another  broker.  This  was  lying  at 
another  wharf,  and  had  evidently  escaped  the  attention  of 
the  sanitary  officer  of  that  district.  Judging  from  the 
samples  on  show  and  their  rotten  condition,  the  lot  ought 
not  to  have  been  offered  for  sale.  They,  however,  met  with 
a  ready  sale,  one  buyer  securing  100  bales  at  9^.  per  cwt., 
and  the  remaining  730  bales  at  9d.,  subject.  They  were 
bought  with  the  idea  of  utilising  in  cattle-food ;  but  we 
understand  that  the  sanitary  inspector  has  also  seized  this 
parcel.  The  destruction  of  the  lot  referred  to  is  a  rare 
occurrence,  at  this  port.

Smerican  papers. 


THE  following  are  abstracts  of  the  more  interesting  papers 
communicated  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation at  the  meeting  held  in  Philadelphia  last  month  : — 

The  Address  on  Education  and  Legislation 

was  by  Mr.  E.  G.  Eberle,  of  Dallas,  Texas,  Chairman  of  the 
'  Section.    He  contrasted  the  drug-store  of  1852  with  that  of 
to-day.     He    stated,   further,  that    in    the  convention 
'  to '  prepare  the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia  of  1850,  colleges  of 
'  pharmacy  were  for  the  first  time  requested  to  send  delegates 
upon  equal  terms  with  medical  colleges,  for  which  reason 
pharmacists  were  well  represented.    This  was  the  edition  in 
which  fluid  extracts,   seven  in  number,  first  made  their 
appearance ;  the  infusions  and  decoctions  together  numbered 
forty-five.    There  were  then  four  colleges  of  pharmacy  in 
U.S.A.,  and  these  were  practically  night-schools  for  the 
purpose  of  instructing  clerks  and  apprentices.    There  were 
three  pharmaceutical  journals.    The  drug-store  of  to-day  has 
changed  with  the  advancement  in  pharmacy ;  it  is  next  to 
impossible  to  portray  one  that  would  typify  all,  for,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  drug-store  simply  evidences  the  man  of 
the  mortar  and  pestle  within.     The  requirements  have 
changed,  crude  drugs  are  not  now  as  extensively  used,  and 
the  manufactured  article  has  largely  displaced  these.  The 
fact  that  many  men  in  the  drug-business  had  neither  the 
skill  nor  inclination  to  manufacture  preparations  necessary 
for  their  business  led  some  of  the  more  advanced  to  enter 
the  field  of  manufacturing  pharmaceuticals  for  these,  and  so 
itis  that  to-day  we  have  the  large  manufacturing  houses,: 
who  by  close  and  studious  attention  absorb  a  large  portion 
i  of  the  work  which  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  druggist,  and  with  it 
!  some  of  the  profit.    These  are,  however,  only  aids  towards  1 
bringing  about  specialisation,  which,  in  conjunction  with 
combination  is  the  spirit  of  the  times ;  and  if  we  view  the 
.  different  classes  of  drug-stores  we  can  see  by  analysis  that 
specialisation  has  not  yet  progressed  to  its  limit.    We  may 
prepare  for  drug-stores  where  drugs,,  toilet  and  sundry 
!  articles  are  sold,  and  pharmacies  where  prescriptions  are 
compounded,  analyses  and  examinations  are  made  for  the 
i  physician,  and  medicinal  articles  and  supplies  for  the  sick- 
room and  patient  are  sold. 

j  j '  Tincture  op  Aconite. 

Mr.  W.  I.  Wilbert,  apothecary  at  the  German  Hospital, 
Philadelphia,  communicated  a  paper  on  this  tincture,  the 
object  of  which  was  to  call  attention  to  the  exceptional 
potency  of  tr.  aconiti,  U.S. P.  A  tincture  of  aconite  exists  in 
fifteen  of  the  Pharmacopoeias,  and  eleven  of  these  tinctures 
are  made  from  the  root.  The  weakest  tincture  is  that  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  5  per  cent. ;  next  are  10-per-cent. 
tinctures  in  Germany,  Austria,  Italy,  Eussia,  Eoumania, 
Holland,  and  Switzerland  ;  20  per  cent,  in  France,  Hungary, 
I  and  Portugal ;  and  35  per  cent,  in  the  United  States.  For- 
merly the  U.S.P.  tincture  was  even  stronger — in  fact,  it 
approximated  to  Fleming's.  He  suggested  that  the  strength 
should  be  reduced  to  15  per  cent.,  in  which  case  the  dose 
would  be  the  same  as  for  tincture  of  belladonna. 

Standardising  Dose-measures. 

Mr.  M.  I.  Wilbert,  in  a  second  communication,  spoke  of 
the  variability  of  spoons  and  other  domestic  measures  for 
medicines,  including  ordinary  glass  medicine-measures, 
which  vary  much.  As  to  the  last,  lie  said,  in  testing  them 
before  selling,  use  them,  as  they  are  intended  to  be  used  at 
the  bedside  of  a  patient,  as  measures,  to  measure  out  the 
required  medicine  or  liquid  into  an  ordinary  tumbler.  After 
measuring  out  ten  separate  doses,  weigh  or  measure  the 
total  Amount  so  obtained  and  note  the  average.    Then,  if: 

■you  will  get  your  assistant,  or  a  customer,  to  do  the  same, 
and  note  the  difference,  you  will  probably  be  surprised  at  the 

'  possible  variation.  The  resulting  figures  will  be  an  object- 
lesson  in  demonstrating  that  small  quantities  of  a  liquid 

■  cannot  be  safely  or  accurately  measured  by  means  of  the 
ordinary  wide  medicine-glasses.  The  object  of  his  com- 
munication was  to  get  the  A.Ph.A,  to  endorse  the  resolutions 


that  were  adopted  at  a  recent  pharmaceutical  meeting  of 
the  Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy,  as  follows  : — 

1".  The  use  of  properly  made  and  accurately  graduated  class 
dose-measures  is  to  be  commended.  These  measures,  however, 
are  to  be  so  constructed  that  the  height  of  the  contained  liquid  at 
a  spoonful  mark  is  greater  than  its  diameter, 

2.  That,  where  spoons  are  used  as  medicine-measures,  the  appli- 
cation of  the  French  Codex  definition  of  a  spoonful  be  recom- 
mended. This  definition  reads  as  follows  :  A  spoon  is  full  when 
the  contained  liquid  comes  up  to,  but  does  not  show  a  curve  above, 
the  upper  edge  or  rim  of  the  bowl. 

3.  That,  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the  metric  system  of 
weights  and  measures,  the  following  equivalents  be  recommended  : 
One  teaspoonful  equals  5  c.c. ;  one  dessertspoonful  equals  two 
teaspoonfuls,  or  10  c.c. ;  one  tablespoonful  equals  three  tea- 
spoonfuls,  or  15  c.c. 

Each  of  these  three  points  is,  he  considered,  of  vital  im- 
portance in  connection  with  the  preparation,  dispensing;  and 
administration  of  liquid  medicines. 

The  Committee  on  Drug-adulteration 
presented  a  voluminous  report,  which  was  summed  up  in  the 
following  set  of  resolutions  which  Dr.  Wiley  heartily  en- 
dorsed :— 

Whereas,  We  have  learned  that  under  authority  of  an  Act  of 
Congress  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  established  a  laboratory 
in  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  to  study  the  composttion  and  adultera- 
tion of  drugs.    Wherefore,  resolved : 

First,  That  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  offer  to 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  the  most  cordial  collaboration  in'  this 
work,  which  promises  so  much  benefit  to  the  manufacturers  of, 
and  dealers  in,  drugs,  as  well  as  the  consumers  thereof. 

Second,  That  this  Association  will  use  its  influence  with  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  secure  any  reasonable  appropria- 
tion to  properly  carry  on  this  work  in  a  systematic  and  effective 
manner. 

Third,  That  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Association  be 
authorised  to  convey  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a  memorial  of 
these  proceedings,  and  to  represent  the  Association  before  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture  of  the  House  and  the  Committee  on 
Agriculture  and  Forestry  of  the  Senate,  when  the  next  Agricultural 
Appropriation  Bill  is  under  consideration.

Estimation  of  Strychnine  in  Mixtures. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Gordin  described  the  more  important  existing 
methods,  and  recommended  the  following  modification  of 
Keller's  process : — 

The  mixed  alkaloids— for  example,  the  residue  of  total  alkaloids 
obtained  in  the  assay  of  nux  vomica  from  8  or  10  grams  of  drug — 
are  dissolved  in  15  c.c.  3-per-cent.  sulphuric  acid  by  the  aid  of 
water-bath  heat,  the  solution  is  cooled  to  ordinary  temperature, 
and  3  c.c.  of  a  previously  prepared  and  cooled  mixture  of  equal 
parts  of  strong  nitric  acid  (sp.  gr.  142)  and  water  added  to  the 
alkaloidal  solution.  The  liquid  is  set  aside  for  exactly  ten  minutes, 
shaking,  it  gently  three  or  four  times  during  this  time.  The  red 
liquid  is  now  transferred  to  a  separator  containing  20  or  25  c.c.  of 
10-per-cent.  sodium-hydroxide  solution,  and  the  vessel  in  which 
the  digestion  of  the  alkaloids  had  taken  place  is  washed  three  or 
four  times  with  very  small  amounts  of  water.  The  liquid  in  the 
separator  will  now  be  very  turbid  from  the  separation  of  sta^chriine. 
If  this  is  not  the  case,  there  is  not  enough  alkali,  and  a  further 
addition  of  1  or  2  c.c.  alkali  must  be  made.  After  the  addition  of 
sufficient  alkali  the  liquid  is  shaken  out  three  times  with  chloro- 
form, using  20  c.c.  for  the  first  shaking-out  and  10  c.c.  each  time 
for  the  two  subsequent  ones.  The  chloroformic  solution  is  filtered 
through  a  small  plain  double  filter,  arranged  so  that  there  are  four 
folds  of  paper  on  each  side,  into  a  light  tared  flask,  taking  care  to 
wash  the  stem  of  the  separator  with  a  little  chloroform ;  the  filter 
and  stem  of  the  funnel  are  also  washed  a  few  times  with  small 
amounts  of  chloroform,  and  to  the  perfectly  colourless  solution  of 
strychnine  thus  obtained  is  added  2  or  3  c.c.  of  pure  amyl 
alcohol,  which  distils  between  128°  and  132°  C,  and  leaves  no 
residue  on  evaporation.  The  chloroform  is  now  distilled  off  com- 
pletely, and  the  small  amount  of  amyl  alcohol  left  behind  removed 
by  keeping  the  vessel  on  the  water-bath  and  blowing  air  over  its 
opening,  but  not  so  as  to  blow  out  any  alkaloid  by  the  air-current. 
The  vessel  is  now  dried  for  about  two  hours  at  a  temperature  of 
135°  to  140°  C,  and  when  cold  weighed.

Mr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler  and  Dr.  Geo.  R.  Pancoast  read  some 
interesting  and  useful  notes  on  popular  oils,  as  follows  : — 

•  Adder  Oil  is  made  by  mixing  lard  oil  3  parts  and  skunk  oil 
1  part. 

Angle-worm  Oil  is  sometimes  supplied  by  slightly  flavouring 
olive  oil  with  oil  of  amber. 

Ant  Oil. — Digest  4  parts  of  ants  in  16  parts  of  olive  oil  at  a  '■ 
gentle  heat,  and  then  strain. 

Bait  Oil,  or  oil  of  rhodium,  usually  consists  of  balsam  copaiba 
4  parts, salad  oil  1  part,  oil  of  almonds  5  parts,  flavoured  with  from 
five  to  ten  drops  of  oil  of  rose  or  rose  geranium  for  each  ounce  of 
the  mixture. 

Bat  Oil. — Some  form  of  bird  oil  is  usually  supplied,  such  as  I 
ehicken-fat.  i 

Bear's  Oil. — This  can  be  obtained  in  the  United  States,  coming 
usually  from  the  black  bear,  but  the  cinnamon  and  grizzly  bears 
often  furnish  some.  A  sample  obtained  from  the  chef  of  a 
Philadelphia  restaurant  was  a  pale  yellow,  semi-opaque,  oily  liquid 
at  summer  heat,  but  solidified  in  cold  weather,  having  a  peculiar 
odour  and  a  bland  taste.  It  had  sp.  gr.  0  913  at  15°  C.,  acid- 
number  3  93,  saponification-number  2034,  iodine-figure  80'43,  and 
congealed  at  9°  C. 

■  Beaver  Fat. — Neatsfoot  oil  is  generally  supplied. 
Brick  Oil. — As  in  Great  Britain. 

Clover  Oil  consists  of  an  alcoholic  solution  of  indefinite  pro- 
portions of  coumarin,  vanillin,  and  heliotropin. 

Catfish  Oil  can  easily  be  secured  in  localities  adjacent  to  the 
Mississippi  River.    Usually  some  fish  oil  is  supplied. 

Crocodile  and  Alligator  Oils. — Fish  oils  are  usually  supplied. 

Deer  Oil  can  usually  be  obtained  from  restaurants. 

Dog  Oil  is  a  common  household  remedy  and  may  be  found  in  j 
many  farmers'  homes. 

Eel  Oil. — Usually  some  fish  oil  is  supplied. 

Fox  Oil. — Skunk  oil  is  frequently  given;  but  Dippel's  oil, {with  | 
a  little  tincture  of  asafcetida,  has  also  been  supplied. 

Habacuc  Oil  is  usually  chamomile  oil,  1  part ;  oil  of  thyme,  oil 
of  rue,  oil  of  tansy,  each  6  parts  ;  oil  of  wormwood  (fatty),  200  parts. 

Hedgeliog  Oil.— Lard  oil  or  neatsfoot  oil,  or  mixtures  of  the  two. 

Lobelia  Oil  is  either  the  true  oil  obtained  from  lobelia-seed  by 
extraction  with  alcohol,  or  an  alcoholic  solution  of  the  lobelia- 
plant. 

Mink  Oil. — Skunk  oil  is  the  article  generally  supplied. 

Mermaid's  Oil  is  usually  made  up  by  mixing  equal  parts  of  i 
coeoanut  oil  and  lard  oil,  and  flavouring  with  cod-liver  oil. 

Oaonated  Oil  is  made  by  passing  oxygen  into  an  oil  such  as  ; 
coeoanut,  sunflower,  cod-liver,  &c,  until  no  more  will  dissolve, 
then  exposing  for  some  time  to  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun.  Used 
in  phthisis. 

Pickerel  Oil. — Fish  oil  is  usually  supplied. 

Porcupine  Oil—  Orders  are  filled  like  those  for  hedgehog  oil,  ! 
Porpoise  Oil  is  a  regular  article  of  commerce. 
Raccoon  Oil. — Lard  oil  is  frequently  supplied. 
Rhodium  Oil. — See  Bait  Oil. 

Rattlesnake  Oil  can  be  obtained  from  those  who  hunt  the 
rattlers.  In  general,  the  oil  of  two  dozen  shakes  is  equal  to  that 
produced  by  one  skunk.  The  genuine  oil  brings  good  prices ; 
£2  per  oz.  being  readily  paid.  The  demand  appears  to  be  continually 
increasing,  while  the  source  of  supply  is  becoming  exhausted,  and 
in  a  few  years  it  will  no  doubt  be  unobtainable.  A  genuine  oil 
gave  the  following  results  :  Sp.  gr.  at  15°  C.  0-9217,  acid-number 
3  57,  saponification-number  210'9,  iodine-figure  105-58. 

Skunk  Oil  is  obtained  from  Mephitis  varians,  one  of  the 
weasel  family.  The  properly  prepared  oil  is  yellowish  in  colour, 
odourless,  and  of  a  bland  taste,  with  'occasionally  a  sediment  of 
stearin  at  the  bottom  of  the  container.  All  the  oils  obtainable  in 
commerce,  however,  have  more  or  less  of  the  odour  peculiar  to  the 
animal.  A  number  of  samples  examined  during  the  past  two 
years  gave  the  following  results : —

Stillingia  Oil.—kn  alcoholic  extract  of  the  root  is  at  present 
supplied. 

Stork  Oil. — Some  bird  oil  ia  usually  supplied. 
Sturgeon  Oil. — Fish  oil  is  usually  supplied. 
Swallow  Oil. — Some  bird  oil  is  usually  supplied. 
Sweet  Cicily  Oil. — Anise  oil  usually  fills  the  requirement. 


Turtle  (Green)  Oil  is  obtained  from  the  Chetonia  My  das  and 
can  be  obtained  from  large  hotels.  The  proprietors  are  generally 
aware  of  the  commercial  value  of  this  article,  and  use  every  effort 
to  prepare  it  pure. 

Viper  Oil. — Usually  filled  like  adder  oil. 

Examination  of  Podophyllin. 

Messrs.  H.  M.  Gordin  and  C.  G.  Merrell  reported  upon  the 
characters  by  which  the  best  podophyllin  can  be  judged. 
The  best  dissolves  completely  in  twice  its  weight  of  alcohol, 
U.S.P. ;  good  and  bad  dissolve  completely  in  ammonia  solu- 
tion in  the  course  of  a  night ;  ether  dissolves  65  to  67  5  per- 
cent, and  chloroform  72  to  76  per  cent,  of  the  best ;  and 
poor  stuff  yields  less  to  these  solvents — so  that  a  rough 
estimation  of  impurity  can  be  got  in  this  way.  From  20  to 
23  per  cent,  of  crude  picropodophyllia  was  obtained  from 
the  best,  and  about  16  per  cent,  from  the  poor  samples.  The 
authors,  therefore,  consider  that  podophyllin  should  answer 
the  following  requirements  : — 

1.  Pure  podophyllin  must  be  completely  soluble  in  about  twice 
its  weight  of  cold  alcohol. 

2.  It  should  contain  about  64  per  cent,  ether-soluble  and  about 
74  per  cent,  chloroform-soluble  matter. 

3.  It  should  contain  about  22  per  cent,  crude  picropodophyllin. 

Before  putting  such  requirements  into  the  Pharmacopoeia 
it  would  be  advisable  to  prepare  podophyllin  from  different 
samples  of  mandrake-root  and  thoroughly  examine  the  podo- 
phyllum obtained.  ....

American  Alcohol.— rln  1900  the  production  of  dis- 
tilled liquors  in  the  United  States  amounted  to  over 
109,000,000  gals.,  of  the  value  of  #97,000,000.  A  little  more 
than  one-ninth  of  the  'whole  of  the  spirit  produced  is  used 
in  the  arts  and  manufactures.  The  exports  of  spirituous 
liquors  are  not  large,  but  one-third  of  them  go  ■  to  Germany, 
and  this  is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  recent  rapid  growth 
in  that  country  of  chemical-man-ufaoture — so  a  correspondent 
of  the  Times  thinks.    ;  •  ■  ■  ;. 

Helping  his  Friend. — A  well-known  druggist  in  Southern 
Illinois  is  the  proprietor  of  a  celebrated  family-liniment 
known  as  "Rattlesnake  Oil."  The  article  is  famous  and 
enjoys  an  extended  sale.  Some  years  ago  a  friend  of  the 
proprietor  who,  as  a  retail  druggist  in  Texas,  had  sold  the 
famous  oil,  discovered  a  large  nest  of  rattlesnakes  and,  by 
the  help  of  some  of  the  natives,  "  corralled "  them  and 
shipped  a  barrelful  of  them  to  the  laboratory  where  the 
"  oil "  was  manufactured.  The  proprietor  was  advised  by 
mail  of  the  shipment  and  asked  to  accept  them  as  a  token 
from  the  great  Lone  Star  State.  The  proprietor  awaited  the 
consignment  with  trepidation,  and  after  exhausting  every 
conceivable  scheme  to  get  rid  of  the  snakes,  finally  hired  a 
couple  of  negroes  who  took,  them  out  in  a  boat  and  dumped 
them  in  the  Father  of  Waters. 

Expansion  of  Canada's  Trade. — As  already  mentioned 
in  the  C.  %  D.  of  August  23,  page  335,  the  foreign  trade  of 
Canada  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  exceeded 
#400,000,000.  This  amount,  it  appears  (according  to  a  report 
issued  by  U.S.  Consul  Deal  at  St.  John's),  was  double  that  of 
the  year  1890,  which  was  the  greatest  year  in  the  history  o  f 
the  country.  The  Consul  further  states  that  while  the  great 
bulk  of  Canada's  business  is  transacted  with  the  U.S.A.  and 
Great  Britain,  the  former  country,  as  usual,  profits  the 
most,  and  the  rate  of  increase  shows  no  signs  of  diminishing. 
Great  Britain,  he  says,  is  the  great  selling-market  for  many 
of  Canada's  products,  but  the  United  States  is  still  her 
principal  purchasing-market,  the  preferential  tariff  on 
British  goods  having  made  no  appreciable  change  in  this 
respect.  The  excess  of  trade  with  the  United  States  over 
that  with  Great  Britain  last  year  was  #33,500,000.  Import* 
from  the  United  States  increased  over  #10,000,000,  and 
exports  to  the  United  States  more  than  #3,000,000.  In  fact, 
the  total  import  and  export  trade  of  Canada  with  the  United 
States  is  nearly  one-half  her  own  foreign  trade,  being  for  the 
last  year  #192,005,461.  Canada's  third  best  customer  is 
|  Germany.

WE  have  received  a  lot  of  irresponsible  chatter  in  regard 
to  the  election  of  seven  members  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  which  takes  place  on 
Monday,  October  6.

Most  of  what  we  have  received  is  of  that  peculiarly  innocent- 
like nature  of  writing  that  mentions  no  names  but  hits  at 
somebody,  and  "  gets  there,"  which,  therefore,  is  well  within 
fche  purview  of  the  Libel  Acts,  and  is  safer  in  our  waste-paper 
basket  than  in  these  columns.

A  circular  signed  by  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (of  Dublin)  and  Mr. 
Johnston  Montgomery  (of  Belfast)  was  issued  on  Friday, 
September  26.    Subjoined  is  the  essential  part  of  it : — 

As  the  company-pharmacy  question  is  being  again  forced  on 
you  at  this  election,  we  have  been  induced,  as  strong  anti-company 
pharmacists,  to  allow  ourselves  to  be  nominated  for  the  Council, 
in  the  hope  that  you,  by  giving  us  your  vote  and  support,  may 
again  show  that  you  have  no  sympathy  with  company-pharmacy. 

Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  well  known  as  an  apostle  of  company- 
pharmacy,  has  been  nominated  for  a  seat  on  the  Council.  His 
proposer  is  an  employe  of  a  limited  pharmacy  company  !  His 
seconder,  Mr.  Bernard  (Vice-Presideut  of  our  Council).  By 
seconding  Sir  Thomas  Robinson  Mr.  Bernard  proclaims  his  true 
colours,  and  hoists  the  flag  of  "  company-pharmacy,"  which  latter, 
as  you  are  aware,  has  done  so  much  to  destroy  the  individuality  of 
pharmacy.  We  were  astounded  when  we  learned  that  the  Vice- 
President  of  an  anti-company  council,  returned  to  his  high  office 
by  the  votes  of  anti-company  pharmacists,  dares  seek  re-election 
from  individual  pharmacists  and  associate  druggists,  and  at  the 
same  time  identify  himself  with  that  great  enemy  of  our  common 
profession,  and  ally  his  name  in  such  a  manner  with  those  of  the 
worthy  knight  and  the  no  less  worthy  employe  of  a  limited  liability 
pharmacy  company.  Perhaps  his  connection  with  "  Trench's 
Remedies  (Limited) "  has  made  this  easier.  We  do  not  know  if 
this  is  so,  but  we  do  submit  to  you  that  a  gentleman  so  promi- 
nently associated  with  this  company,  and  whose  interests  in  it  are 
so  great,  cannot  occupy  a  seat  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  without  bringing  our  Society  into 
antagonism  with  the  medical  profession. 

Are  you  prepared  to  jeopardise  the  interests  of  our  profession 
(by  putting  on  the  Council  a  man  who  not  only  sympathises  with 
and  supports  company-pharmacy,  but  is  vitally  interested  in 
remedies  prepared  from  the  prescription  of  a  layman  ? 

The  circular  concludes  by  asking  recipients  for  their  votes  ; 
also  that  they  should  vote  for  Messrs.  G.  D.  Beggs,  W.  J. 
Baxter,  J.  E.  Connor,  W.  Jamison,  and  P.  N.  White  (retiring 
members).

On  September  27  the  following  circular  was  issued  to  the 
members : — 

Dear  Sib, — I  understand  that  a  circular  has  been  forwarded  to 
you,  making  most  misleading  and  audacious  statements  and  in- 
sinuations respecting  me,  as  a  icandidate  seeking  re-election  to 
your  Council. 

I  ask  you,  in  the  interests  of  fair  play,  and  on  account  of  my 
services  on  your  Council  for  the  past  ten  years,  to  withhold  your 
judgment  until  Saturday  next,  by  which  time  you  will  have 
received  a  complete  refutation  of  the  charges  in  the  circular  I 
refer  to,  either  in  the  columns  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  or 
hy  circular-letter.  I  may  mention  that  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs,  your  ex- 
President,  not  only  in  the  strongest  terms  condemns  the  circular 
alluded  to,  and  disassociates  himself  from  it,  but,  both  prior  to  and 
after  the  nomination  of  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  voluntarily  pledged 
himself  to  support  him.

_  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  followed  this  up  on  September  29  with  a 
circular  in  reply  to  Messrs.  Wells  and  Montgomery's  one.  In 
this  he  denies  that  he  is  favourable  to  the  operations  of 
company-pharmacy.    He  continues  :— 

Such  charges  are  devoid  of  truth,  and  are  a  determined  and 
ingenious  device  to  deceive  you,  and  secure  your  assistance  as 
instruments  with  which  to  wreak  their  personal  vengeance.  As  a 
subterfuge,  the  ghost  of  company-pharmacy  is  paraded,  and  the 
pretext  is  that  as  I  assisted  in  the  nomination  of  Sir  Thomas 


Robinson,  who  .has  already  served  for  many  years  on  your  Council, 
and  filled  the  offices  of  Vice-President  and  of  .  examiner  in  phar- 
macy, I  am  therefore  in  favour  of  company-pharmacy. 

In  the  most  emphatic  manner  I  declare  that  I  have  never  been 
otherwise  than  antagonistic  to  the  illegal  operations  of  limited- 
company  pharmacy,  whereby  both  you  and  I,  as  licentiates  in 
pharmacy,  are  largely  deprived  of  our  living  and  rights.  In  proof 
of  this  statement  I  can  refer  you  to  my  remarks  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  our  Society,  reported  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  16th  November,  1901,  page  821.  I  have  investments,  but  not  to 
the  extent  of  one  farthing  in  limited-company  pharmacy.  I  am 
interested  in  the  sale  of  a  proprietary  preparation  in  the  same  way 
only  as  Messrs.  Wells  and  Montgomery  sell  their  own  proprietary 
articles,  or  cures,  and  as  most  chemists  also  do. 

Having  now  disposed  of  the  pretended  objections  to  me,  I  may 
state  that  the  real  reasons  for  issuing  this  extraordinary  and  dis- 
graceful circular  are  well  known  to  members  of  your  Council,  and 
are  simply  that  I  would  not  act  as  a  puppet  for  Mr.  Wells,  and 
have  preserved  an  independent  line  of  action,  entirely  free  from 
clique  or  caucus,  and  solely  devoted  to  the  interests  of  our  licen- 
tiates. The  greatest  proof  of  this  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  my 
traducers  have  been  unable  to  point  to  a  single  questionable  action 
of  mine  during  the  ten  years  I  have,  through  your  confidence, 
served  on  your  Council.  Mr.  Wells'  objection  to  me  dates  from 
the  occasion  when  I  thwarted  his  determined  efforts  to  use  your 
Council  as  a  weapon  to  punish  an  assistant  with  whom  he  had 
some  petty  dispute,  and  from  whom  he  withheld  the  necessary 
certificate  to  enable  him  to  present  himself  for  examination.  This 
assistant  is  now  a  licentiate  of  your  Society  (Mr.  O'Farrell). 

Mr.  Montgomery,  two  years  ago,  boasted  that  he  and  others 
would  take  good  care  to  put  me  off  the  Council  when  I  presented 
myself  for  re-election,  because,  in  your  interests,  I  exposed  the 
non-attendance  of  certain  members  of  Council,  and  their  action  in 
connection  with  the  appointment  of  an  examiner  (see  report  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  17th  November,  1900.) 

The  circular  then  proceeds  to  refer  to  the  unwarranted 
use  of  the  names  of  the  five  gentlemen  attached  to  the 
circular,  and,  after  dealing  with  a  personal  matter,  calls 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  P.  Kelly  (who  seconds  both 
Messrs.  Wells'  and  Montgomery's  nominations)  strongly 
urged  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  that  such 
"  genuine  dispensing  firms "  as  Grattan  &  Co.  (Limited), 
Hamilton,  Long  &  Co.'  (Limited),  Hayes,  Conyngham  & 
Robinson  (Limited)  should  be  approached  by  the  Council, 
and  asked  to  join  hands  and  interests  with  licentiates  for 
their  common  defence.  Mr.  Bernard  concludes  by  asking 
the  voters  to  judge  whether  his  services  in  the  past  have 
rendered  him  worthy  of  a  renewal  of  their  confidence,  or  is 
Mr.  Wells's  approval  a  necessary  qualification  for  member- 
ship of  the  Council  ?  •  ~

Sir  Thomas  Robinson  also  issued  a  circular  on  Sep- 
tember 30.  It  is  the  only  one  issued  which  addresses  "  the 
members  and  associate  druggists  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland."  Sir  Thomas  solicits  their  votes.  He 
then  says : — 

As  you  are  aware,  I  formerly  served  you  upon  the  Council,  and 
subsequently  as  an  examiner  in  pharmacy  for  five  years,  ending 
1897,  during  which  time  I  did  my  utmost  to  improve  and  raise  the 
standard  of  our  qualification.  At  the  expiration  of  my  term  as 
examiner  I  stood  for  the  Council,  and  my  candidature  was  assailed 
with  such  a  storm  of  scurrility  and  misstatement  in  anonymous 
libellous  letters,  many  voters  were  misled.  Since  then  the  great 
charge  against  me  has  been  tested  by  the  Society  in  the  law 
courts — viz.,  the  illegality  of  the  firm  of  Hayes,  Conyngham  & 
Robinson  (Limited) — and  I  cannot  do  better  than  quote  the  words 
of  the  learned  Judge,  the  "  Lord  Chief  Baron,"  who  delivered  the 
judgment  in  the  case :  "  He  (the  Lord  Chief  Baron)  entertained 
no  doubt  in  the  world  that  this  incorporated  company  was  a  firm 
within  the  meaning  of  the  regulation.  It  was  an  incorporated, 
company  of  legally  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemists.  No 
person  other  than  such  a  chemist  could,  according  to  the  present 
constitution  of  the  company,  be  a  member  of  it." 

Since  that  judgment  was  delivered  I  have  been  asked  several 

1  times  to  allow  my  name  to  go  forward  for  the  Council,  but  I 

j  always  declined  unless  I  could  be  assured  of  the  support  of  the 
President  and  Vice-President  for  the  time  being.  This  year  I 
received  this  assurance,  and  during  my  absence  on  my  holidays  I 
was  nominated  and  asked  to  write  an  acceptance  to  the  Registrar. 

|  I  am,  and  have  always  been,  a  staunch  supporter  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  pharmaceutical  chemists.  I  am  strongly  opposed  to 
illegal  company  pharmacy,  such  as  is  rampant  in  England,  and 
such  as  we  have  in  a  few  cases  in  Ireland.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Council  should  promote  a  private  Bill  in  Parliament  to  prevent 
persons  without  the  pharmaceutical   licence   engaging  in  the 

I'  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 
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I  find  my  candidature  is  attacked  again  this  year  with  the  same 
misleading  statements  by  Messrs.  Wells  and  Montgomery.  I  fully 
admit  my  inability  to  fight  Mr.  Wells  with  the  weapons  he  has 
selected.  I  have  too  much  regard  for  the  decencies  of  private  life 
and  business  to  give  him  the  answer  he  deserves.  I  simply  place 
myself  in  your  hands,  if  you  desire  my  presence  upon  the  Council, 
as  one  of  twenty-one  members.    I  shall  do  my  best  to  serve  you. 

I  had  not  intended  to  address  you,  as  I  was  not  aware  my 
candidature  would  be  opposed,  having  regard  to  the  speech  of  Mr. 
Patrick  Kelly,  when  he  stated  at  the  Council  that  genuine  firms 
like  mine  ought  to  be  invited  to  join  hands  with  the  Society  in 
their  battle  against  company-pharmacy. 

My  character  and  reputation  require  no  endorsement  from  either 
Mr.  Hay,  Mr.  Vincent  Johnson,  or  Mr.  Wells,  and  I  shall  remain, 
whatever  your  verdict  may  be,  what  I  have  been  for  the  past 
twenty  years — a  pharmacist  devoted  to  the  welfare  and  prosperity 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  following  correspondence  has  also  been  addressed  to 
us : — 

Sir, — It  is  not  my  custom  to  rush  into  print  on  every 
trivial  matter,  but,  having  received  two  circulars  relative  to 
the  above  election — one  from  Messrs.  Wells  and  Montgomery, 
and  the  other  from  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard  (Vice-President),  in 
which  he  mentions  my  name  in  a  very  emphatic  manner — I 
feel  called  on  to  write  and  explain  that  I  did  not  see  or 
know  anything  of  these  circulars  previous  to  receiving  them 
through  the  post.  From  the  wording  of  Mr.  Bernard's 
circular,  my  action  may  appear  strange  and  inconsistent  in 
not  supporting  Sir  Thos.  Robinson ;  but  when  speaking  to 
Mr.  Bernard  with  reference  to  him,  I  did  not  say  or  infer 
that  I  would  support  him  against  the  sitting  members 
seeking  re-election — men  whom  I  consider  to  have  done  good 
and  excellent  work  for  the  Society.  It  may  be  within  the 
recollection  of  many  of  the  members  that  during  my  pre- 
sidency Mr.  Wells  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Council.  I  used 
every  means  in  my  power  to  induce  him  to  retain  his  seat, 
but  without  avail ;  and  when  I  heard,  for  the  first  time,  on 
Friday  night,  that  Mr.  Wells  would  allow  his  name  to  go 
forward  for  ballot,  I  was  very  pleased  indeed  to  nominate 
him,  knowing  him  to  be  one  of  the  best  and  hardest-working 
men  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy.  I  deeply  deplore  that  there 
should  be  imported  into  this  election  such  heat  and  personal 
element.  I  am  now  as  strongly  opposed  to  company-phar- 
macy being  represented  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as 
heretofore,  and,  in  filling  up  my  voting-paper,  did  not  feel 
justified  in  casting  out  any  of  the  members  seeking  re- 
election, save  that  of  substituting  Mr.  Wells's  name  for  that 
of  Yours  faithfully,

P.S.  (September  30). — Since  writing  the  foregoing  I  am 
the  recipient  of  a  further  circular  from  Mr.  J.  I.  Bernard,  in 
which  he  again,  unwarranted,  makes  use  of  my  name.  I 
think  it  would  be  well  if  Mr.  Bernard  would  first  put  his 
own  house  in  order  before  attacking  others  for  similar 
faults.  Mr.  Bernard  did  not  consult  me  on  the  occasion  of 
his  former  circular,  or  previous  to  the  issue  of  his  later  one, 
or  ask  permission  to  use  my  name  in  the  manner  he  has 
done ;  and  I  even  wrote  to  him,  protesting.  I  fancy  Mr. 
Bernard  draws  largely  on  his  fertile  imagination,  as  I  did  not 
"  at  once  "  cast  my  vote  for  him  on  receipt  of  Messrs.  Wells 
and  Montgomery's  circular,  but  did  so  simply  because  he  was 
one  of  the  sitting  members  seeking  re-election,  and,  as  I 
before  mentioned,  one  of  those  who,  I  considered,  had  done 
good  work  for  the  Society.  I  am,  and  always  have  been, 
strongly  opposed  to  personal  recriminations  being  imported 
into  pharmaceutical  matters,  and  have  during  my  tenure  of 
office  endeavoured  to  avoid  such,  and  thus,  to  my  mind,  have 
tried  to  uphold  the  dignity  and  honour  of  the  Council  and 
Society  at  large. — G.  D.  B. 

Sir,— Permit  me,  through  your  columns,  to  tender  my  best 
thanks  to  the  writers  of  the  many  letters  I  have  received, 
assuring  me  of  their  entire  disapproval  of  the  virulent  and 
disgraceful  attempt  recently  made  to  injure  me  as  a  candi- 
date seeking  re-election  to  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland.  I  wish  also  to  explain  that  the  circular 
referred  to  was  not  sent  to  a  considerable  number  of  voters, 
but  only  to  a  selection  of  them,  whom  it  might  possibly 
serve  to  deceive  into  the  idea  that  a  battle  against  company- 
pharmacy  was  at  issue.
